INAUGUlUL *\DI>RESS 

By thp Pbesioest, John W. Simf-son, Membf« Corr. d© I'lnstitut de France, 
Delivered at the General Meetings 1st November 1920. 

My Lobds, Ladi» 3 , and GBNTLeHBS,—Twelve tuoBtlis ago—at tlie opening of our fijst session 
after the conclusion of Peace witL Germany — it was my priv9ege to direct yonr attention to the 
qualifications of the Architect, with especial reference to certain aspects of a mental tnuning which 
should render bts services valuable to the State daring a period of leconslructiQQ. That since that 
time we have observed little recognition of the profitable asset the nation posaeswes in its architects 
will not greatly surprise yon. When the Sower went forth to sow, some fell by the wayside of 
Indifference; some fell on Political stony pUcea where, having no deepness of Voting earth, they 
withered away ; othetH among thorns of Vested Interest, which sprang np and choked them} only a 
. proportion foil into the good ground of an intelligent audience ! Yet the groin was of ri^t quabty, 
and the fiower’a duty was to sow it. " Ho that bath ears to heat, let him hear,** wys the Parable. 

To>m^t I ptupoae to follow my panegyric of the Arebiteot's vocation with a word of good cheer 
as to the progress of the ort he practises. That all is well at the moment 1 would not 
was 1); we are at one e)f the many diffienlt places in the age-lu^ road of art we are building, in con- 
tinnation of the work oar fatheni began at the world’s foomUtion. There are many to tell os (there 
always were!) that what we do is by far inferior to what was done in the eighteenth, the fourteenth, 
in any contaiy you please before or after the birtji of Christ i that our oaee is desperate, since, in their 
opinion, we have lost direction. Well, it b not given us to see ahead ; we can ody range onr course 
bv the upstanding atones behind us.

the^e dwelibga, wind, they retail singly. At the west end, where the more ansttajintio ami le^- 
occiimed world Jiv«. tide unifonnity is still mon- domitaul; here- there are vorj- Ua.*; and brmid 
where all the bonses are na large as pabicea, ontwardly anything but dislm^hed, 
except the fact that in these, ns in nil the better-cboin of houses in handoii, the windows of the tirst 
sturev are udonnHl with iron^barred balconies, and on the ground floor there is aliso » libck iniiuig, 
protecting the entrance to certain cellar npartmeuta buried in the earth. In thin part of (ie city are 
also great squares, where lown of houses, like those already described, form a qaadrungle. 

It is no new thing, this enlogv of the past and disparagement of the present, W e may doubt if 
nnv urti-it is justlv appreciated till long after ho is beyond the reach of praise or blame ; some may be 
overrated othi-m'are certainly imderrateil, the idols of past generations tnimble suddenly to dust, 
while the doepiflerl and rejecUMl are Ufted to piimacli^ of filory.” * This is most true of architecture, 
for it is tlio mirnw of i>iir ovni life, and the reflection is loo clear to Iw Hatttiring. 


Ifv \ddTo« must necessarily, I fear, bo deemed illogicd. An artist most he convinced oI lha 
riiihtq^ of his ovra work, for without faith is no enthusiasm : a doubter eon never achieve a ^eat 
creation. If. thmi, he can so detach himself from conrtctiou as to be able to compare 
dead Masters with his own, to survey dispas8ioimlL.ly tltti past luid pn^ent. Iit^ is no artist, and bos no 
more claim to attention IUjuj the casual hiymau I The syllogism is irresistible; I offer you my thoughts . 
you wiU form your own coucluaious. For my pirt, 1 shall prudently evade Um consequence of the 

urguiuent and make no relerence to tho work of livdiig men, ^ i 

In determining the merit of modem architect iwal work there aro oetlam actufthties to be taken 
Uito account, if we are to arrive at a true judgment. To tliLse, as it soetiLS to me sufficient aUciition 
is not giveii by those—whether toclmieianc or lay,-writen&—who attempt to define the qu^ty of 
drehm in relation to the standards beqm'athed by the great aneretora of our calling, if I subnut for 
your oonsideratiuu some of these controlling fads, it is not by way of excuse for shortcomings, but m 
orditf to eatahlish-what I heUeve to be the treth-tliat architecture in this country is by no means 
ih^dent; is. on the contrary, heollhy, vigorous, and true to the immortal priueiples of our art 

Traditional educatiou in design during the second half of the iiuietecnth centur}' wa.s ilisturbed- 
nnemightsay bewildcreti^byadeliigeof illustrati-d books and periodicals duo toiroproved audohraFued 
priHsssraof photography , Tho student, iiLstead of having tostdoct and make his own drawing of a choc™ 
*ubject,thuH found at his disposal a heterogeneous mass of information about huildiugs lu every couiitry 
and style, Thougli incompletc-preseutijig selected aspects only, of com^itmus winch need plan, 
elevaliun. and ceetioii to reveal their true meaning; and prone to emphasisi. the jnetur^que, rather 
than the grwter qualities of our art— the matonal supplied was for the raoat part g*KKl of its kuid. 
and we o^' to photography many really valuable works of reference. The trouble was not so much 
the qiialiiv, as the sudden Fofusioli of variiri nuggrations, confiLriiq; to the recepUve inmd overhixuig 
itH cliadty for abaorptLon ami digestion.

** And what.” he asked," will you call this ? " " I’m no very sure," replied the grocer, ” bat I thmk 
it's going to be port I ” In our case tho result may, or may not, be something «.>qnally nncxjajcted, 
but we see idreadv a wider view prevailing of what oonatitutes tradition, a shedding of prejudice, and 
much experimental reproduction of exotic work r tentative efforts to find seemly clothing for new 
needs, to which neither toga, trunk-hoae, nor periwig, can be suitably adapled. 

These " new needs ” form perhaps the chief reason for the change from what was deemed tradi* 
tional design. Educational and commercial reqnireniente, for example, have altered materially since 
our boyhood, and have to be frankly recognised and provided for. The plate^glass shop ™dow bas 
become on eeiential element in street design, and we can see already in progress the transition from a 
monumental ordinance, with its lower storey removed—leaving the stately superstructure in the air— 
to a light pier-treatment carrying an appropriate surtace over. With moiiem systems of construction 
there shotdd be no difficulty in treating the lower storey as a void, instead of as u solid; but the Italian 
or French palace motive must be abandoned. The great perpendicular windows of kork, 
or Gloucester, and those superb archied and traceried canopies where mass increases upward, offer 
fertile suggestions for steel-frame treatment. 

.Another and most imiiortant factor in contemporary dsaign ia Hygiene, We are still boggling 
at soil, waste, and veatilating pipes; deliberately umittuig them from our elevations, and letting 
the sanitary engineer carry them as ho can, sprawling over our piers, eonnees, and roofe, where 
they are not shamefully buried in the w'aUa, But the apartments to which they pertain have 
perforce to be considered, and fenestration becomes! a difficult matter; we may no longer plau majestic 
rouges of window, behind which bathrooms, sinks, and sanitary needs ore left to be contrived as best 
they may. Health authorities fix the area of our windows, settle their height with relation to the 
ceiling, and (very juroperly) lake no account of a predilection for unbroken wall-space, or of a deflira 
to build according to the tmdition of our forefathers ; in which, I may observe, extemol fire-escaju* 
stair; found no place, inside the building similaT questions arise. StRlrcusen must be enclosed, to 
the destruction of delightful visttuj; ulevators, incongruous to Renaissaiice motive#, arc wanted: 
immense conglomerations of pipes, tubes, and wire# must be laid out, und planned in shafts where they 
can ho reacheil for repair; liglit and ventilation take precedence of suggestive mystery, and the effect 
on plan and decoration is rcvolationary. 

It is useless to cry after the tradilions of past days ; our problems ate altered, and wc have to solve 
them in our own way. Xatarally, the chutigc is not yet complete. Fragments of old, beloved fonimlAC 
still cling to us—not only architectural; railways have existed for a qentiuy, yet there are still in usu 
carriages which retain the lines of a stage-coach ; the motor-coi bus long been common, and, as Wells 
once Stud, ” before each still trot's the ghost of a borne.”

It is needless to prolong a recital of the innumerable new conditions, materially affecting design, 
under which we work; the mere suggestion wilt bring Uietu crowding to your mind. There is anotheT 
point to consider when we try to measure the art of to-day with that of the post. It is extremely 
difficult to estimate the exact, cold value of bygone work ; time touches even the commonplace with 
beauty. ” The old Masters of pamting,” said Millais, ” have Time and Varnish on their riudu ” ; and 
.sturdily as.4erteil his own place beside them. To the artist's mind, tho Hoftened outlbes and mellowerl 
colouring of ancient buildings niuki* irresistible appeal; while the bard baldness of the new req>els 
him. For the true appraisement of what is generically termed " old work,” wc must mentally div e a

out way in which he built a barricade in front of his 
parents'bonso made his the model for the others in 
the neighbouring streets.

licva that othcra wera not equally gifted, sod in Ms

ami nyrtem in which he collaborated with theChrii^tiaa 
Brothers he takes jt uw much for granted. Tha out- 
conie of his nfforts, however^ wm a ji^ca t knproviuiicnt 
in the results of ths t^^sching in the schools o£ France. 
How great bU own natural rnlent was appears in a 
drawing of fit. Piern- Coutaneca, reproduced by SL 
Gout, and made at the ag? of 18^ ft is obviously the 
wDik net of Q painter but of an architect, futhvr cold 
and hflidt but absolutely ek*af and correct^ to tluT 
minutcRt detaih It is worih notice that he evitlenlly 
used a couple of set squares, os did Pu^u. In archi¬ 
tectural work, and especially if he was using the Camora 
Liicula, os he usually did, he always thus ruled in the 
guiding lines faintly to Etart with. He was never with¬ 
out A la^iidL in bia hand, and whcueviir t went to show 
him my work, whilo critJcIsing it, stauding at his dcsk>

He wuE more than jtistiBrid in hb critiriain of the 
syttUtm. of the 'Ecoht dEa Beaux*Afta, bj wbicb design 
nud ounistnictiou were abaoliitcly dtA'orccdi the Etu-> 
dont being set to make designs quite regard lo^ of the 
possibility oE conatructing tbeiUf and then to study 
constTuetion as a questiou ol nuiteriaU #nd their 
natuxe and method o£ employment quite indepen' 
dently of design. A personaJ experience may LUua'I^te 
this. While stU] articled to E. M. EarrVi R.A.^ 1 wont 
to I'oiis and entered one of tho most famous ol tho 
ateliers connected with the Ecolo. Alter mono th;iu a 
year'fi hard W'ork I found the results most unaatb* 
factory^ so I went with an introduction to ViDlIet-lc- 
Duc, taking with me a " projet for a baptistery 
which Ihadiukdsetme^ VieUe1>le'I>iic*Kcoiiiin£ntWTls^ 
** ^ot bsdi but it would not stand fite minutes ; in 
tact, it could not he built,” Thencolorwatd, working 
under his advice and in tho uteHfr oE lil. dc Baudot, in 
six mci|itlLs I had bs^ taught how to Leatu. 

Before that I u»ed to be told thia windovi^ bt too 
large, that column tOii heavy," plaji and design were 
criticised lor their prattiuess or Bymmttrjj with no 
question oE the materials which were to be used or of 
the possibility of their being constructed. In practical 
mutters the Engibh method oE education evtiu then 
was BO far sajierior to the FrendL that Viollct-Ie-Hiin 
ashed me lor an account of it, and tJspccUlij of thu 
work of the Architectural ^issociatiDn, wliich appears 
iu Volume II. oE bis Entretieuf, thanks to tb^ 

A.A. and to the iiJ.B.A., English aTchitcctuml educa¬ 
tion is far superior now to what it was then. 

The best example oE thin tenchiug of the Ecolo doa 
Beaux-Arts at that tiine,is tb^ Faria 0[>6ra* There are 
many laitltH even in the design, e^fiN^cially in the heavi¬ 
ness of the attic^ the want of a iKditneiil and the gfi^at 
barn of the stage whicli rises aliove the whole. The 
coiistnjction, how ever^ Is wkut one would expect from 
ibo design havitig luicu towde fiiwt regardless of it. 
Every stcueof Gse vault of the arched rtTstibulQ bhong 
by au iron red to a girtler al>ove. The wall between 
the stage and the aiiiUtcrium, instead of being of iron 
and concrete, is of hard Burgundy stoncp a most costly 
uisterinl and diflicult to work and which fi^cesoitati.d 
as outlay of £1 60,000iti the Icuiidat ions Ircf n itaw^eight. 
The iron roofs arc thoroughly badty designed and 
clumsy and the woTkinauahipdi>^graeefuL The JMjuare 


dome over the suLrease is carried by angle irons rent* 
ing on jumbles ol brickwork and wedg*«i up with 
wc^. Thr auditorium roisf h carriotj by sets of four 
hoUow iron columns, which llcw apart at tlr«t owing 
to thiiir diHerent Inads and were Onolly made into 
square pjers by rough brick wor^ held together by 
heavy iron bauds amJ angle irousl But the building 
undouhtedJy is charact rised by much boa uty ol detail, 
thorough appj^^ktion of theatrical cffi^ct aud great 
facility of oompo^ition. 

As a rcsloreTp while fault can br found witli some of 
the altvmtjoti!^ which he oipet'iaUy at V^Uy 
andAmicns^yetoii the whole he was con^rvativc^ami 
France owes him a vast debt fur many trkxasuri.^ whh'h 
otherwise she w^ould no loTigef Xi Xotfe- 

DniiiVp chough ht^ destroyed the marble decoratiDns of 
Louis XIV. and removed much later work and all the 
paintings^ the place of which is by' no meoni taken by 
his deconatioii of the t/hapelfe^ and the building lias 
been left lotiking coirl and hurcp yet he bus ruoili^ it 
retell its own history in a way it ni^ver diil brforr by 
thfc^ insert Eoi$ of some of the rosscisiof Slauriiccde Sully 
and the rccftomtiofi of two bays of the triforium, with 
Uiiiir dying buttresses^ to the origind dirAign. Tho 
ccutrul spire lum ot hie best, but tho sacritily 

and that at Amiens at his w’orst. He certuiuly remoVfd 
a considefuble amount of late work^ like the eah rif 
iampe at Sens, W'hich was beautiful in itself. How 
much greater his sympathies wore with tho construc¬ 
tive thun with the decorative side ol Gothic U shown 
by his iruniciiae adiiuration fnr Si. LrLuaiu of Troyta, 
which, howovor wonderful as a piece ol mgeiuous and 
ocunomiraL coastrurtjou^ is rather an architect uml jig- 
puz^do than an inspiring work of nrl. Ife would 
never have been guilty^ like Ahhadie, of [iTACtically 
deatropng buLldiiip llko Si. Frunt of Ferigueux, the 
Cathtidnil of Augontro^e and fiorndgiiy-des-Proti, or ot 
removing thesetmnd ehoiraer4¥]i^a?>WaadotiL- aiOttery 
^t. Mary, or of other of destruction wrought in 
England; and imny things of which he atranglydisr 
approved aru uovr put down to hini.aa ii the luiiierable 
fiL>gadc of St, Ouen at Rouen by Mr. Porter, whereas it 
was a job carried tlitough lu $piLe of his proU^^A by the 
city architect in Ib-IB. Far frcio this* hi; pmervirci 
much which he might have ili.^troyic^. fUr ti>id ulu how 
ho prevented tJic destructioD of thi* grand Roruanesquo 
nave of Toulouse ('athedraJ which tho clergy ( ’ mti- 
choni" he called tbem) wanted to rcplacr^^ by a uiive to 
corrcApoud with the rdtii'ntli tienlury choir and to 
Lava the flamo axis^ the centre of the choir being m line 
with the uculli wall of Ihc tia%'e. IJc was ca\U^ on Lu 
report and mid the choir should be destroyed to corro- 
.«pond with Lha nave; so that ended the matter. At 
Itauen ho wanted to cover up the liidciiua cosL-iron 
spire by a repruduction of the wochle.ii at i’Opln dcs* 
iroyed by lightuJug in 1^). Ih; prcvcutfMl its being 
fixu.^hed ou tlie Hcore of iu ezeessiw wdgbt in hopca 
that the Rouen jojople would bi^come ashamed of it, 
but they have dcunplctod it in i!Op|.u;r since he died.

Ciiu^e he onlygiudunJly maliBed how 
much they ovorlapj afid how much

Icar 
hy much study' of lLo documenis, 
for which he had little time, and not 
only of the buildingstheauwlvea. 

The really serious fniili is that on 
which 11.

What led VioJlflt-le-Dini into this it is difli- 
cult to. any, ft R^lay havu been his strong anti-cEejiica] 
fsoling^S which inereoBod with bis yoars. Th^c EocJ- 
iogs WL-re, 1 beliovc> the dmple rceiiltof his inability to 
admit aoytliiapt whioh could not be demonstratcil b}' 
cold and logical Fcasgo. Elis podtioDK tberefote^ wa:^ 
that of an atwluto agnoatlc, and in this matterp aa in 
fjucstiQiu of art, ho felt a sort of angr^' contempt, not 
always too gently ospreesed, for those who did iiat lot 
themsolvcs guided solely by thei r reason. Tliis posi¬ 


tivist atiittido might have led, as .M. Gout to 
hanl-ht^arttHlDesa and ^jgoiaia. but no one waaever more 
willing to help others or more kvouly anxious to undo 
the results of errors- In nothing wq* tliis nioiv oloarly 
she wn than in the jioliticAl lino which he U^k up a iter 
the W'at of l^rTO.

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Oh^ the Empire was great fun, but it could not lest, 
lo 1 flttnplified cverythiug and hurried it on jis much as 
1 could to get it finished," 

Daring the l^iege of Faria^ though over ago, hie self-^ 
ilevotiou was extreme. If my father had consented I 
might have been hia aide-de-camp, and after Lhu 
diege he said to me. Itis }iiat as well you were not. I 
never slept in a bed from the first week of the Siege till 
after the Armistice." He left Faria finally in November 
LSTtk with 1,54^ men^ and came bock with Dfifi. 
Be bad the charge^ under M. Alphand, of the protec¬ 
tion of tlie chief DoildingBof Fans, and because of bis 
studies of fortification be was called upon also to plan 


dvDoimced the new financial fekidaliflm as being the 
real enemy of liberty and of good government. Alter 
he refused to stand for election as deputy^ hut he 
io'ioed the HuDidpaj Council of Faria, where his 
hom^ty^ wide knowledge and bosin™ faoultiet were 
of immense service.

AtBixty-five^ in the full vigour of hh aund* VioUet- 
le-Duo juceumbed beneath the weight of the work 
which he bed uDderUkeUp regretting only one things 
not to have been able to do more lor Frajicv and for 
hb fetlow-eonnUTmeD^ tf only wo coold call up again 
that peJl-aacri£cc and patriotic fervour of bia in Iheae 
daya which need them even more than those which he 
lived through 

It U btrereating to put side by aide the two men of 
genlna who wore the h-nders of arcbitoctuml rolorm in 
Franco and England during iho middle half of the Last 
century—Vlollctrle-Duc and Ruskizi. It is curloua to 
note that it waa the Frenchman who poo^ea^ the 
practical, logical spirit which would make architecture 
theeimide providing of the material want in absolutely 
truthful coEietructioUr regardless of emotioD or aenti- 
meut or IradiriouH, but with this hrtn conviction^ that 
beauty of form would result; while the EDglishmau 
preached a gospel which proelaiiaed that beauty of 
form was the thing to mm at^ by the light of the Beveu 
liaQips of Sacrifice. Truth, Power, Beauty, Life, 
lifemory and Obedience—Logical Oanatrcctioz] not 
being given a placer by their Bide, but looked on as their 
nooeiamry rewt. Yet, when one thinks of tbo charac- 


tor of the two uationa, it is not altogether surprisiiig 
that it should be so. Throughout history the 
French have always set before themsflvaa a clear^ 
doSuito, ideal aim^ Beloro the Bevolotiou this aim 
wsa embodiod in the person nf tho King, To servo the 
King was to servo France.

Wo^havo never known boforehaud what wowautadi 
not what we were aimiug at, and we could never have 
stated it dearly* tzi an ematiunBl, blumlerLiig way we 
have stumbled into liberty and into empire, foHowIng 
whatever stirred our feeling at tho momout: freedom 
cl conacleucst liberty for the slave, pi^ lor the 
oppfi^^afiod. 

Tbe appeal to the emotioiial in art therefore c&iriod 
all before it m Englaod under the teaching oi'Buskin# 
and the severe and logical teaching of yiollet-lo-Biic 
wa-':i in accordance with the spirit cl the French, hut 
Was |ireventod from cartyuig the natiop with it by Its 
being (wrongly) identified with the history thrown 
aaids at the Sevolution and by its having roneed 
against itself the centralised bureaucracy which in 
France rules education in all ita bTuncbca. Space will 
not nUow of going further into the qu^louj but it 
would be un iutereadng thought to work out in details

InlubitatiEa to clear all the streets, lonea and public 
linssages of fttbbishi every one in front of his own 
premises^ Unril thii was done, no labtiur was per^ 
mitted on the ryiiu;^ In aach word u liooth was set 
up, to which ull ocoupiefa were lequired to bring pur- 
tieulum of rites and area of ground, tor record to bn 
mode, and u zx^^tet was opened of those willing to 
buy or sell latul. 

Kert in iirgeucy was tht* temponu^’' settlemuiit of 
traders and entf^men burnt out by tbe fire, A 
strong committee of Aidenoen and Commoners was 
appoinbbdi which aoxt days with ponders to 

apportion temporary rites on the city's vneant spacea, 
and to consider the best means of taismg the tAty out 
of it$ ruins. The UDr[K)ration at once set an example 
to the diuriOUd by taking steps for reviiiing coiamnnal 
fife, A temporary wooden strtichire was raised 
within the ruitw of the (ruildbaU, and the courts were 
able te be held there in the first week in November^ 
Provision was temporarily made for the Ctistoms and 
Excise officer. The P«t Office was temjwrflrily 
established, first in Brydges Street, Covent Garden^ 
and a week or two later set up in Bishopsgato Streetj. 
and other public ofimes were temporardy accommo¬ 
dated in the Strand Of Weatminster- Marketfi were 
temporarily fixed at BifthopesgatC:, at Tower Hill, and 
at SmithfieliL and Lcndetil^l was ap|H>inted as u 
general nvorket for m^at, fioh^ meal, hides and 
le4tUr-t+ Later on a weekly market for clothiera was 
established *l L^^adonliall, und n market was opened 
at Wapplng. Einuudul bslp was toithcomiiig from 
all parts of the country—practically every town in 
tho kingdom sent its eoutribotion to the relief fund. 
A Royal Prackmatkn fixed the lOth Ootober os a fast 
day» and comiiiunded that coUcctions for the aid of 
tbe sufferers in l^ndon should be takem in oil churches 
throughout England and Wale«, or from housv to 
houtte, and forwarded to the Ijord Mayor. 

The ptK>r of I^ndon hod a sad winter before them. 
London romaini^ dosokte in its ashes, dutUd all over 
with wooden shidA and shelters used as tem'^>4»raiy 
hahitations—often menj boorrls thrown Acnisfi ^m 
wall to waQ or ovr.r cfdlEns. Into these the people 
pooked after the irnmnrr of ww of the villages of 
devfkHtatMi Kmnce. Poverty was niade the mote 
hitter by the enormous ri«* m r^ititals; for a dweffiog 
let before the fire at £10| the landlord clolnied and 
obraitnd £150 rent. The poor> frecring in their 
hovels aiwl eelkrs, were eom|jelled to buy coul nt £3 
to £4 a chaldron, prices itfewnsly unheard of. 

The Acts for Rebuilding the City have often been 
quoted as tncnidM of dvio mauagement, and the 
iletaiLs of these AcU are well worthy of study. First 
it WAS essentia) to aettle diaputoi promptly and on the 
apnt* for this purpose any three or more of His 
Majratv^s judges were authorised to hear and deter¬ 
mine aU disi>utes without chajfge. Tho oomt bad 
power to caned or revbr existing covenants and 
leases^ and ta ord^r new leases or fl^xtenaious not 
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Mceedirg iO years, the broad principle ot fidminiatm- 
tioD bein^ thkt * it is jitst tbat averj'ODe concerned

Where iMullanl and tflnttnt were alike ruinwj, and 
ffionny was not availabl^'^ the Lord SSayor and Ald^^ 
men* &fter due notice, wefB emiKiwcrEd to take 
potise^ion of the f 5 Lteft and sftll them to such ^ were 
able to hiiddi the proceedtf goiiij? to thnae entitled to 
them The Fif« Judges' UouJtp by its pmctic# and 
nsampSe. spiwdily settled all disputes and mmic 
rapid restoration of London possible.

The Rebuilding Acts of 1607 and 10 lO laid down 
that #li new bmhling was to be of briet or intone* A 
number of irtteet improvements w+rre inadt*^ includ¬ 
ing the raising t>i Thsmea Street 3 feet, tbi- niaJcmg 
of King and Qinwn Stmt, and the reservation 

of Iftisd 10 feet wide slong the whole river front of the 
city for a public quay, asmggtsh'Hl by ?iirtJiristopUer 
Wren* U only this new quay had Ik^ii widet^ it 
might have riMnuined to thia day i there may still be 
sie^n 10 front of the CoJ^tom House the only |>ortioti of 
the quay which has not licen stolen. Lalwur troubl-^. 
RiuiQcial troubles and matenal troubles th^re w ere in 
plnntyt ^ with us to-day, but these were sU grappldl 
flmily in the Act for Rebuilding the fHty.

The old tnunopoly of the bajidiug emits wiia gene, 
and rraftBineu of all kindi flocked from the countr)' 
to London. The Act authorised any two or tnorv 
judged, when called upott, to ha the rate of Tingeslii the 
building induatries- If suv iniiu relused to work for 
the wages aaseiwd, or. hsA-mg begun work, loft it tin- 
bnkhed. ho was liable to a month's irnprisomneiit or a 
£10 fine. Similarly the judges were giv^n fid] power to 
fbethepderiof inateriftlfl and rarmg^’ after first calling

Uiaebumem, and othefTs, trading wiiMn five mile* ol 
the Tham^ The principle olbetterment which 
luiS been so mnrb argued in modem town-plauning

In iheap^e and oiher 
Cventres of eorametce, meruhanta had built dwelpigd, 
but rtfrmned from goiujc inio them till the neighbour- 
bo^ be tncrcnficd. "fearing thieves as well a* utipro- 
fiUbIc trade/' From the lUtuni* of the City Sur¬ 
veyors it appii'ATBi that by I^ecetnlier Iflfli the ftuindu- 
tione for onlv tkW houses had up to that date been 
staked out. " But iu the first ^ months of IfifiS a 
beginning wat^ made with ihn erection of l>^^ 
honsetfi. Ill the spring and summer of the 

number of new houses under scaffolding was about 
LGiK)p and this rate of couFtniotioii continued for th^r 
next y^eur.

who camo under the wotretion of the Act of i^arlia- 
meat to work in tlip tubuildfniiE- The clash of interesls 
never ce^kM?d, and when the tlemand for labour 
Blackenc^i thi' ^^fnnnpers" wert^ pushed out «l 
employmcuL In the height of tho rebuiMlug. how* 
ever, the demand for labour had been so keen that

THE LIBRAKY AND COLLECTIONS OP TIIE ROYAL INSTITUTE 

OF BRITISH ARCHITECTS.

When the Institute was founded in 1834 the formation of ti library was one of ttm mmn bsirtt- 
iiicnte wdth which it was hoped to oultivute a more general kiinwledge of nrehitooture, at a tJini* when 
libraries wen' rarer bstilntioiis than they are lo-day. The idea of tho fooiidoM, however^ e:itended 
ticyond « coltection of hooks luid drawings; it embraced olso a colUrClJonof a more general «imracter» 
consisibg of tnodcLi of buildings, building stonm and indeed practically any objcot,not loo cujubrous, 
of arcliitecinral btornst, Bui with the lapse of the time, the tendency was to roskict the collection 
to book.t, drawings nud cngrai'bgs ; nntl thu cxigoncien of space ioduood the ConneU from ttuie to 
time to part, with HMUiy of tboobjecta which occuidcd space that could f>Q better used for the accouimo- 
datioii of hooks omt drawings.

If, ludeed, t!ie tmi versa) 
qiiuHties which Yitruvitu^ di^mauds have hcon 
jkosscssed by any man they were jwsessed byljeojui 
Battis^ta Alberti t one of Lbt choicest s^pirits pro- 
duml by the humanist niovemeut in Italy,and one 
of tbe eaiiii^ I architect of the Italiiui Benaisisanee. 

Albertrs orderKi life was a rcunancc ot leaniing 
Luid artistic oroiitiom lie wrote m a sjsecialist in 
many subjects, but ruily hvo of Mb smaller works 
wore publlslicfl dtiririg his lifetime. His moat im¬ 
portant work, and the nic^t mleri^sting to arebi- 
tents, i^ bis Opn-i ptmianimimum ttf ffr 
ioridf in ten pubUshuil in Florence a year 

earlier (MH5) than Yitruviiis's work wna pnblipbed 
in Rome. The copy of this edition in the Institute 
Library is RnpiuMod to have form^Ki pDkrt of iho 
Ubrary of liord fiiiriingion^ and was later in the 
bbrary of the Duke of Devoiiahire. A Latin edition 
was jkubUshed in FariB in liVl'i (the Institute copy 
was prostmted hy M* Charles Toicier), and a French 
truiislattuii by Jaan Martin was als<i published ui

According to a Fronoh aluilent of Alberti's work, M, Popji4diu, 
it h doubtful wliother Alberti intended publUkUig explanatory plati^ m his book on arebdf^cture, 
ft gap that was filled by Borioli in hU Italian imnslaiioii. Allwrti a liteniry acli>dty extended lu^yond 
adenco and ort to philosophy and the arts of poetry and muilimcnt. An iuteresting cxaTiiple of 
hia liglite!- mrjtal in Iileraiun]f is to ho di&coverod in tlemiompbita^ a duodocin^o published in 1534, 
in itabclijed typo, with no place or printer's name (but probably from the Yimoiian press), in wbioh 
Alberti diHcourioa as an experl on tho mi of love.

The eiigruvingi; are ascribed to Nicholas Hyckinoos, the Pletnish engraver, whose 
signature is op the first plate ; but the ascription of the authorship of the dmwiogj to llubcns bimacif 
is prohleniaticoi, although noU* on many of the dfawings hear a close resnmhlaaeo to hia hand¬ 
writing. .Although Xtubens was accused by later authorities of inocciiraoy, and waa iinicctirutcp in these 
drawings, this docs not dinjinrsU inf crest in tlje ooUectlou or (lie pleasure in its |]ossessioD.

During the lust tbitty 
or foirty yeur^ i>bot«gmpby luts replaced engraving, with which art the Uterature of utobitecLuie huil 
tx*«n 80 closely since the invention of ftrinting. li thbi and “ procoeH-blook " suhBtituliou 

have inon&iacd the illustrative value of books it luis w'rtumly lessened their artistic interest> 

Bidorc dealing more generally ■with the early hreucli books in the Ijibniiy, I should like to refer for 
a nioiuent to the skolch bo<»k of Villard de ]Ionn(wourt,uf which a facsimile copy was published in Paris 
in 1868, under the direction of M^f, Ij«srbs and DurceU The original formerly in the Abbey of 
Saint"GeriiiBin'dfi 3 »Pr&, is now lo the Biblioth^ne Kalioualc* Although the volume is confined to 
sketches with marginal notes, it is, as a whole, a document of a most iKstsoiial and intinuite kind and 
throws eoiisidorublc light on lht> nniiinerol life and tliougln of a Uothic architect of the early ptirt of the 
ihirttK'iUh eentury. The xuillior was born at Honuecourt, on ibe Scheldt, near Cambrai. He w-as probably 
ihe arcbifwt of the dmir of Canihiai Cathedral, now dwtroyed, Hu visited Laon, Chartns, LatKaniif' and 
Rlicims (the last nauied during the hoi Idiiig of the cat hcdral). He then iisitcd Hungary, in the capacity, 
it is supposed, of a master mnson. Hu worked in coUaboratifm 
with Pierru do Corbie, u luedieval architect, w'bose name has 
not been lost. His sketchts sliow his skill os ait artist, and 
indicate a varit^ty of interest tliut recalls Irfoimrdn da Vinci, 
blit invested with (loihic sfiirit and feeling. Thu second page 
of the sketch book contains I he following dedication : 

'■ Villord df Homiecourt salutes you, and prays all those 
who work iu the vuriotis kind of work contained Ui this boc*b 
to pray for his soul, and to remember him; for in tliU iKXik 
OHIO may find great assistance in learning the principles of 
masonry and oonstructiou in carpentry . You will also find in 
it tlio itiefliod of drawing the Ggurc os geometry commendB ami 
i<iijoins.*' It is perhaps a far eij' from Villard do Hoiinecourt 
to Win. Burgos ; but the iiuiiiuto posseawes a sketch book uf 
W’m. Burges iu whicb tho drawing?, also made on vuUum, sug¬ 
gest tlio iutiueuco both iu form and matter of the etiriier lamk 
With which Burgtis was ifuito familiar. 

Arehitucturul liteniture', oiler tbo inv^uitioii of printing, 
followed pretty much the same course iu f-YsncL* as it did in 
Italy, bnt not nntil some half a century later, rhililicrl de rOnnaV NonwffeS iwrcuJjorw pour btc» 
bfNiiir,(tn pelHs Frms, was piiblishtd iu 1561, mid ,Icim Bullmit'a Ifrijfcs pcorrafte d des

The IttsLitnlo's fine oollMliDn of the 
Cabinet du Hoi series of eagravinga, coutaiued in Iwenly-lwo large folio volunicii, in oiiw of its niogt 
valuable pos^iesaiotii;, and tiiarb a brilliant epoch In the history of the art of French oiigniving. This 
.splendid seriea of engravings originated in the King’s desire to jtnsont to his brother nionaralis and 
other dialingulHlied pmems a record of hia adiievemcrts, and thosoof his predecessors, os a collector 
of works of art, as u bmldor, os a con^iuoror tn battle as well os of ilio grfut ccn^moiiial wcasiuns 
at Veraailles and etsewhBre.

With Tesior I sbiill tmii from French to English books, tmt before doing so 1 should like to remind 
ritudenirt of the schoWJy restoratinna by the anckns of the Froneb Academy at Kome, 

who.in culliibomti&n with diBlingtiished archecologiKts, w ere re^pousihle for the series ot volumtia dealing 
with Olympia, Epidaum.^ and PetgattKie. 

When we tuni to England, after having glanced at the publications of Italy ainl I'rELiicre, wtr do not 
at firal find tJie eatne richnfsis and abundance. Although tho Bcnaissance found iU earlii^t expression 
ill Italy, llie movement no doubi expressed a iiniverscil Bpiril of reactioiu ot gradual gwjwth, whicli 
follow^ud the Middle Agi^. But l.ho vitahly uf Italy wati cuiUjigiourt^ and her induenci^ spn+ad nipidlv, 
after the invention of prinling, pnrllv hy the ineanF of printed boohs, and partly by EngliHli Iravidh-r^ 
iti liidy and Italian artiKts who came to Lhis coiiutiy'm the aixteindb centufj. Jt ouiy, ]a^rhap.-'. ht- 
assumed that the [iir^tituteLihmry ci>ntninsa represenliitivecolle^stion of Englidj arcbitecinruliiiithurc^;

1 have alreaily sjtokpn of 
his copy of Si'rlio, which ts now in the poasoissioti of the Iimtitnte. 1 am iiidehttHl to the eimrteay 
of Mr. C. JJ. WlkiiiFOii, the libraiiati of Worcester College Library, Oxford, for u list of Iwhs 
pmserved in that library which eontaiii Inigo Jones's aiitograph.

In tho clrtiwimrH of tbi> Bnrlingtoii*Peva(iahin> iHtllGction wo aro bmugliL into closer touch with 
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JoDes. TJwre arc some Beviaity or eifiiity draTringa, oithtr by hini or reasoiuibly attribuliKl to him. The 
Library also ooutains ft facsimilp copy of a ekotch-boofe wbith Junes used in Italy dnrini; his seooni] 
visit, in 1614, containing on tho first page the insciiplion " Roma.—Altru diletto che Impanu' non 
trovio.—Inigo Jones 161,4.” Tha Duke of Devonshire was retiponsible for the facsimile of which only 
KJO copies wore prmlueed in 1033. The Iiifllittite copy was prefipufed by the I^nke to Deoimoft Burton 
in 183G, Tho sketches, with one exceptioo, are pjjtirely devoted to figure anil aiifttomicftl studies and 
are drawn with Jones's characteristic freedom. We have also mojil of the original drawings which 
Henry Fliftcroft made for IVui. Kent’s Desiipis of Inigo Jonet, pu hi island a! the expmse of Lord 
Burlington in. 17&7, a volnnip wliich ako inclndw dohigns by Kent and Lord Burlington. 

Sir Bftlthaair Gerbicr's two books— .4 Brief Discourse concerning ike Three Chief Bnnciytea cj 
Magnificent £iivkfTiM^(1G62) and Counssf and Advice to all BnildcrJi fJGRJJ)—throw' some light on the 
practice of oruhitectuie in the timo of Sir Christopher Wren—little duodecimo vclumes which 
contain nlmoat aa many pages of dedicniion as there me ui text. In the seoomi book i have 
mentioned there Jin& no less than forty—the first addressinl to “ The tj^uecii Mother and the last to 
” The Courteous Iteader.” ^ien C'on,stick S^ck van de vijf Cohirnrtcn rno ^frehifeefare, by Hons BSocin, 
fo. Amsterdam, 1598 (the plaleg were ropriodnc«i in an Eiigikh verttion in 1660), piissessps some intereat 
on account of association, becanso it was discovenKi above the ceiling joists iu an attic at Wotiou 
House, the family sent of the Evelyns—it was at Wotton where .Tolui Es elyn was bom and buried. 
While speaking of these mte early editions 1 should hke to mention two which, although not hearing 
on arcliitectnre, are not without nrclutoctural mterest: these am IVilliam LamUirde's Pcrombnfaffoit 
of Kent, the earliest of county hislories, and Jolui SIhjw'b Sttrvetj of f^mdon, of which the Librnry 
contains, respectively, the 1576 and 1GU3 editions. 

In the latter half of tbeseyentoonthcentury Dugdale published bis Motifieticon 
containing Holhkr’s eugTUYiDgs,aiiil David Loggan his engravings ennfamed in Qjoniii llltisttatn {1676) 
and CanUiimgitt lilustraUi {IGId-lSTO) (both eopies fui* in the Library). Thi-se books ore not only 
' interegtmg aa rt'cnnls or lor their engravings; but also hewfuae they wore the preeuEfiora of the con- 
sidrmble volume of illustrated literature on our national buildings which appniired in the foUovdng 
century and later, anu which is continually being added to. tlariy in the eif^iwjntb eenlur)- (1700) 
we bave Kiiyff and Kip's views of great country seats, and Ihfr Librniy also contains James Becvercirs 
Let Delicts de Ja CrwiiJe Bretagne rt dc f’Jrfonde, published in duoiincimo nt Leyden iu eight voliuuci!, 
containiDg 341 platifii, as well os later works ol a idijular cIjurActcTsuch ae Britton and Bray ley'a ffeumhes 
of England and TVofw l!50l-]8, and IMcale's A'oHcjjich nnd Circnfb'Tjifn’^ Kauset of Great BriUtin 
1F34-9, etc, 

W'O have imm<'rou.f j^ueb works, ufluully rcuiarkfthle for iheir engni’i-ings, dealtug in a jricturw^jue 
fashion with the buildinjw of other countries, of whicli nii iixcellimt example is .fncr{m;a Le Knyk 
CriAfelid et PrtEjoriu Aobtfiam Brobunfi®, a foliu volume published at Amslcrdam in 1696, with 
engraving* by VVeuceslans Hollar, Adam Perdlo, Frans Ertinger, Jacobus Harrewyn and other iiotiiLIo 
engravers of the seventeenth century. 

The Institute is mdebted to Mr.I^urenoe Weaver (now tjir Lawrence IVeuver) for two intiTcstiug 
contrihulmns to timcollr-ctiuu,—themtcrloavedhEjirlooiucopy of Ihe PareiiffilHi, which reumiiu'd in lliii 
pos.<ies.sjon of Sir Cliri.it()]>her Wtvn’a family miiil 1911, when it was puncliBSwi by a generous group of 
anhscribers from Mrs. Bigotl,siiKMf dead, the last surviving direct dcHCendanl of Wren; and for a copy 
of the third edition of Ely oik 7^ /Me named The 6’oi‘emonr, the ISlfi and tlurd edition, which ht^ire 
on the title page the autographs of t'lirktopliier Wren. Dearj of Wlntbior, Sir Christoidicr Wren's father, 
and of Sir Christopher Wren himaclL The interleaved copy of the Piirmudia ccintnins u large tiumbiT 
of inserted engraving?, in addittou to the ten ojjgravings pubbslied in the original edition, os widl as 
numerous letters and doounnnis in manuscript, and a few ciriginai druwinp which show Wrenk intereat 
n physical aiid imtural science. I give on the soretsi the copy of an original letter in the ftjiwjfaiiu 
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addrr!Wi?il by Wren to his son, who was tmveiling a'liroivd at Ibe tinie—u (ntljerly, gossipy Jettifr.

T'ho eiglitei<nt1i century wiia prolific in the pnbliiNitiDti of areliitcctiiral hooks, ond, mi far as.Classic 
ori'Intecture is coneermal, ihty were ih^igneil on a seah* tirol written wi(h the autbority of indopcrident 
rerteftrch liiat hithi'rto hud lieeii uiikiiowii in English architect,oral literature. In regard to uationdi 
arehitwture there is the S'ifnn-ius Britannicns of t’oHn CampboU. and those who followed him in this 
work,, W otilfi^ and Bandon, fi, Hichardsou fuid P. F, Ruhinsou,—-willi scale drawings of pliuis,sectiuns 
and cleviitionSf taking the jilace of pivturcsijuit or topographical views, Battye Langle^'V numerous 
iMHjks, prohubly the most cunj;u1ti-fl of tlieir time, belong to neither of thi'Se categories, and were 
misleading in many rt-spectA, Then' are also a number of hooks hy mrchilecls illustratmg their own 
designs (of which iftiwlin's fomiftiir is a type), interwting espres-sions, for the inoai 

part of I he style Of the latter half nf the eighteenth ceBtury. The pnhlioatlons of cLiasIc work were 
largely duo lo the inHueiico of the Society of Dilettanti.

There is no liiatiiR in the trodJdoii (rotn the 
dayH of Shah Jebon down to the present, lluw far this 
ia fo l>e accounted for by the Idct that Indio has large! v 
retained bar old religioiij and sociaL tradid-ons is a 
matter for coojccture.^ Kqnally is it n matter lor ctiJi- 
jeclure whether the quality of li^ingne^ can sun*ivc 
the Ineritoblc blending of world traditions that is 
l>oniid sooner or later to come about .

With regard to paLutinn one is melinra to think that 
our author^ having spent hia Indian career in the cxet- 
cise of the ^trofe^ob of drnwing^mjister, m perhaps apt 
to iN]!t ait undue value on thii phase of the art.

Sc. while wc may certainly ndroit tins juRtiee 
of Mr. Ifavell's claitn to the tivingm*^ of the art^ ot 
India, nxui while wc cugbt to make the iiuist of i[. and 
to stud^" and enjoy this quality, os hooks Ute those uf 
our author are well calculated to help iv* to do, we 
must, I fear, do so with the kiiow-ledgi' that it may not 
be for loiig^ imh!^ ''crj unexpected developments take 
place in Inditi, and uolieii* the Indian ]H>oplv^hi>w moro 
tdgroE than they ilo at present, uf applying themselves

And jml 
hocAme I have gcuenilty fuund this writer so Atimulaljiig in bis critici^-OLS of other iimlutifctiiml

After tho passage that I have just quoted in full, lie procetKls to aiinlyj^e the churaattjr of i he Anibs* 
aa he readfi it in the record of thdr aen^Uioaal luilitat^' conquests during the early CGntaries. of their 
history, and finally c<jnilemng it as a comhinuLion of frantic energy and fickleness^ o( woakqsjs^ and 
inRlabllily. The victories of the Saracens he regards as shuuy and barren of result. But, without 
venturing far into the region of controveniial hii^toTTp there is surely much that he Jenrves iiiisaid in tJiig 
presentation of his esse- He ssaya nothing of llie euornions driving forte of Islam, the great religiou 
that 15? ?till one of the most fioient factors in fhe world io-eby. 1 have just read this fienteneo in a 
book by a Chrit?tian ntiiisionary who has spent his life in w'orking among Muhammadans in Northern 
Africa: "MVheii Isliiui once takii?^ hokij it hecomws Xihiifisl impcjssible, hmuatily speakingp lo dis^ 
Iwlge it/" 

And in Africa, at any rate, Ldain k gaining cutri cry fur more rapidly than C^hriiitianity. IVies 
March-Phillipps imply tliat Islam is weak, or fickle, or iin^tJibk*—after thirteen centuries ? A'ct it was 
the [tower of lebiii, mthcrUiim anytiiiiigiD iLe Arab tem[ieramiuU,tliat brought SuniccTiic architecture 
into being. 

He epeafcs of the Arab Invasiou of Europe as a %vhirh^diid from the desert, as a w ild charge of luotley 
savages ignorant of clhdpline, of ftupplie$* of tram^iirat, or of lines of comm unication. He does not tell 
us tliat l]ie defeat at Tours occurred a ceiitui^' after the fin^t w^eatward aclvaiieEf fr^mt Arabia, or that 
the Saracens in Spain had their base at Damascus. He lelts us that the ttvemge Cmsader was a mutch 
for four or five infidels," but not explain why tho Saracerm finally drove the Cnmders out of 
Paleyfuie. Hu says nothing of tbo ox[>loits of Saint Louis of France at Dumietta. 

From ibis historical Bimxy he paifses to an e^amwiutiun of AmL intGlleet, and iirgui;^ that the 
oiuisFiioii—ill the Inioks of Syiuonda and Pater—of ani'' reference to Arab iniiuenee i>n (lie PeuaLsauco 
lorivement in Europe showa that Arab sei&ace and pliilu!=ophy wnA of no account, that their chemistry 
bad become debased with alchemy^ their astronomy with astrology* f herilute to venture on to such 
debatable groiuidt but perhaps there is some scholur here to-night who can toll us wbeclier ulgidira jijul 
chemistry ow’e nothing more to ihe Araijs than their namii'^^, nii<l whether tho sciejace, the mtithe];iiaE.ies, 
the fiiience and melalwork, ami the pliilosophy of the Eenaissunco were in my way intlueneed by the 
schools of Santctmic thought. **Tbe whiile Amb cpk^dc/" eaya Mr* Morch-Phillippsi, drofqk^d out of 
tho life o( Eurnpo ** like a dr^^m. For the Arab had no reasotiing faculty hko tho northern nutbus. He 
was a creature of blind impulses, hasty aud ill-regulated 

And Ihiully lie prcwsceds Eo iiitorprct Arab architecture os a reflection of these churucteristics iu 
the leiiip!! mmont of tljo race—furious energy, Ikkleni:^, weakness, luid instahility. He bo^nfl by 
quoting Fergusson, to Hie effect that " the Arabs had no archilecturp* pruperly so-ctdh4”—surely a 
curious fitatomont to advance iu siijqiort of a violent attack ou tliat votj* urchilecture. According 
to him they w'ere incapahio of any creativo art themselves^ so they borrowed, from oacb country that 
they conC|uetedj the skill of its native c^niftemen. Yet at the Eama lime ho stigmatises them os icono¬ 
clasts who dt^stroyed i>vcry btiautlful thiug tliiU they foondTcasting away thedigmlit^ arcbeismid vauUs 
of the Hojiiiitis, the massive cplumns and lint oil of the Gmtkft. Yol wldJc helplepisly leaiuug on 
niitive iirtista with one Imnd and tearing down all thi.^ glnrit^ of native art with the ntlier, they BOme* 
hf^w eoiilrived (iu spite of their wi^iknt^^s) to force upon the rthictant eiviligations of tJie past certain 
novel featIIresi of design which cansed ihrae old-raahioned arches and linteb—go he tills us—to 
buckle and Leud in all diroctiuns like a chUd's toys "":

Ijastly he states that the masomy k slovenly* the joints wide, the niortnr bad ; that there k no 
digmty in the ruins uf Cairo ; that the buii Jiuga fall to pieces l>ccoirt?e so hastily put togeth+sr; and ihat 
behind till the profuse umoment there U no stability. I caimot believe that any person who knows 
the mc^diffiVal mormments of Cfliro at jill Ihorotighly would support such a statenieut. 7'he iimaciufy^ 
of the lao^que^? from the enil of the Xllh lo the iH^ginning of the XVlth eerdurj—i.e.^ Ihe wdiolc 
period of A mb masonry cuiL^truolion—in Cairo k conspicuous for iIh exctdk-iict;, llie joints arc fine* 
the tiiorlor certainly adequate for such a elimute, where resdslancc to frost and rain is hardly wc^rthy 
of cotiridi^ration.

I have endeavour&fl to present the case advanced by Mr. Marr^-PhiilippSp against *"Tho Arab in 
Architecture," willi abfolatc faiitieas, and to |>oiiit out whcrdn it appec.]^ to ine to fail. He himself 
demands lhat eritioi^m of this difficult style shonlil be nirionul and not rDinantio; yet surely rational 
criticism should judicial ami based on the averege qiLditims of the buildings critidsed^ not on Isolated 
examples carefully fielect&d to support a theory which though not exactly TomiLutic is highly ijuagma- 
live. I now lam to a very brief, and as far as possible impartial^ survey of the afchitocture of the 
Saracens in Egypt and raleetine, with u view to attempting on unbiassed judgment of its meriu and 
defects* It will bciduatnited hyslide? made from my draw^inga,and where possible from Enyphotogeapha.

Critics have raged tor many years over the name and I he orij^ of tliis onchi ttictunil style. There is a 
choict^ l>etweCfi throe terms—Arab," ^'Baraccnic.'" and "MusUni(or ** ^fuhamniadan "J. 'Die firnt 
Wiii! diiellj used by ibo French writers of last century who did so much to {lopulari^e anti expand the 
style—Prkio d'AvemiEa, Bourgoiu, (tayit, Coat^» GimuU de Pniiigey—uko by Professor van Berchem 
and by a few Italljin and English writers.

art that was produced under Arab dominioUp Bui it has been severely criticised in certain quarters 
on the groimd that the Arabs Lliemselves in the early—or ” whirlwind "—days^ when tliey swept from 
the Hijti^ across Western Asia^ Northern Afrien^ and Spain, were undvilkcd barbarians, carrying with 
them, as Bivoirn fsays, only the scimitar and the Koran," and depending enriroly on the talents of 
native craftsmen in the conquered countries for their arrhitecliire. 

The cliief sapportars of the ntime Somcenie ” are two Engikhnienp of such authority on the 
period iha i their opinion is valuable—Fergusson and Lane-Poole. The ktter lu^ d efended hLci iiew very 
ably, pointing out that it k an ancient tiame of imcertaJn derivation, given during the ^fiddle Ages 
t 4 i the wdld tribes of the Eoi^tem deserts.

It is for tills reason that 1 have hesitated to adopt for my subject the title which iui^ of lute found 
favour among the most lo^tnied authoriti-^—Muslim " (or ^fuhammadan ardiitGHijturii^ It lok^ 
\mn uscNil by AL Baladin in France, by Comm, liivoim in Italy, by Franst Pasha in Gennaiiy% by 
Ftrzgowiiki in Vierma. by Creswell in Gfuro, and by many other writere. It implies that in dl this 
architiwtiire. fiom Turkestan and India Lo Spain and Morowj, Giere k u comniorj rcligioius basis. But 
it does not yet otmvey lo the ordinary English reader, as docs the word " Saracenic," tho ^pocial 
meaning of the art of those coinitries—Syria and Egjqjt—whore the Cmsaciers fought autl whore they 
fjunilittrisi:^ this mcknome, if such it be. Not do«i it iseein correct to speak of a " Muliamtundon " 
dw^ellmg-house in Cmn> or a " Muliammadmi ” castle, any inon> than it would ajipmpriate to 
descrilM* Waterloo Station in London, or the Folm in Pam,, UpS ** Christian '' huildinp.

The first nuwjne was built by Mithamnuid at Medina in A.It. fi’2d and was a primitive (iiclcKiure 
or yard with low walht. Adjoining were Iwre apurtmeiits for the IVopbet and hla wives, uBo a Wi-JJ. 
The roof was of palm ■trunks and mitd. La ter a portion of the euctosure was covered tilth a siniilur 
roof, to form a shelter from the fierce rays of the sun, anti Imtdli' this filature was extended round nit 
four sides of the court. Then theia was evolved a ktWo or point in tlie wall towards which worebippenj 
bad to f{LCe wlien they jirayed. This came to indicate the direction of Mecca, and the feOiki wall was 
diatingumhed by a semiHsircular niche—the Wi/mib—the origin of which is a ixme of conteaiiou. It 
may hove sprung out of anything from a Christian apse to n Buddhist imagS'iiiciie, or even out of the 
brain of some pious Muslim craftBimn. lu the fulness of time ifuUainmad addiMl a primitive sort of 
wooden pulpit, the mitnbor, of which again the origin is uncertain. But in spite of this absolute 
lack of anything upp^aching arctiitocture. as we undeistand it, in tliis elementary structure, it already 
coutatncd the essential feature's of the mosque plan t the square opt*n court or stikn with a eoviTe'd 
portico or Wreaw on each of the four rides, the tniArab or prayer-niche on the kibla wall, the mimbar 
or pulpit adjoining, and some prorision for ceremonial ahltitiou. But the most striking feature of the 
raodiieval mosque—the uiiuaret—was a later addition, and was inst iluted to allow themu« 5 m r call to 
prayer to Lo heard over a wide area, without recourse to the belts used by the Christiaiis. At first 
it was a rongli tower without any grace of form. 

Within a few years, aa ibe conquerors swept east and north, ofliw moaqui'S were built, notably at 
Mecca, at Cairo, at Kaimwon in Tunis, and two at Jerusali-in. 0( these I will only touch un oiio 
of the last-named, because the other examples have been so often rebuilt and so much alk-n-d that 
they have practically litet their original appearance and therefon> only confuse a study so ncctsfarilv 
brief as this is. 

The Kubbet as-Sukhra f ‘ Dome of the Bock *') at >lerusalem, commonly called the '* Mosque of 
Omar,’* was erected shortly after the Arab conqu^t of the city in fiJlf). Among the chii f htuldings 
of the Siaracena it displaj-s more than any oilier the strenglli of Byimntinft influeticii. ami for this 
reason it is not typical of the style* Whereas the normal mosque w'tig planned as a place for congregu- 
l ionnl worship, the *' Itomeof the Hock '* was primarily a shrine, under which lay the ancient rock that 
was believed to bo Ahraliam b altar of sacrifice. The object of the Saracens in venerating tbiiS spot L< 
easily nnderatofKl, for it provided an alternative to Meccii as n place of pilgrimage, anil from the 
hegiuning l he early Miwlims Lfitl much sympathy with the Jewisli faith. The rite was already r( vered 
by the JeuTS as the rite of Herod’s demolished tcmjjJo, and was suited by niilun- to its purpose.' Indeed, 
as we see it to-day, the Hantm c^b-^herif, nr sticred enclosure, provides this mot^qne with a finer set ting 
than any exhting .Arab ninnonteut, and is wiUiout any rival even in (‘airo, where all the mosqui's lie 
Hither in crowded and narrow j^treets or on the desert, Ext ernally the biiil.hng is of octagi-nal fnnu 
with four porchiw. Within the outer wall is a wide aisle, then anoiluToctagon foruied of piers and 
column.

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Thi^ Ttukisli conqu^t cf Egypt aud Pidc^^iine in 
1517 pat an end to the MaTn«bke stdtanst and cansed 
an Iminodiate ohan^K' in arclntectuml fornix. Though 
the Saracen Iraditiou in binlding has never really died^ 
the Tarkiab eonqnest broiiglit ahoui a c^alion of 
inoflqao buildmg iind a dotarjoration in design.

He foanil no diffieulty in gel ting up, a matter 
of 170 feet or *q ; but [:;omiu^ down again was not very 
pleasant. Seeing the ih^cndlag spirak made one w^ant 
to clijig to the sides.

There was some talk a little while ago of a Uom- 
mittee to enquire why the people had fallen away frojii 
the Church.

Lnrtyt is no new pliase of esdiatcuce in any class of

I wish at this point re cofnrueut on the housing 
schemes being currii^ out by tho London County 
Council for the accommodation of a vast number of 
uionilaL workers. Thesis schrlnes appear to be deve- 
Loping very raimlly, and in a oatisfactor^' manner, 
though they can only be considered a partial solutioti 
of this difilcult housing problem. They form entirely 
new aro&s of [KiptLlatiDn^ but add in an alarming de¬ 
gree to an iilrendy overgrowo town.

Tti every large scheme of rebuikiiog the first obstacle 
is how to liouflo the inhabitanta during the procesa, 
Thiii U the eliief difficuky in the huuring problem, and 
c*]H*€iaily £0 in tlealing with the ^ilunii. I would 
ge*t that Antiy huts and other temporary Govemmenti 
buildings could be eiecleil on ojm?ii atva^ and couvertciJ 
into teinporary homes for thoae [amilica ejetS^-d from 
the houses to be dw^troyeil on the arsia of each new 
tower of IlfltB. Tliete are riiAuy such OjX^n spac»}S which 
could be so used. For instance^ jiortioijs of Metoria 
Pork, Sleuth GurdviiHp London Fields, Well fftrrct Com¬ 
mon, Highbury FieldSp and in the case of lainibE^tli, 
the Putuce Gardens.

Pray do not thbk I wonld suggest the planting 
of a workmen’s t-lub in such local itira as PiccadUJy, 
for instance. But, in couijt^ happier timiiS, even the 
clttbmsn might not think them '* untaught knaves, 
un tnann erlyj to bring a slovenly uuhatuieomo corse 
bctwbt the wind and Lin nobility.” 

In ^dition to the urgeucy uf the housing iiuestion, 
there is Tory grvnt need for further busim-as nccoin- 
modation in the hi^rt of the City.

It also followed thnt 
dwellings could only lie J.dlt healthily one dwelling 
deep, und even thim only if there were not a north side 
to the liuildiiig. Otherwise in this country the living 
rooms on the north side would get uo TOn throughout 
iliree jarta of the year. It waa difficult to build tiigb 
blocks of buildiiiga aatisfartorily when thev were to L 
only one or t wo room* ilwp. .\ quaition. too, of vuat 
impor^ec waa the evil of teiienient dwelJinga for 
child Lfe, There wna a great deal to be saiej for build* 
iugs higher than vro haij at jtreaent, for sptxial pur* 
poses—wc Imd not made full luu' of height in tliis 
eotinhy. But as a general raeons of solving the htuw- 
ing probirni, these high huiidingsi would be found to 
be much more espensive in land: Apoin, the number 
of people got on tho land lualthily was only alightlv 
increased becauae of the largo area that must !w hdV 
bidween mid around the buiMiiiga in proportion to the 
height if they were not to b.r overahadowed, The ques^ 
tion of lifU for artisans’ dwellings, of tho child uso of 
lifts, riiuet ulso be worked out.

to lie looked into very carefully, and London should 
thiiik very long before it gave uji that heritage of 
aitigle-fmmiy dwiUiDg-hotiaea which waa the ciivv of 
hoiuaag refonuem tluoughout the rent of the world.

PllAEXESTE; A STUDY FOE ITS RESTOEATIO^?.* 


By H. Chai-ton Huadshaw Gtfxe di (iM^TTa, Rome Soholur in ArchiU'Oliufo. 

Read before tbe Royal Institnte ef Britiali Architectt, Moaday, 17ih Jaamry. 1921- 

^I^ETE town of FraeiitiSte^t (modern PiiUsLritm) about '23 miles oast of Rome on tbe slope of 
I .Mouto t'dicestru, & spur of the Apennines, where tbe limestone of the mountains runs down 

M into ihe volcuiuo piaiu. Tbe town faces neariy dns south towmnds the Alban Hills, and is in a 

position of great natural streiigtli, wbicb was made still stronger by artidcinj means* Strabo^ mentions 
it with Tibut as a stmugbold, aud adds that as such it was tbe more redoubtable of the two* Its climate 
is healthy mid cool, compare! 1 with that of the plain, and in Imperial times it was a favourite resort 
of tlifwo who wished to escajui from the heat of the Roman summer. 

The origin of Praeneste' is quite unknowui. Various contradictory legends are given of its foaoda' 
tion. It wijs attributed by Virgil^ to Oaecubus, son of Vulcan, probably following tbe popular tradition, 
but by others to Teltigouus.|| son of Odysseus, or eo Praenestos.li his grandson. These lost traditiona 
^vB some colour to the statement made by Strabo in the jhassage referred to above, ihiit both Tibut 
and Praeuedle wore believed to lH; Greek in origin, Praeneste being originally called Polystephanos** 
(the .Many-crowned). 

The earhest settlement was pntbably on the acroptiUrf (now Cob tel S. Pietro), which at an early 
date wOH coimocttHl by long walls of Cyclopean masonry with tbe town which grow up round the 
nanctuary of Purtiine on the lower aloj>e of the uioinitaui. The natural strength of Praeneste and its

nccentunee of ChrLstiimity, ordered the dosing of the orade and shrine, in conunon with dl other jiagau 
bojldini^ ; hnt on the accession of the Emperor .Julian it was again n-otieued, and frugmehts uf an 
inscriptioii in his honour have been toimd. The orade was fiiiidly dosed by the Emintror Tbeodosius. 
who in 3^2 put an end to pagan colts. After tins tbiin ChriBlisnlty conquertd, and Praenestc 
liecame one of the ^uffmgan hishoprica of th.> ItomaiJ S*^- The reliw of the luariyied saint. Agapitus, 
were removed from the huailica outsido the town, where they Imd been buried, and placed m one of the 
most iniiKirfuut buildiiigs of pagan' Pmeneste, which became the Cutbednil dwlicated in bis honour. 
Thegreal temple built bv Sulla in the apjjer part of tbo town became the seat of medieval barons, and 
the name of the town itself gradually chadged from Praeneste^’idtas iWnestina to Penwtnnji, 
Pdeatmfl, liiid fiiiaUy PiUestriuft, 

Tbe oarKo^it notice tyiat u e Lave conceding int-difflval Palii'atrijia In th« dt-ea of by ’whi^n 

Pope John 111. ceded Ibi* territory of l*Blestraia to his sister Stefania in 97U A.t>- Her fanuly n^mained 
in mwsessiem tVU lOW A-Ti„ when by the mairiage of the last of the line, Kmilw, to Stdnno de Columna. 
Palestrina passed inlo th.‘ hands of the Colmma fannly. On the dealUof H(uitia.the Poiie, Gregory Ml., 
laid daim to the estate on tlie ground thut as fihe was the last of the line, thn property should now 
revert to the Holv See. Tliis daim was nsdsled by Ih r sou Petros de Coluiima, and in 1117 a.d. Pope 
Pawlial U. took it from liim by force. After PAschars deatli, however. Petros recovered Palestrina 
and the Colomiaii «mtinu»d in undisturbed possession for nearly two hnndted year*. 

In 12f*7 A.I>. the Colunnas revolted from Pope Boniface VIII., and the nest year the city wna taken 
and razed to the ground. But under Cb-mvnt V. the Colouiifls were allowed to n-gain posSRsdon and 
rebuild their city. 

Ill 1437 A.D. ihe CoJonnas again rebelled, this lime against Poiw EugeniiKi IV., who followed the 
example of bin prwleoessor Boniface, ami ordentl the unhappy city aguin to he Icvellrtl wilh the 
ground. Till* was cttrri<'d out by Pai«a troops under Cardinal MteJleschi. 

Soon alter this the Colomias once more recondhsl themst-lves to the Church, and Pope JiieholiK \. 
(1447-1455 A,I>.) gave permission to rebuild the city. Tlua wwa done by Stefano toloiuia, who alao 
restored Ihi? fortn’^^s on the site of the ancient acrOjioli« (Iig- His son Francesco restored the palace. 

From this lime thh‘ citv took on its mwlem aspect. Tbtr Colonnas remained its feudal lords, ihungh 
with limit**!! riglits, until Itkltl A.n.. when it passed by purchase to the Barberini family, who still keep 
thi- title of Princes of Palestrina. The last event of historical imjiortatiue wiiich may ho said to concern

Cicero continue tliat the Temple 
of Fortune stood on the ?invt where houey btvil flowed tjut ol an olive tree, from the wood of winch was 
made the chest which oontumed the sacred lots. 

With regard to the Temple w'o learn from Pliny that it contained a heavily gilded statue of 
I'orlune.t iji another placet i^lmy. iu lalkijjg about various kinds of paviog, mentions that called 
“ lithostroton,” and says that tlni fuivtunent of till* kind given by Sulla to the Temple of Fortune at 
Praenwte reunuiiefl in his day. This gift of Sulla had by many been tiiu ught to he Uio mosaics Avitb 
matiiie and tlgyptiun subjects»the former of wbidi is still iu situ, while tbo latter, the famoiLs Nile 
mosaic, w'as removed and restored and is now in the Falaazo Barberini at the top of the town.

up uj the Forum at Pmcuedte with an iiiffcriptioij, a copy of which w as attached to three statues in tbo

Traces 
of this dock, showing it to have been ol peculiar dedgn. were fomid in iSSiJ by Professor Marucebi** 
on tlie southern face of the building whidi is now thr inuin part of the Cathedral of S. Agapito.

The nifiijj Approach from iJui west^ iilong ^rhat h tiow the tnojem Coebo, h flxorl by two fo^gm-^nts 
of retaining wftll which exist hebw the level of the modem street in tho hoiiMis Nos^. ti^l&nd The 
lower road, parallel to tliif» und naming past the open reservoirs, has abo a retahitiig wal]^ which can 
be fi^^eo under the hoose of the 
Cicerchia ftmhiy in the Via 
Piemitonio Pet rim. The re¬ 
turning walls of the upper part 
of the town being much liigher 
are plainly \'isible. 

Thr a nC l RST Fobum.— 
lixcuvationa have beejj made 
in the modein Pias^TiO Hegiua 
St ftrgherit [h (tig. 11), which bo w 
tliEtt an open space existed here 
in ancient times. Four ate^p^ 
ninnifig right across in front o! 
ibe mtxleni seminai^" were 
found;* and the paving of this 
yipacc and of an ancient road leailiDg into it^ arid the steps of a podium arc io fie seen at the norths 
east eomer of the Catbi-druL It is natural to see in M\ch an open space in the middle of iui ancient 

to^m the forum. This identiheation is made aU the mote pro¬ 
bable by the fact that round this space, (m the north and west 
sides* were the most important buildings of early Pnieiia^te. 
TJie aerarium is to bo seen here under the modem seniinarj'. 
Tlii:? i.s proved hy an inscription in it giving its iianitS'j' As we 
know that in ancient towns tlait the usual place for the aerariiiTn 
was the forum,J it maki^ it all the mori;] likely that this s^pace 
v,iKs the foninii How far it extended ^uth and east is not yet 
known, hut the slope of thi^ ground limits posiiibilitiii^ on ihe 
soutli side. On the east it has been rcsifoTed so that the inmplt* 
is m the centre of the nortli side (as wais the ca.^e i\i Poini>eii)p 
Fvery formic restoratioti shuw^ the fonin^ extimding to the 
west, so that the eeritral htuhling (luidet the Cathedral) st^iiids 
in the middle. IVbat evidence thens however, is agaitisi th\^ 
idea. Had there been such n forum tliere would have iH^eij no 
TOiHoii for the ancient rotid on the east side of tbecenlr^il build* 
iiig. The groLtOp to which it olmoiislj lead.% could have bei?n

The Hbrine of dtipiter Pijct ia said 
liy Cicero to iuive Iteen near the spot 
wherw the lots sprung out of the rock.

The space twtwiwn tJje groltru offara 
a luimi difTicuh prfjbli-in. A variety of 
u[nT]ioti exists as to how tfiig area was 
treated; tlie i|ii(€tit'jii fios fjocaj disciLSsed 
in detail by Professors ItlarucciijJ and 
DL-lbrii(Tl!,g who believe it to have been 
ojkiii to the sky. »iid Prolessof Vagliori,|| 
who believed it to fiave fsx'n roofed, 
over. Delbriick, in a detailed article, 
show a by earefiil drHW'in^ what he con- 
eidi-ita to have lK>t'n its ajipoamnce.

The diMcultied of the problera wiU l>c? njore clearly understood by reference to the ploo of thia 
firea (gee Fig. 14). To have any mt^n iTetra at all tho ’window openings and tlio arehea above 
Dll ihe norih side tiitist have eorff^ponded with actniil windows and arehes on the south aide. 
<)Lherwh«e much a treatment for iliis wall would pOLatli^^, m it forms! part of the retaining wall to 
the cliff. The exktfmce of columns ootresponding to the apfdied colitnms of thlj^ wuH is proved at 
B (Fig. 13). At C there is part of a wall 
which would have founwi a fonadation 
for a row- of columne on this lin^. In the 
ciypt below S- Agapito tho’Wall markefl 
D b ^rbible. Thb wall obviouiU^ conre^ 
siK>Mded to the doable waU referred to 
above if the area was roofed. The 
colnmiijs at “E (in the AluMUin) are only 
half the iutercolanmiiition of tbiwe of 
the north wall. This^ how ever^’Wonld t i nt 
matter^ aa the two rows woold not be 
seen together. The iragiuont of colnmn 
ill ihfi orypt does not appear to me to 
be in The column at F be¬ 
longed to u portico which ran round the 
temple and are on a coTisiderablj lower 
ieveb i.e*+ thut of the forum. 

The foregoing seems to show that 
the area was cov^^rwi. ami this theory k 
borne out by the fate tliat there are no 
traces of guttera or channob For the dis- 
posal of rain-water in tho area, Tho 
chatuie! nxisiting betwTco the t’wo parts 
of the w^ali on ihe norilj is no evidence 
eit her way* It would be necessary in any 
case to cany off the water from tho cliff. 

Tho most ancient building of Pales¬ 
trina id now part of the loodem Cathey 
clrel of S. Agapito., It k of “ opus tiuadrutuni/^ The east and \Kesi walls havij been picre*.Hl with arobea 
and made to form lire piers ol the navo.t TJie norih wsiU has boon destroyedexcept in the ctypt^ 
where a Iragmcjit is to ba seen, and the south waU is visible only from the bidcouy over the modem 
entrance, fiufflcieiit exists, however, to give the exact si 35 e of the rectangle* The excavurion^ atUl open 
in tho Piazzii Be^a Margfaerita^ sbow-s that this builditig stood on a podium with steps leading down 
to the street and fonmi on the east aide. In 16S4 Proh^sor Marucchi discovered traces of tho Solarium 
mentioned by Varro on the BOnth ’wall.} Tho oolouiiade surrounding thesa walbi Eihown on practically 
all reetoratioiiSr therefore proved impossible. It i?i probable that this building was restored and em¬ 
bellished in the tinui of Sulb, as it was the centre of his whole sohemc. There is a doubt about its 
identitication* but the general betief k that itw'as the Ouria. or Senate House* of prc-SuJlaii Pcaeneste.

hemicyolo, the atepa of which atill iixidt 
(fig. 16 / 21 ) iuIhemuldJeof the north side, 
comzumjtliog a magnificent Tiew of the 
plain to the sonthp is crowned by a round 
temple. Xhia ap^ice pfobably scn-^>tl, as 
Professor Mnrucchi suggest?,* aa an open 
place for funothm^ and sacrillccs^ which 
were not possible in the andent fomm 
owing to its restricted skc and to thi' pre¬ 
sence of othf^r monuments. The circular 
temple at thii top is mentioned in i be 
ColoiMm petition, in which h U described 
atf like S. Maria Itoluiidti, U., the Vm- 
theon. This is iiiilikelyp con^ideiing 
the d^te, although Palladio restores it in 
fchis iiVay* Probably all that meant js 
that It waa a circular hmlding. have 
txuajples o( coiit<mijn)rary round temples 
in the soHjaUed Temple of Vesta, ki Bomi>p 
in lU earlier form, and of Hie Sibyl at 
Tibur (Tivoli).

There in aLio an aiiueduot like the'one existing 
under the Itarherini gnrdein The constnictjon is much eiirlier tiinu that of the other reservoir, and 
the tanks could not have corresponded hi sisia nor in relation to the oentro axia. Pieces of granito 
cotuiiins in the gurdeus on this aide snggest colojinudca such as I bava shown in Ilia restoration. 

Below thoTlown, on the west, is another large reservoir (I-’ig, 17) of brick which, acconliiig to 
Nibby, is of tho time of Tiberius, § hut the briok-worli to be considcrubly later. j| This pmhabtj 

supplied the lower town. Finally, at the Porta Kau Martino is ii siiiail resen-oir of “ opiiii Incortiim/* 
which is utifaced and must hiive Imwii below^tho level of the ancient road. 

OmtiB Buitniyoe.—In sugget^ting other suitable buildings 1 bavo roforrod to nuiilur towns such 
as Anxur (Tenuciiiaj, Tibur, Tusculum and Pompeii. The basilica shown on the ea.st of tlio fomm

In most compeutors are required to ej^tlmate the cost of their deaign by stating lU eunlenta 
in cubic feet, and the rwiu per foot cube at which they value it. It is well fa hear in iiiind that tlnso 
figurftH^ will ho chiL'ckeEt by the *\sspS:H^r, and that under-j^latement‘T in eiLher rc^pocS may indueTice him 
ikdveratly* It is quite to cook " iiii f?atinuvtt by pricing a portion of a building nl what would 

he fi fair flat rate over the wholi^ and taking the remaiTidi'^r at a lower figure^ Nor does it fmpres:* an 
Asst*ssor favourably to find, as in ont* case 1 recalh thtii a competitor has treated a largo Central Hall as 
beiiic a void," coniaiiH^ betwfh^ri Ihe snrrcmndiag hliKsk^, and merely addail a small sum to repment 
its ruolhig iiml floor. Such a. niethod of calculutinu, it tnie, reduee^i the apparent vnlw, but. it also 
lessens materiftllj" the Eiuthor"» prospi^t of success. It luis been my own practice, in draw ing thp Com 
Hi lions for recent competitioiwi^ to settle the nile to l>e idlowiH! per cubic foot. It i3eoms to me a better 
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ffludt' to what is wauted than a limited total ruun, wbich oantiot lit aceunilely detenniHod ontil tbe 
buildiug in desiRiied : and it removes tbe temptatiou to couipetitors to price at itupofAiblu retai. 

Iflstimates and descriptive reports are, too often, hastily corncoqiwl ut tbe lust miiiiito. They 
should,on the ooutraiy, be (ireifuryd veiy carefiilty pari jmm with the drawings : the oubo Iwiiig calcu¬ 
lated at every stage ui order to control estruvagtaico in plan and secli<*ii. The Jeacriptioii and estimato 
offer occasitj'ri to indicate an ttutlipr’H cl<;ar-lu>»di4iiess and nicthodical chaructt-r, Just as much os tho 
drawings show his artistic qualities. 

At one lime—tie fashion is now infrequent—a competitor's cliances wen? thought to be improved 
hv shoving *' alLeniative treatments ” of iioftions of his design, hy meiuis of binged ** ridera ” ; the 
idea iK-ingrappan'iitly. that if the ftwlLdi Assessor avoided ('harybdk. be should at least come to grief 
on Seylb. 1 have, iiidowl, known thrw different riilt-rs snccwsively super})Osed upon a plan, which, os 
you may suppose, offered no more tliaii ii choice of eviJs. I cannot too strongly discoumge f^uch a prac¬ 
tice. It should not' bo the aim of a conqHifiior to set riddles to the Assi^sor, but to convince him that 
the dcvtign before him ts the best. How can its author hope to convey such a conviction wh™ be is 
biniself manifestly in doubt ? ^ ^ 

Xow, a word as to the final stage, the Judging, of a coinijetiticwi. Attempts are often made to esti¬ 
mate tlie length of an Assessor s foot ; and llm giiesEes are geiietuUy wildly wrong. It may help yon t?> 
-win competitions of which I am Assessor if I tell you flomething of my f»vn metliods. 

First of oU, I make a cii ry oty sur vey of all the designs, and determine a ^tem of mar king. S ext— 
with the Condition,* before me—I exaiuine ibemscriatiJH. and make a sketch of each plan, for I find that 
this gives an? belter iiisighL of the author's meaning than I obtain from mere notes, aiwl is very con¬ 
venient forteferonoe ; it also shoiva nieat once if staircases are imprHCticablf, walls nn-^appoHcd, or 
coTWtmclion defective. 1 then read the Reports, and give a first marking to every design. Haring 
thus made myiself generatty fomiliur with tie work snhiiiittiHl, I eliminate those sets whicli are plainly 
inferior, and re-mark Ihe remainder, adding or iiedoctiiig marks a.s necessary, 'fhe reason for this 
second miwking is tlint, in the courtre of exurniiung a brgo iiHuiber of drawings for the first lime, oiio b 
apt to varv the standard of values ; a gtHai deiiign conitiig after a |Ha>r one is likely to 1 h‘ over markeH:!, 
and Bice wtot. By the time the first round is ended this standiml ho-s ftsrt] itself pretty definitely. 

.\fter the second iiiorkitig tbe boftt designs stand out clearly almve the moss. Thcs?e are taken up 
for Searching mialv.^’L*. tlteir Reports again rend, and the cubic calculaiionH and Fstimates checked and 
tahuIaUri. As tv general mie there is Htlla doubt alwut wJdch degipi is to he pWeil first ; those for 
second and third, still mote for third and fourth iiliices, often demand most anxious corudderution o( 
their relative merit?. * 

The enterprise of compr-tition is of inestimaltlo value to those lu'ginning their ciure<‘r ; I siwiik of 
that great majority in whose months no good fairy has placed a silver sjXHUt wlii'ii they were Itnm. It 
is the cleanest kind of fightiug in the hifivitiible struggle fijr a livelihood. No hack-stairs infiueiice, no 
hateful cultivation of ncqtiuinlfluces with an eye u|kju their pfjcket-values, avail to increose your pros¬ 
pect of success til such contests. You are Independent, and uri'^ jinlged on your work alone, Coiiipati- 
tiott keep? your knowledge from r listing, luid iiicri^aseK it; pwvei* your position auioiig your fid lows ; 
oxereises vour courage to attack grim lidxiur ; strengthens 3'n'^ accept dbfnppoiiitDieiii iind return 
hopefully to the conflict, determined to win nl laat.

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THE CUNARl) BUILDING. 

By W'. E. WiLLiT^K, lUA. Cantab. [F.] 

Read before the [natiltite of Britiah Arcbitem, Monday, Wth Februiiuy 1521. 

E.\TLY do I vikloe, need I^uy it, ika iuvitjUiou whiab accouots for nij' pttettence here to-day; 
for h iJJwnit; lo iiidioiito, on the part of men vroU tjiioMed to €i:pro«s au opkioti, n certain 
approval of the resi-U oI out work on the Cnnard Ihiildiiig. For fear lest llieir appntval should 
uncourage hopes which cannot hu rufllisad, let nio at otico, however, put this hailding into its proper 
place. It has no claim whai.tivcr to ho conaiderod us a work of inmgination ; it is idinply an office 
building, large indeed in diujoiisionu, and the himm of many limis of w'orld-wido intproots. hot raurely 
an oflice biiihling, in which wMinuuiy, practical utility, liglit, comfoit, and oonvcnicnoc are primary 
oor.i-idemtions. Thfse qualities I think 1 may claim it does posacfis. and, as a hmnble tejiiini, I ought 
to know. If it is fonud to poasefiS others leas caay to check or to dunionstr&te I need scarcely say it 
is a soiirc^ ot profound gr^ti&^altoji to Tuo. 

Aoii jol litii ui^billed Paper writor like must be iJlowcd to feel ruther *k 0 acute diiEileDoe 

addressing sacb an niidionco us i IiIb. At tJio best of tnu^ this woultl bo so, but l^ho di&culty is multi" 
plied by ^ when the subjeot is a building Tiith ivliieb I hhv^ l>fion io cltwely cutmswtcd. And there are 
two reasons for this. Tlie fir^t is thut my very faiuilmritiy my subjeut is suob tbat I aomo 
little difllculty tn eboo&iug things wlueb aoem to be worth la^tiouiiig, I Imve often noUcotl tius rather 
peculiar [x>iiit. Piiring the war, for instuncOt the toast iiitertssting pey]ile to talk to atx>i]t it wore ttio^e 
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who WOM flctnal]j engaged in it and were home on leave ; aU the loeai colonr, the rontino, the annoys 
anooa, big and little, had become eo tnnch like the air they breathed that it never ocoimed to them that 
the reel tul of them could cotitain any interest to people at home who bad never known them—^a want 
of ima^nation, I euppoee. The second lies in the uuiiartnnste fact that anyone who ap^xyari to appre¬ 
ciate his own work, or even doesn’t say ho doesn’t, lays himself O]ten to the charge of a slight lack of 
modeaty. 

The first difficulty remaine, and I have grave doubts as to whether anything I can tell you can. 
either in the manner of teUing it or in the substance of the thing told, prove to he of aufHdont iuterest 
even to hold your attention. The second, how ever, I tliink I cou get over. The man to whom this 
honour shoidd have fallen is not mv-aelf. but my late partner, riiihp Thicknease, who. to the deep grief 
and ioimeasurablo loss of all who knew him in any capacity, dit^d in the early spring of last year. 
Inlike some* partnais, who carry' on two or more practices uiirler the one roof, or othei^ who strictly 
define the deijartment of the work for which each is responsible, we always, during the thiriv-live years 
of our i^neiship, ^deavoured to be jointly responsible for all that piisred through thJ oflice, and 
though in such conditions it is impossible to say which partner is resiHjnsiblo for any itarticuJftr bit of 
desipi or buidness, it is a fact which I should he the last to dispute, that to him, and not to me, is to be 
attributed by far the greater part of such credit as belongs to thb structuiB, 

!I^an, again, I should like to mention the valued adv-ice and asaistaiico of ifessrs. Jlewea and Davis, 
who, in the person of l£r. Arthur Davis, were appointed by the Cnnard Company to act as advdsory 
architects, ft was. indeed, due to ^fr, Davis that the Itahan Ilenaissanco was adopted as the guiding 
aiyle of tho exterior, and his excellent judgment and power of design were of constant service to rs 
both at tho outset of operationa and, aa occasion arose, during the progress of the work, 1 should also 
be Jacking m justice if I failed to acknowledge the work of ^Ir, J. Wataon Cabed, to whose robust and 

vigorous handlin g most of the detailhig was commi tted un til in 19i 6 he w'ent off to th 0 war. So I think 

I may claim freedom from reproach; for even if I were to express satisfaction with anything for which I 
had been actually responsible the critic could not know that it was so, and if he thought it was, the 
chances are he would be wrong. But enough of introduction. 

The site of the Cunard Building is an mterreting one, bearing in mind, of couree, tho fact that 
laverpool is for all practical pnrposee a modern town. The slide will show how the land lay in the 
year 37^5, w'hcn there was only one dock in existence, that one being on the site of the Pool, from 
which the city takes its name. You will see St. Nicholas' Church, with its graveyard running riglit 
down to the wutOT, Next is a plan of some 35 years later, showing the then [tropossd George’s Dock, 
which, as you will notice, was really a bit of the open estuary of tho Memej encloHcd by a quay wall. 
This dock was improved and widened in 1825, and remained in use, though a usu of less and less im- 
porianco, till it wag closed in 1900 as being only available for small vessels iiud of no great value to 
the trade of the port. The site of the dock, with the exception of a portion retuirud for their own use, 
was sold by the Dock Board to the Corporation, and the Corporation tit once set to work to dovolop it 
by contimmg aerras it the two st^^^eta which butted on to it-Water Btrcet and Brunswick Street, 
pus tp site was diiided into three portioiiE, each appropriate for the erection of an lm|Kirtaijt bulld- 
mg. how here* was a chiince such as is seldom offortsd to a great city. The iBuOuig-stage, almost 
opposite the three sites, ie the place where vast tiumbeia of tnivellers from all courtiies, notably the 
Umted States, first find themselves on the soil of Europe, and how could there Lave Iwen a finer 
opportujiitj for worthy wdconiing of our gu-E?f 3 tg ? 

The Dock Board made tiie aiep and erected a very fine building for their offices, hut one. 
uniortunftteljr too JoWp in my opiniofi, for modem requiromeDta and posaibilitiGS. Tlse Comoratioii 
sold the o^ar end site to the Hoy a] Liver Inau ranee Company, with the condition that any building 
put upon It luuat reaemhle the Dock Board Offices in height, material and diwgn. How tins condition 
wae evaded it h not necessary for me to explain, but evaded it wAs, and to the busting detriment of tho 
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city. Tilts ifl II sore subject to oU tim children ol light in LiTerpooh and I do not wish to dwdl upon it, 
enwpt by jiomtiiig out the extreme difBcolty presented by the esistenca of these two building to any¬ 
one who liad lo design a iliird to sliind between them. Wo thought tben, and I my self have notchangM 
my opinion, that the only possible thing to do waa to pnt up a building of a design in all raapecta different 
from both, ond this is whnt was done- 

Tliere was one initial dlfliculty with which we were faced as soon ns wo got on to the site. It was,

This floor has Ifeen found to be very soccessfuh and has 
stood all twtSj up to the moving of Ifeavy safes—which^ of course^ in their permanent positions olw'ays 
stmid on beams—and except when some temporary annoyance \m l>eeii caused by the fitiuig up of 
oftioes overhead, wt have never heard any complaint on the score of noise^ 

As to the cornice, it is erident Lhak thp style adopted demanded a very heavy cornice ; as a matter 
of fact the cornice uctnaliy prtjjects nearly 7 fetifc from the wall face. The cons true Lion of such a cornice 
was at first a puzzling problem, for we very naturally wished to Iiave it all of Htone, If constructed in 
the iwual way enormous y tones would have been needed* especially at the comers of the building, stonofi 
far bigger than we could obtain. So u system of reinforced concrete euntileven; w'as devioed, anchored 
hack tf} the main beams and projecting enough to rimder possible the use of none* hut atoned of a very 
ordinary eiko. On the top of thia cornice, by the way, then? 1% a delightful walk all round the bmlding j 
delightful, that bs, for Lhoao who am able to enjoy it—some people cannot. 

I have now, i>erhai^, gone far as I need in describing what you ennnut see, though there are, of 
euutstb variuiLB expedients in detail connected with ventilation, dramagep heating, etc., wdiicli gave rise 
to a vast amount of thought ami uigenaity. On thft^ I hanlly think you would care for me to dw ell, 
and I pJiiiH to what I hopo,r more interesting — what you do 

As far as we have got, the building may Ik" said to consist of gaunt piers, beams and floors of 
reinfotccKl coiicreie, all Ktriotly useful and adapted to the purposes they had to iM^rve. Bo far it muFt 
^ admittixl that the bf-auty w hich is inseparablo ftrun utility alone b of an utwalifif™g cliarocter. I 
do not, of course, mean that the whole of the cujicrt-te was finishtxl before the stone facing was k-gunp 
On the contrary, in Lbe upper storeys the concrete was going on while tho facing of the lower pro- 
cefHling. Bo that perhaiis wo did not give utility a fair chance of sliowiiig what sin? could do in tfiu 
w'ay of beauty« A few slides will show^ the progrt'ss of the w'ork- 

The coverinjr is of Portliind atoms nnd there are a few iwints »bout it wiiioli, I think, might bt* 
iiitort'stmp. Tq liegiii with, when we railed Llio quarritsB, as we did tairly often, we diacoTered that 
the UlntlA'd, w'bicb alone Is genemlly u^cd in outside work, is overlaid in the quany with a thick kd 
of Ifoach- This is a 0hoQy,rfm{»h wtoiie, which catmot bo worked to a fine face, and U eonsequentlv 
seldoui, if ever, used ; but it is very hard and, without finy doubt, us duruhleaa Wliithed, and We felt it 
to he the %-ery thing for the rock-faced, battered Iwiae of the building; ami we have had no reason to 
regret fiaving ased it. One regret, however, we did feel, and tliut is Ltuit this rtrek-faced work was 
sludged over witli the rest of the Atone work. On r^Iivin surfaces the sludge h easily removed, but on 
the rock face it is not. and it hud to Iteciiiselled off, nmeh to the detriment of all thosliarji arrises wliich 
give crispm'ss and character to such treatjiient. Rrjok-faced work Hhouid be protocted. if at aU, in some 
utlit?r way. 
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'riio trejfctnu^pt of ilie Horiaced gavo rise to a good deal of thought^ for wo wished to get as mnoh 
appropriate variety ofi we ooitld. The apaoes betweeii the l^aaemtiiit windows were made of flat rock^^ 
faced stooeSj in the hope that we should get the effect of huge blocks csnying the whole atmctnre. Of 
course, wo did not succeed, but that was of no great inotoont* since it was not a very neoessaij feature 
in the dtaign. Then eame the heavily projeetlDg, rock-faced, batter, m winch, though we made no 
attempt at continaity in the courting, tlie vertical jointa were less marked than the beds, Tho etrongly 
marked rustication at the angles, above the batter, 19 built wdth coarsely sparrow-picked blocks, the 
boles being some 4 or 5 inches ajMirt. Then the whole etorey above the battotr the floor, is,

On each side of this corridor on all floors above the grouind hi accommodatioTi of one bay, 16 feet m 
Width I practically uLl givejj up to HtMrease^ lifts and lavatories., Ase.i for prineipab and sjtaff, men. and 
w^omcn* T’be skiirtase is worth irumtioning, for riiice intRvdiiotioti of liffe there has botjn a teudoncy 
to relegate the st-aii^ to a very secondary pliicOt making them narrow^ dark, and inconvenient* By 
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piittu^ in a rpaUy good stairctviie you doi ojiJy giv? opjKirtiiuiity for ftisy luid ijuiok couiinmiiciittan 
befaretij floor and lloort but you add light andcbri-rfobe^:^ to each vomdor iind goi>[i charicoof vatttHa- 
tjon. The lavatories are dmined into pipe ducts, tl frt-t by 2 fc.H G ipchts, of wJiicL tber© are four 
lunuitig from the bottom to the lop of tho Imildiug, where they an- open to the air. and thus out of doors, 
aatiefying saiiiluty r«|airewents. On the four lowest Hoors, iriclufiiHg the ground floor, the whole of the 
space eoveretl by tlie building is utilised, hut on all the floors above the groujid floor each half of the 
building has in the middle of it an open area, ofKJUl m feet by 50 feet, liiiwl with white tiles, giving 
excellent liglit to the oflices—abont 55 feet wide ijetwoen the areas aiul the streets. On the top fhior 
of all then- an- all sorts of bnildinga, quite irregular in size and hfiiglit - Uft-houses, nwUnirant. kitchens 
and lardere, and a couple of offices, Hetice tho plaiu sen-en wall above the cornice wliicli hides all tin.-

As to the general section and the proiwrtiojis of the bmlding ; the groiitid floor is some 8 feet alrove 
the pavement, so as to allow for good windows to the lower ground floor nxmis, ^me of which are of 
Considonible importance. The ground fltjH;>r is 23 feet floor to floor, all floors above it 14 foei oxcopt 
the second floor, which is 16 feet. The height of the comice is I H> feet abo^t f he pavement and the 
ten™ wall ulwiit 10 feet more. The total length of th.- building is 3i30 feet, the brf.adth at the pier 
head end 170 h-et, liiiii at the city end 300 feet. I do Jiot think you would care for an V tdlier flguri<s 
And now a few words about the design. Speaking quite generally the style of the exterior h, 
as I hope you will o^. Italian Benaissance, though I do not claim tliat we could pve chapter and 
verse for all the details.

And now u few' words about ibe interior. Tbe building is entered through the revolving doors at 
each cTsd of the main Ofo^^ corridor. This corridor is elolbnl with Subiaco marble, u material of a very 
p]e[ksariL cream colour. TJie main coin nine ars^ J>oric, niching up to tlu+ ceiling, willi a Oreek bwi-r 
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(urder between tbem. In the centre the corridor b widened, to give importance to the main entrance 
to the Cuiiaid Public Offices on the one aide, and that of the Facido Steamship Company on tho other. 
Xbeacare, of cour^, the only offices which rnn in width from street to street, utilbing for office pnrpoacs 
the area apac^. from which they derive much o£ their light. The piers and walls of the Canard Office 
are covered with a white grey veined marble. Ami Alto by name, which reflects the Ugiit woitderfnUy 
well. The coluums imdor the skylights, appareotiy magnificent green monoliths,ore, abs ! Scagliola, 
and the columns ate really ventLbtion trunks. Tiic piers in the Fucifio Oflice am plastered and painted, 
with a good deal of gilding—marble could not be obtained in sufficient quantity when this office was 
fitted up. 

A feature of the Cunard Office is a corridor parallel to the river front, running from the General 
ilanager’fl department to the First Class Booking Counter, adjacent to which is a lounge for first class 
passengers. The marble for Ihest^ columns ia Pentdicoii, and that for the lower order Greatola, one of 
the Carrara series, very similar to the Ami .Alto. From this corridor a staiicaae leads down to the 
lower gronud floor, where adeqmrte accommodation of all sorts b provided for clerks, second and third 
class passengers, etc., and from it also three special lifts run np to the fifth floor, the whole of which is 
given up to the non-public requirements of ttic Company—Directory* Booms and Board Boom, Xaval 
Architect. Accountants, and so forth. The space occupied by the Cmmrd Company itself comprises 
half the ground floor, a good deal more tlmn half the low er ground floor, the whole of the fifth floor mid 
a Isolated offices here and ther^s^ 

The Company occupies a much larger area than any other tenant of the bnildhig, hut there arc other 
very large holdings. Nearly the whole of the fourth floor is hc-Id by one company, the two halvis of 
the second floor by two others, half the ground floor and a ijuarter of the first, together with a good deal 
of tbo lower ground floor, by another. And in addition tlicio aro many other offices of varving siites, 
dcfwn to humble folk like ourselves on the sixth floor ; and for such, oirvarions floors, 1st, and 1th 
corridors, at right ajigles to the mnin cross corridor, divide the whole width into workable portions 
with Fooms ^botit 34 feet i^'idp froiu Mio windows^ 

Bat m all the offices, groat and email, a notable divergence will be observ cd from tho old-fashioned 
office. Doors aro glared right down to the bottom mil, dividing walls oro avoidoil as far as possible, 
their pnrposo being served by 7 -foot screens with uninterrapted plate glass from ttiem to the ceiling. 
A general air of spaciouaut-ss h iioticeoblo. and iji most cases the piera are idasterwl in a t!eot)rative 
manner and painted cream. Die imptibe in tliig direction came from America, where, as we all know, 
such office abound ; but I camjot help thinking tJiat all future great office hiiildings will have to 
conform to o greater or less degree. It b a serious matter, for with the spacioilsneas, which is not only 
apparent hut r«d. the new accommodation rwjuirod for lady clerks, rent rooms, tea rooms, that for all 
the stair, lavatories, dining rooms, amoko rooms, and (he like. I have veiy little doubt lliat what will 
in the fnlnro be ronsidered adequate will take up at leaet iwiw the cubic'ineamreineni which used to 
be thought snfficieut. Ono Ltiovih well that luxuries, if really of advantage to bcaltb, or for any other 
reason, have a way of becoming necessities, and if ever this ojiteoded accornmodatimi liecomes onivorsel, 
the result in tho biisincfn arena of otir great cities will be enormous, anrl unless much larger .-ilicca of the 
cities are handed over to office bnildines, theoxtenaion wUl of ne«>s.ritv liave to be in a vertical dlft'ction. 

The lemi^tature in these offices lioa been denU with in the usual wiiy, for the whole building h 
heated by radiators with forced clrcubtion of low-pn faiire hot water; but in private office--, and indeed 
wberovor It is coiwidered neces-^ary, onlinaty fireplaces can be added. The smoke from Uieio pnssts 
through Bteel tubca up, level, or down, an drcuuLStjiriceg demand, to fons driven by olvctricily, which 
expel it. There is therefore only ono chimney stack, (bal for the boiler fires. The aystum works 
admirably. 

The fitting up of these offices, most of which has V-on done by ourocives, hoe been veiy intercstiug 
work. No ruling style has been adopted, and there is great variety. You fiave instunces of Jacobean, 
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Georgian^ Empirej and severely practiciil^ The innocutiua <;oiiduoting of the pipea and Tsircs 

for the inienial works of all aorta bits needed ojiich thoughts for the roqairemenl^ of niodom ofBees are 
umnerotis and e^cring* Synohrononis doclss aio fitted wherever aated for; in one important Board 
Boom 13 instnUed a Ma^coal fire—that mgenioti3 toy v^\mh provides all the gaiety of a lire without any 
of its ; and in one place a Shemgbj^m screen bajj been pat in for the pnrfioae of cenverting electric 
light into North Day lights in order that colour iti^y be matched by day or night* SHd^ in large num- 
bera could be given showing the interior of oOioes^ but in this case I am ^nita sure that wrUat has been 
of great intc'tt=flt to me would bore you to tears. 

One wonl about the coat of the building. Tlie whole of the general contractor's work was carried 
out without contract, on the priiicipie so coniniDii in sbipbuildingt and almost muversal during the w^ar, 
of cost plu ;5 profit* And though tins method baa worked ehockingiy badli* in many casae^ in thi$ 
instance 1 fpel sure it tlio wrb^ I that could have been adopted. It all depends upon the honourable 
clianioter of the coniructon?, and as wo were so fortunate aa to have Messrs. Cubitt and Co. in that 
capacity^ we were safe. In the calculation the Cumtrd Conipany w'ere tukeu as temmtSj and their 
fitting up was not taken into account. But including all the limtUord’s work, the building, the heating 
drainage, lavatories, lighting. Uta, &c.. and not omJtimg the marble decoration of the maui cross 
corridor, the cost of the w hole works out to Sif. per cubic foot. This price seema absurd now, and 
seeing that almost the whole wa$ carried out dudng Llie w'ar. 1 do think it is rather remarkablrij, and 
a jii 3 tificAtion of the melhn(L4 adopted.

not usually found—he can pcnvmlly effect very con- 
sideruble savini^ as the work proceeds, 

A properly drawn contract should, by limiting the 
contractor’rt profit^ provide against the danger nf his 
purchasing expenaivc articles cheaper ones will 

serve. Ex[M]iience boa also taught me that contract*, 
not only on thebaelE of puymQnt on nett coat plus a per¬ 
centage profit hut aliMD on an inipreat oceounc whereliy 
the con tractor la puiii in advance on monthly imti- 
mates^ore prefemhle to the pre-war fixed price system i 
profita are considenibly reduet^d and the chent* r^ap 
full benefits throughout. Furthefp more real compe- 
tifion Ls Lutrnduced into this fonu of iitiilding than any 
ddicrj m tenders are obtained by the contractor and 
submitted to the arrbitoet for every particle of 
material purciLaHed when it is actualVrequiml, and 
not weeks or perhaps montha beforehand. Again, 
the danger of a ring ” bvuig formed by builden or 
merchants when tendering is greatly minimised. 

Now thi^t pficea show a dowuwa^ tondiiiioy aurely 
it is the very time to keep to the ayidem J ud vorato, aa 
clientB, having been forced in the past to pay inereatea 
03 price* advanced^ can now ingiist on reaping th & heno- 
fit os piirefl decrease, an inifiOEiaibility under rt fixeti 
Mum contract. 

Personallvj I hope the profession will nevor revert 
to the iniquitous and at tiinea grossly unfair syttein 
oE competitivn tonclcruig^ anti I for one Mhalf buikl on 
the c<^t price baris wherevrr poarible, as cx|ierienc« 
has convinced me that the advantages coiuiidaiably 
outweigh any disadvantages the syatem may have. 
But theiij nq ayatem yet iexised is perfect.

No prevtiiuag architect would Bubmit a design in 
competition where the names of the oas^-ssors were 
unknowft, or where the munea of theaaseasors appoto' 
tod did not inspire coufidetLCe in tbeir ability to make a 
proper lickction. The arrhitect in Enioh case can always 
do tlie obvioua thing and not c4iiu|vU% but iht studrnt 
id not in the same pMitinn^ He jkruji €omjiot € — how 
otherwise win hla ubdidea receive itcogiution ? —ytt ho 
must do so nodcrconditiqns which arcj to aay the leosti 
urbltnin- and slipHihnd. 

Take for instance the Home Com |jetition, the “Bine 
Hi baud/' ao far ua value gosa^ of Architect ural studs uta^ 
ooinpctitious. The namea of the Jury are utterly iiii- 
known to the stmlrnt; even ihtm lew people in thp 
knoTiv only hear naiuva coamdly, the full bat is never 
pnbliaiied. The when one does hear tbem, arc 

ihoae of ominrnt arebi recta wLusc atudeut days were 
overall u cciitnry ago. 

The jury prolinbjy inclmb'fl the numiM of ono or 
two middlp-agod men* but too muHl! a pn:k|iortinn to 
ensure a thofough appreciation and undcratartding of 
the present-day ntudent. 

Prejicat-day luo thuds of training and fndiiQua in 
uichiteclure are aomrwhftt different Ermutho§e of Lhe 
mid-Virtorn u rfglme* and as a coiuwquciicc too often 
the mediocre dejtign iaaclcf^ted in pUre of those derigua 
shoeing iivolutionafy toudendos which cue would 
imagine the prixea were intended to footer.

nrPElilAL BUILDIXti: WHAT WE MAA’ LEARN FROM ROME.

T lli!^ c^vt^tiiug T!te are to ti±k^ a lon^ voyage into the past, and reeon^tmet in onr imagination a 
groftt system of clviJifiatiois two thousand years old. It hi no easy taak, and I ?ihall want your 
very active sympathy atid co-o[vemiron^ for we have to tnahe the old ruma live, to animate and 
r^all to life a ^hattereil and dusty skeleton * 

We cany* away from our schooldavii a misleading mid parodiial idea td Borne. Wu read about 
patricians and plebeians, Marini and Sulla, the Gracchi and the Pturio Wars, but hardly a word about 
the Empire, ^riie historim^^ of the nineteenili century wore iutop^ ted m party govemmpint and the 
Bepnbhcau blea. They drew a veil over the Empire, as tbaugh it were something mdeeent. Moreover* 
the great writein whom we studied, Virgil and hivj^ Cicero and Horace* came at the end of the Bepuhli- 
uon period* mid their oyea are on the past. Troy town is almost more to thorn than Borne. Juliuf: 
CBesar. for t hem and for us. was the of the Homans. 

But ho is rather the fir^t. A glamoor is ca-ii on the Rejmblican agqa by the great nauiea of Latin 
iStmturc. But sinuU triiimpli3 and homely virtues which they celebrate are a play in a country 
village^ Kew a vaster stage is Beguming with the gciieratiou when Christ was bom* for three 
centories and more Borne is tlie centro of a preat system of civilisation stretching Irom the Cheviots to 
Egypt* from the Straits of Gibraltar to the (rarden of Eden. For three eontimcs and more this quarter 
of the w'orld* with the Medii<MTOneaii lying like a lake m tho middle, with it$ roads forming a huge ner- 
vom system centering on Gie City of Borne—all thcfi^ peoples who now are England and France and 
Spain, the Bhine Provinces, the Balkans, the ^tiddle Egypt, and the long north coa-Ht of AMcar laj 
hi a profound peace. There were short internal wars over the imperial snccesdoup and a certain amount

Ijct me 
read you Kipling s description of the young siibdtern a fiTstaigbt of the Great Wall, hnilt as you know’ 
across the north of England to keep out liie Picta and marauding Bcandina^rians.

Anti at big birilonciil crises thb iepotL^, imbued ns thev are witli the idttafl am] iiiaiuierj of their 
pro>iiice, of Syria, of Britaiti, of the If liiiie valley, are run Ute ashuttle through Iho fabric of the Rrujiiro 
vreavitig together in one vari«i wLuie tho thought of its moat dieti^ii porta. At the centre is tin* 
Emperor aud liJa govemnienlii) system. I don’t want lo ftUigiio you ■with a lot of natuea, but I think it 
Yfould be UMefuJ to glunce for a moment at the cliief imjverial ijerioda £it>in Augustus to Conatantiuo. 
There are four :— 

(1) The Jnlioii Emperors, (rciiii Aiigtistus (who came lo the titmne about the date the Vjrgiii Mory 
was horn) to Kero (who probably jujt S. PhuI to d«ktli). During LliLHiieriiHi of ninety ywim Itonic ivj« 
largely rebuilt. Aligns I us left murhje where he found brick. Nero took more art vantage of the groat 
lire of Borne thou we took ul the l.ireat tire of Tjondon, and rebuilt Homt' with wider stroi'ts mid iDoro 
solid bouses. 

(2) Tho ITovian Kinijorois—Vespasian and his (wosoua, Titus and Domittaii. ’I'hny eiuiie from 
Pyriu, where Vespasian was in canuuaiul, and w itli them came a wave of OriiSituliam alTecting n ligiun, 
maimers, and urchitoctnre. To this pt'riod wo owe the Calossituui and the Baths of Titus, much nsboild* 
iiig and exteiwioii of Romo, and jiossibly Lho dome, 

(8) Trajan, Hadrian, aud Un< .Antonines, ending with Marcim Aurelius (about im-200 ii.m). A 
time of profound jKrOce. CSly ried with city I hroughout the Empire in building colonniided slret>lfl and 
tti]oodouts, temples uud ampliitheatrrs, foruiiut and bat hit. T rajan is praised by a writer of the time for 
the magnificence of his public works; Hadrian, wherever he went tram[iing «t the bead of Ins leputiu 
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ov*r 1 ljt> worltl, twk mih biiii a titvopof Aroluti^cts, toinlJ sometJiiiig to tho^plGndoiic or eoiivpmonco o£ 
ilip dilt^ through which he it bi wriikfii of him t " Xri ulinot^t evciry city hff ejected mme build¬ 

ing." Aijfl wp nwe to hi^ doy tin* doiin^ of tlte Ponthcpn, fjerhapa the moat imfreafive aad nio^it Bouian

(t} Jiy A Emgulnr irony of history^ i( is (ho son of Murcns Atirelius, the philosopher-Emperor, who 
luv'ukd thn etiann, and is the iir!*t of a long line of miens under whom, in the tliird eentury, diEelpline anil 
admijiiatmtlim are relaxed. An Aidatio priest^ a Thracian peasant^ an Arab, and a aqiureeii occupy in 
ttim the thmne of the CeuBarE ; itnJ the whole great ceotmlised aystenj begins lo show Aigns of failure 
under the stnun of iutenia I disorder and the tint ^ihwke of harbariun innwid. Thero is no great builder, 
except t'amcalla, till Diooletian at the end of the cseivLiiry; the son of Dalnmtian slavee, b& fokindtil a 
ntiw sVi^teinof Govemmont, diriding the Empire into fourparti, fsadi with its prinoo in oonunaEid. In 
liLi reign were built liatlis anil a great fKilae<‘ ciu the eiMjt Eborc of the Adriatio, wbam be relinsd* after 
rci going twenty yeani, to grow eabbagE^ imd atndj phibi^ophy. He hod paved the way for Cony tan tine, 
who aliOTit thirty yean^ later eai[iliayj^ed the liiiaJ division of the Roioan Ehopire by foimdiug 
Conatuntijiople and lenring Rome a provincial city, nursing a niomoiy of greatness. 

Ski much for the Emperors, Wljat of Lho people who formed the mass of the system ? 

There wore four chtsses—elavee, freediuen, and two clossee of the free. All ancient ciritiEariou 
mits on A basis of sluvi^ry. hi the Roman Empire* wliidi touchrri at every irontier lestscirilbeil and, at 
first* weaker peoples, there m\s no lack of slave labour. It wn^ no uncommon thing for a great Homaii 
to haw four or five hundred BbvefJ in Jiis immediate household. Thay woro often treated with great 
kmdneEs. iind would gradually hoard enough money to buy their free<iom. Their employment w'as 
largely domi?tftic, and wo have no teiu^n to think that they had mudi to do wnth buiUlingH 

Tile ffeodmen were the mosi enterprising and wealthy class in tlie community. They weriJ nut 
ashamed, as the free-bom citizen to engage in trade and Erpectilation. They were not expected to 
spend Oil th^ same Lavish scale the free-born millionaire. They became permanent secretaries at the 
heads of llie various branches of the imperia! ciril Bt^rvioa. Yet, important and wcidthy os they were, 
tlifi barriem of dam digtinctiou were euch that tliey remained n despised claas, looked down upon by Iho 
florrii*^ garlic-eating loafer, w how'as fTCe-horiL 

The free-lx>m were sharply dividetl into patricians and plebdaus. The former distinction* at tii^t 
a question of hocagjo, t>eeame more anil more confined to ihoi^o wiio had held office (local mayors and the 
like) and their descendantj^. They had alE the honours and a great deal of the u'ealth. lint it w a^ a 
social obijgationjUiidcrst<ioii and accepted, iliat ibisLweaUh &honld be expended to glorify thtfirowu town, 
esfpeciuUy in building. The U?iMit important coimdllur or patron wonld Eignalise hk clcctiun by building 
a temple or a bath-house. Conn I less inscriptions have been foiuiil all over the Empire rccorrlhig gilts 
Hnd bequests* the greatest part of theiu on objocte of public utility—hatlis* tboatm, aqueducts^ new 
roadSp and iimrkebf. " TlieHt was in those days,*' writeg Prolossor Dill,an inimen^ civic ardour, on 
almot-t pa.a^ii>iiatc rivalry, tp make the mulber city a more |>Jeasimt auti more splendid homo," And 
again ; " Much baij htnm lost in the wn‘i!k of lime, yet the mmains of iuir^criptions are no numerous 
ihat it is atmoj^i imjitJcisible to give mi adeqiuito idea of their profusion. There k ;m olmusi monotonous 
sameni?as in the stiff. cf.>uvolitional record of tliis vast mass of brish generosity. It all seems a sjKm- 
taneous growth of the social system. . . 

The plcbeiaiii9 iiud the material advantage ot all this generosity and of che^ip com. On the other 
hhindf there w as little iqiportimity for iimbiiioiL lit lb* chance of rking, except for a soldier, and Ihe in- 
dokiico mid luck of curcer^ Lari a dim of loimgcr^. They were subject to certain obligatiouB, Audi as 
conj^^ription for labour purposes when required. 

Tills was the bock^oimd of the Roman world. Who ilid the bmlding work ? 

In the first place thero wore architects. We hear of thorn In the time of AngiisiUi^ (the writi^r 
Vitmriui? wnaono)}!!! the time of Trajan* and Hadrian (who look numbers of Brchitects with him on his 
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niiirehf^)^ ciiid (win) gavtsorckis fnr fuiutdin^ardutectare tliioiigliout ih>y Fjuiplre). 

TLf‘ir fuiictEoiL^, m we Imm from ViLmTiTis, were maeli Ihose ijf the prt^enl day. They de^igued the 
hniidings, drawing planii and ehvvfttipn^and ppi^ipecrtivc^. Tlipy oLau did levelling and jiIItv^^yit|gp and 
looked alter fortificatiori^ mid arttllen" w ork, like the architects of the Italian Beiial'isaijce. 

In llie actual conslmclion, in the eoftc of large puldio biiilding^,when iL was not the w^ork ol tlie 
legions* w^e find ii pkin clivisuin hi to two elapses, mi L* apparent both from docnirumts imd ti study of 
remabni; (1) The Ltrge muss of EWi-ciJled iiiii^kiUeil lakmr, iivaihiljle ftiiin the labour coiiRcription. 
(2) Skilbd trsdt^men. 

We all know tJiat btiiiduig hi all its bmnehes is a matter deioaniihug vtiry skilled co-operatiDii. Yet 
wo shall sec wdioii avc get t.m tq an aiiulysis of Roman buildujg methods that the Romans continuDd to 
niiiko Iho krgt^l ]>ossihle use nf nnskilliKl kliocir. To .HupenisEe thU, and to do the mute skilled work, 
such os the brick Jirehos w hich reinforced the concrete vaultri^ and for nia$onr\% car|ieuLry, joiniT>% ami 
decorative w ork. there wu!i need of skilled men hml to the Inide^. To meet this neod thort* grew' up 
an interestiiig guild systcnit w bere nien ol a t rade were com hi ned together as a " cur£Uimtion/* in which 
inimihorfthiji was Imreditaiy. The members were bound to give their labour on public buildings. In 
return the corporatiou was endowed with lund^ on Uie revenm-s of wHch the membm lived. 

In the CO-^ of private wcirkBp, one inenilier of a corpoiEition niight act a contractor He would 
tender for a fbeed sum, and make of hi» fcllow“mf?nilH^m,aud perliajicri liirei for le^ skillcd^W'ork. 

SOj then, you have the great Ixwiy of patrons^ aimoos to hmld, from the Emperor down to the 
nevly-eleeted mayor of some small provincial town in Africa or UuuU You Imve the almost univeisul 
peace. You have mate-rials, and w^here necessary good roads for transports You have the ekilled guUda^ 
bound to give their labour in puhhc ivork^ and ready to sell it in private. You have the general moss of 
the people, toin[M3lb?d to lend a hand when ealli^ upon—or, cl^iowberv, tbeamiy, or ^bvna who might be 
hired. Much of the machinery of adniimstmtion and of industry (which takes up the energies of uur 
own day^}^ such us State departments, pohee, wood^outting, road«maIdag and nlending, and mines, was 
run hy slaves or frevdmen. There was no obstacle to building, every inducement. 

And 30 tluB great system of the past life of men has, liko some perished inammotht ^vft everi^iiere 
its bonesj which we may sm und bundle and reconstruct-. A vast deal has viuiklied m il^o earthf|uakea 
and wars and spoliation of one iliou^irid si-even hundre^l Viiutg^ But so solidly did they build, and ao 
universally, that we c^n atilt stinlToveT most of Europe, and much of ^Vsia and Africa, what mmuiiir of 
men they were and what they made of Ufe, When 1 look at tho great remains of the Roimiij Enipire I

TheBoman Empire was an eijipkeof towns^ and the great centres of i\m town life—O|> 0 n alike to 
the rich and poor, Ibe provincial senator and the working mason—were thefonwea, with their colonnaded 
walks and shops, their crowded teiiiph^ and coiirte of justice, and—more intiniat^ly^thu hatlm. J 
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t.Liiik tl)$ iBjpulBB to tbfir tjss! lukI (ItiVeUnitutut must luive coiui'p with the vault iiiid doBie, from 
ttie East, The EfQrptiait of llorodolus, tho ifahommedau, and Indian of lo<dajy ax(^ grtnd cewsmoiiinl 
wMlieis. Our mild survival of the Itomuii iistabUahment is vailed a Turkish hath to this day. The 
peoples of the Romau Empiro made moro than a cvromotiy of it: they made it a delight. And not otJy 
did they bathe.

flow is the great vault built 'i Lavish and ruthlvss their conception nmy Isj, hut they ure .stmit- 
vued by tw o ni-ci«isaty woiiomies^ldlled labour and timber. For heavy w ork they can impre.vs the 
forced jafwur uf multifndes ; for their skillwl supe rmiou they lutat go lo the liimfod corsmatioDs. 
And the Ifomaii eomiltyside, where the building methods first burdvneil mto a tradition, is treeless. 
TJiere is iid limln-r to spare for vast systems of eentoring, which have to bo atmek when the work is 
linLsluMJ. 

To take the second problemfir^t. They lutoii s method of building which, with the scantiest possible 
ose of timber eenterin^, enubh^ them lo build a ponuanfuit centenng of brick, which was never struck 
and remmiiod for all time o part of the vault.-* A fow ptineiptil trasses, ami planks hetweou, would 
I'uable them to build their light network of brick. .W the centering would ha shiftetl along the vault 
a.-i rcquirciL SumrUmis the network was not quite joiiu-d up. .As a further economy, wmetinies qmte 
discontiiiuoai douhlv .vreht^ w em hailt. Here there was evidently a tendency for the filling to drop out 
on the surface. So the ue.\t lime they made & square nr octagonal l»x and fixetl it on the planking— 
whence comos the coffered vaolt. Another cheap and simple way of inakrog pemouent centering wnst 
to use the ‘2 hjet-squm. fiat bricks on edge, to form a sort of platctl centering, uimti winch the mass 
of Cement and stonesi was shnveUeii tooompiote the construction, 

i\nd now we come to llw mummy in skilled labour. The llomaijs wen- as weU aware as wo ate tlmt 
concrete mising and hying is skilleil work. So Uiey didn’t use coucreic, but asystoin of alternate laym 
of cement aml hrokeii stone or pebbles, each layer tlirowni on with a shovel. The layering is dearly 
viaihh in roimims of Roman work when osamined. Tliis wa,i wnrk which the «it=ikill^d passed 
labourer conld quicklv loam and under supervision adequately perfonu. 

So were mirtwl the* grftit viiulis and domes of tho Ronian.-f. We see no development and darmg 
experiments willi a great struufuml iih-a, BHoh a.^ tbo medifflval mason gives us in his poised vauflB, or 
the JJj-aautino Greek in the shell-like dome of tlic Sia, Sophia in Constcmtiiiople. The vaults of tha 
third ceuturv are no advance on those of thoHrst, li there is luiy climige, tlie workmiueLliip a leas good. 
Bill the Roiiian Imd done what ho wauti-d. He had built a great barrel, bigger than any one had hmlt 
befuro him. .Vnd he hod done this with an ecouomy of sWUod bbour and of timber wbidi was neetjsaaty 
to liiia. To economiflf in the mass uf men ami matorial he saw wo nt^^d. So bo was satfeikKl with what 
be hud done j and being of an otiforly and methudical nature, he stiTWlypes it. Hhi succosaors would 
have l.heaaiiisproblems lo iiics’t an di ho same economies to make, ftoitis tiled for reference. 

That in one of tJio great coutribulbna of the Ttoman Empire? to ardiitcctu c e—the great ■hearted

away of a score of genemlious of men (slowly destructive, like white ants). Atiotlu'r of the great contri- 
hutioua was a power of apacioun. orderly plamuug. They wt^re nqt the fipt who had planned towns. 
Itahylon, we leaiu, was plaimed on rectangular lines : stuue of the Greek towns were laid out ou a 
system ol straight right-angled streets : no less are Chinese co1oiiii>s which have Iwou ihscnveml in Con- 
tjntd Asia. But tljo Homan laid a larger field and Lirger ideas. His great colomiadrd Stre*d 3 nuinhig 
from town-gate to town-gate, and crossingin the centre of the town (n direct developinait of the plan of 
ihelcgioiiB* fortifit-d camp,u£ they went ahoiit thit world on iJieir husinose of civilisation), ore found from 
tlie north of England to tlu- Wrdeis of MeHopotamia. His whole Empire was a groat jdan gruwiug out 
of hw system of roudsi, w Jiich ran like straight corridors about it. The t liroe outstundiug qualities of the 
Roman idea of plaimmg aroatraightforwardnesa, vista, and b«i!ance. He was hv nature straightforward 
m idea. He would go. as hi.s roads show, direct from one i»iut to another. But wliero the body could 
go the eye COid.1 go, too; and onl of tliia straightforwardness grew a love of theatretching vista’ wRcre 
the eye was carriwl through groat ojH'ninga aud across sunshine and shadow to some moimmani or group 
where it w otdd be content to rest. 

This is shown in the plans of the great liatb5,m the forums of Romo, where Emperor after Eiuiierur 
added and developed, cutting out tlic hillside to set court l«yond court (where the smallest le the size of 
a football field), and no less in the streeta which ran past all tJie varied Ufa and buildings of a town to 
where, at tho end, the distant couuity showed through a tiinmphal arch. 

If we were aU of us one hundred years older, I should be bound to apeak of the Roman Ordiint— 
that aystam of [iroportiouod colniiuis and oroanjent which the lEalians of the Reuamaance valueil the 
highest and studied tho most eamrstly of aU that Roman civilb=ation has left to tu But 1 will not 
touch ou them to-night. In the first place the study b rather teclmicaL In tho stumnd place the 
system is not Roman at all. The system of proportions was laken over from the Gieeks, and for con- 
venitoice stereotyped l>y thi.> Roinaus for general use. 

There are many other subjects it would be inter^ting to discuss: bow, for inatance, the meiliiBval 
church, with its plan aud the ceremonies whitib governed its phui, grew out of the temples built for lh^> 
worship of Isis and of ilithra : how tho town of the Roman Empire^ihc growth as it were of a day— 
differa from tbe mcduevul (own which gruduany accumulated round footjiatha and fords and bridges ■ 
liow the Roman variwl his plmw und his mateiinls (but never the dominating ideas of straightforward¬ 
ness. and Hiinplidty) in Glqntest,emhire, the Balkans, Egypt. Bat perhajie enough has hmn said 
to give you a general idea of what the Romans built, and how. Reforo, howei er, wo go on to consider 
w hat we can leiim Irnm lEoman builtlingp I p^Jioijld like ri.^iid rnii extmet from; Pliny's?

I would pray you at least to thin k it vi'orth while to l)e iultire^lDd. Be all agog t o see wdint is bt-ing 
done and whare we arc going. Be violent about mean struetii and diiigj' railway stations, aliout ignohte 
builduig and platming as espressii ig ign oble thought, a cuntempt for fellow-men. jia you sea a sc 4 dro!ii-' 
ing going up. crowd round and aak, wliat are the 3 ' douig to express in some waj- what 1 think arid what a 
city should be—what I wwnt my children to h've with ? Bemember the old flreek saying that uwon 
bnildings make a mean peonle. 

The architect is not the bhiu who meets a merely inaterhd need for tio many cubic feet ul altace. 
Architecture, like every art, is the niatenahbed expn^ion of emotion through the intellect, with joy. 
Don't say this doesn’t mattei. What j'ou want is a Imuse to live in, a shop to buy in, a street to walk 
along. Jfun wa.s not born simply to eat, and propagate, and die. These things are neceaiary, indeed, 
but are the mere ground-work of life, Wliiit you want is a house whore j'ou and voiirs cuti live with 
delict, a strii;<et where it is a spiritual lefreshment to w-alk. 

All these tilings eon eoiue hut slowly—and uot at all. il you don't clisiln- imd insist on tlieni. I'he 
architect will depend on your euligLlened iirtloiir. You will depend on his truiiied direction, .Archi¬ 
tects were never more olive to the needs of the day. A thousand students are now being trained in 
three or five-year courses in schools of architecture all aliout the country to give you thifi. But the 
artist without the undenitanding and good will of liw fellows ts luiugbt, Beuifnil»<r it is a pbi'. The 
plaj'crs have their purl as well aa the writ it. flie stiigi' is set. Will yoti hong in the wings, or pfiss by 
mJiffcnmt in the street ?

T T first sight did not appear to offer mueb scope lor a Paper to be rend before such m atidiencep 
yet any dbicnssion that these notes may gi^e rise to cannot fail to intcri^^t architects and others pro- 
pofiijig to erect cottago hospitals. 

There has fjeeii very li t Sle literat ure u pon this subject, A few ijampldL' y were issued m 1 rtfiO-TOj aud 
short acconnU huvii appeared from titoo to titoi* in the tcoluiioiil journals. The loodit recent work 
r^eoms |<i be that, very complete I hook hr the late Sir Henry Burdett caUed Ctfitage Hc^pihtkf the last 
edition of which was published twenty-five yea?^ ago* This shows a few plans, but gives lit fie 
infortmtioii of interciit to architects aI> 0 Dt the construction and detail* 

Probably the lirst cottage hospiltd was I hat erected at Gninkigb, Surrey, in 185^. by ^Ir, Albert 
Nappcr,and be ap;icani to have organised a sysiem to overcome the deficits of giving free medical 
relieh by insisting that patients should cun trihutcsonioLUingi according to tlieir meam, and that medical 
men should bo allowed toseo thdr ow n patients in tins wards ; this scheme of payment has l>eeji more 
or adopted in nearly all cottage hospitab and^Bince the wurj ow'ing ehiofly ti> lack of funds and the 
ri-cogidsed ability uf thij w orking clas^L-tf to jiay^ has been adopted in most of the general hosipilab. 

The object of it cott^tge luwpital Ls to provide readily Hicconimodation for Uie idek poor, in districts 
f^ihiated long distancen from towns lm\ing general hoj^jntals j to ismible local doctofy to treat their 
poorer [laticnts under favonrabtei cundilious, and to allow kml and \^siling surgeons to perform 
operatioTiii which otherwifie would have to U> ia?Tit long difitunci^s to the general bospitaL

There should l»e a rail or shelf for k>d pans, over a 
rotator if poMible. and a cupboard for brooiiw and pails. Lj larger hospitals I have fr<«nicntK- oro- 
1 ed a su^ ghus-fironted and topped cupboard, with direct gratinjj^ to the outside air, for k^nmg 
excreta and rmiic that have to be examined by the doctor ; if this cupboard is built across the comer 
of the r^oom the gratings will afford good cross ventilation. Li many hospitals the doors to the sink

hospitals for as few as three or four beds, in order to obviate the necessitv of a sink room and a special 
bed pan sink, a long bracket tap can bo fixed on the wall which can be swung out over the w,c.

The liath room shonld k. if piesihlo.!) feet by H feet, and the liatb placeil cenirollv in the room, 
with the heod of the batli facing the window ; one bath room is tumallv enongh for ton or twelve 
patients and, if well placed, can be used by liotb sexes. The bath should be of porcelain-enaniriled 
iron, and to simplify cleaning the taps could be of the same material. In quite a small building I 
prefer bress or ^mietal, as nurses take a pride in a few bright t hings.

The sinks and 
lavatories should disdiarge by a vertical onarafd imn waste pipe, mmovabk lot cleaning, over a white 
gtazed olianueL This swviis also for sluicitig down the floor. Over tho sinks and lavatotifcSf and also 
uUiii^ilo th>mi, are fixed plate glass shelves on metal supports for tho antiseptic solutions, etc. 

The litwt healing is obuitu'd by vertical looji radiators with the loops sp<«ially wide apart so as to 
be rtuilily dvantd. The radiators in operating rooms are often supplied from the hot water services 
SD that at any time the room can be wuitned when tiu' heating boiler is not in use. Badiators a rtf beat 
made to swing out into the room for cloanirtg purposes j they shonld be supplied with frissh air through 
glared pijws or tilt'd inlets in the uutslie walls, having rciriovable baffle gratinga for access, so that the 
gl.'Uicd inlets con be .'jrangcd out. 

Tlierc should he extract ventilators next the ceiling, but il electricity ia a vailable il is an advantage 
to have a small electric fan fixed in the wall nest tiie ceding on the opposite side of the looiii to the 
iniel ^'entilaturs. By this means the air can l>e ohanged in a few momeuis. 

In small hospitals elocfric radialois are nseful in heating the opetating room qnickly in an 
emergency.

Be<l lockers are required for patients, these standing next lo their beds, and arc of varioti-H pal term?, 
usually j* cupboard below to contoiu shoes, brush and comb, cto., and the top forming a shelf: ifonie 
have an upper deck or shrlf above. One was made for me somo years ago, and is now largely tised in 
gvtietal hospitals; it consists of a locker below, and the top forms a seat for patient or visitors (tlnoi 
douig away with iJie need of a chair); the hack i.-< hinged at the top iivith a inovable bTacket under it so 
that when liftifd anil the locker shmg miind it forms a table over tho bed on wliich tlio patient can have 
meals and phy games, and liohind the twiok is a cupboard with glass shelves. This is open only on the 
side opposite to llie patient’s bed and is used by the nurse for medicines. The top is covered with 
opal glass or tilt!* ami is used for mediome glasses and driuJ^, and has a wood roller at the back for 
luiujpng a towel, and there is a mil alxjve with a clip for the patient s record card. 

The word table should bo of the simplest form without turned or moulded loga, tho top either of 
glass, tiles, polished hard wood or of huoleum wax'polished, 

BeiLiteada should stand aw'ay frf>ui the wall at lea.st si-x inches, and to enable ijjis lo he done luid 
lo obviate tlie necessity of a mijuid wood fillet on the floor, have been made with the side frames 
leiigtheiK'd by six inches at tlic head and rubber buffers inserted to pwoiU damaging the wall. These 
lengthening pieces arc also tiHcful as tumdlea in moving the beds. 

The eupbixitOs lor patients* clothes should bi* well vaiitilaled and placed outside the war<i.s and in 
charge of the nurse. All cupboards should either ho taken up to the cislinga or have sloping lops that 
can bo seen from the floor. Baskets should not be used for soiled linen: hags are better, us they can bo 
washed. 

Holler hlindB fur wards arc not very hy^enio unless tlwy can be washed or cleaned ; it is proforable

uudi^r tiu) joint?. AU drains sLould be laid in atraiglit lines, and w'bore there is a chango of direction a 
iiiaidiDle for inspection should be placed ; apprt>!diDalely,for bcrbsonlal drains, one in forty is the best 
fall. Vertical soil and veutilatiiig pipes are either of lead or cast iron, and for larger bospiiab where 
there is much in as« iron is better, as lead pipes are likely to buckle from hot water ustal for the bed pan 
sinks, and lead cannot 1)0 plunged through so easily as iron. I have known 8|'inch lead soil pipes 
completely blt>cki*d in twenty years witli a liard rockdike urino deposit inip«>sjsible to clear. 

All sink, lavaiorj-, and bath wastes should be venlikted mid vertical wastes token to tho top of 
the building. Xo Open beads should ever he used for ri^cdnng these wastos, as they collect filth. 

All inlonail pipes for plumbuig w'ork should Iw esposed, and it is best if they are kept olee^ of the 
walls. 

J'’ew cottage btfspiials liavo beson erected that ^^how Iho special knowledge of detail so thoroughly 
studied in nioat inotU'ni general hospitabi, and Ur. Mackintosh’s remarks in his recent excellent book, 
Corurtnurhon, fvqnipwKfrtt and .lionojewtcwf 0 / a (lOicrof ifospitof, would equally apply to most cottage 
hcspitnls. He says: " The niolu principles underlying the const ruction of a hospital can, no doubt, be 
laid down and applied by any skilful awhitect. But m a modem hospital there are details of con¬ 
st ruction of which the n^ and the conditions under whicli the need can be met are knowii only as 
a Disult of esperieace in hospital administration. , . , It frequently happens in modem hospital plans 
that while the huildiii|^ Lbeinselvfts are on approved luu'^ the lack of adniimstrotivo detail negutites 
much of the b<?nvfit wdiich might otherwise be oblttinetl." 

I now projKysp to describe shortly a few cottage hospitals. 

CKAxiiGtoii CoTTAOE HoseiTAi. woB probablv the first erected in this country, and althouglt of 
very primitive type, Inang adapted from a Snrroy cottage at a cost of only £3tl, has done much good 
work, 

JLi>!cnT Cottage Hospit ai., neat Chester, was erected in I ft Id in eoimoctioo with the Government 
lioiising sdienie at ilaucot. It is an interesting plan on quite different linca from any other cottage 
hospital. The wjirds, with their sanitary annoxes, occupy the whole of the sonthem side of the block ; 
the operating loom, with north aspect, is ceJilrully placed 1 the kitchen and female staff quarters are 
in the west wing, ami the medical ofBcers' quartern in the east wing. The plan is compact and 
ecoiii»inical; ibe wanli are not cross von til at cd by windows, all hough the jHisition of the ward doors 
opiHisite the corridor whidows w ould assist the ventilation, and for sis beds the cubic eontents forth^e 
wards is only TTti fwit per beil. Tlio ventiiiitiDii is by Tobin tubes and roof extracts, 0 reiher

CBEWKfiiiSE ComUE rfospiTAL, SouEiiaiiT, WAS efnctcd ill 1 tK)8 on an ample and proi tily laid*out 
site, ll IS planned for 1 a b ds, seven of each sex on the ground floor, and a special isolation ward on the 
brat floor- The large wanU for six palicnts Are each 88 feed by 30 feet and 11 fret high, with windows 
east and west, and with the sanitary annexes at the enda ; a Iwth room, common to hgtb sexes, is 
entwed from the comdor. ;iJso in tlie front block is a hoard room, a stoif ail ting-roam, the matron's 
bedroom, anil an operating room with west and north whidowj. The kitchen department is on a 
ahghtly lower level and cut off hy a swing door. No pantry is provided. On (he first floor are threa 
good bedr^niH for nurses and servants, with bath room and w.c. The floors of the wards an; of 
teak, imd in tlm ojiDmting room of terrazxo. To the west of tlm main block is an tsolated buildhig 
containing a laundry, amhulaiicc shed and coal store, and a mortuary, ami adjuirving is a snrgcrv for 
out-patients, rather an uaustiul feature in this position.

The plan 
bos an nniisuiil arrangement of wbat may be caUud double wards—Qn«i part for six beds, and the utber 
part can tie nsed either as a day room or as an estensioa for four beds. The sanitary iirraugcitieijts are 
inadetjuato and badly contrived; there are no slop sinks lor emptying bid |iaus, the w.B.'a bi>ing 
used for that purpose, anti the w.c.’s have no ventilated lobby, but are entered direct from the wan'l 
coitidoia. The operating room is badly placed, the only acccas to it being past tlie kitchen premisEs. 
Tlie hospital is heated by open fires, supplemented by low pressure hot-water radiators, Tho cost ana 
nriproximately £li,<M)0 ; the architects were Messrs. Tulioch and Fitzsiraoic?, of Belfast.

oflice and toard room, tvii out-patieut department for fifty ptitients, quarters for a rcaident medical

liedrooni^ for nunses and etafT^ Thero k a fuaparate block for operatiug and X-ray work, au isolated 
black for obsmatian ward.

jVII the coiiditiona found tn an oriiinuTv hoube uiUBt bo 
twept fix^de, muJit do away with corners^ and ^secure 
Its many llat j^urfacieA }»oMible. The bLtilding£ii nctd 
not he un-aghtivt evi-n if theft' were an aWhc** of 
ortmuient, for the architecture nf n hospital should be 
fill of the pkn. 

The PRE??n)ENT, in putting the vote of tliutilm, 
said there were one or two fKiints lie j^hould have been 
glad to iiw taken up. One waei the qUN'Htioii of tmi- 
Mr. Adams had ^hown views oF t xtreinely f^heap hofl- 
pitahj done by his (the Fresidofti'sJ old frii^nd and 
fomuTitaidatiint, Mr. Leslie ,MoofL% which, an Mr. Adams 
said, did him efioniiouscnxlit for the t!Conotiiy effected. 
But those ikliglitlul hospitals ffRnntcd for ttiCKKl or 
£1,25(1 W'ere thin|pi of the [wist ; we had to [wiy rnom 
than that tiow for lakvitrers' eottagf^p What wero wo 
to do to n-ducc tha ciwt of oonsf ruction i lie thought 
that, cspecuilly iu hospital construction, perhaps also 
in educational work, we niigbt get. to work to consider 
whether it wna now necessary or iulvhwable to erect 
biiiidinp which were to last for two, three, nr more 
eenturics. lIosjntnlH and educationa] building were 
more nr lesa out of date da siwn an they were builti aud 


new kncwleflge and fjesJi cipcrience were continually 
anggestiug new ideas ftud new methods. We might, 
tlmrcfore, w'ell consider w hetliur a hospital should not 
consist of essentially two aeotions ■ fuwtp the penna- 
mat adruLnistrative ai'Ction. of which the requirements 
would not alter very niucb—a bodroomt for instance, 
would be much the same a huulift'd years hence. But 
the wards and the numliig part of the hospital might 
he erectcil of some light ti^mporary material sufficient 
to aiord protection from the weatHert nnd they might 
bescftippiKl every ten years. The buildings could be put 
up vexy cheaply and designed to meet t he latest ideas 
and methods- Oise ijoint mentioned by Air. Adams gatn: 
him something of a shock—vif„tbat iht isolation cd the 
block wfts no longer looked upon as Lmportauli. 
Xk an old hand he diould want a greBt deal of peftiuad- 
ing before he accepted tliat ns a sound principle to 
adopt. AVith Jijodem plumbings tocut off the bathroom 
wns not necessary; mi they ishould hesitate long be¬ 
fore interfering with the bobtion of our sanitary ar- 
tnngements. I)r. GUeft touched, upon a point which 
must come hcinc to all of ii9—vix., the' extiaotdinary 
imjiorfaisK e of cottager boa pi tab for the middle class*®* 
The iws.sibility of getting nursing, especxally for «ur- 
gicil casea, for the middle i5laiihi'a-4or the civil servant, 
tho officer, the man of moderate menus who has aud- 
denlv to undergo an operation and ia fficed with the 
nnormaiifi e of Jt rmrai ng hoiin—La a serioua matr 

tor 1 if anything oouid be 4oug to meet the needs of thn 
iniddlv clasi.es in (sottage hospitals it would be wel¬ 
comed by the whole oonunmiity. 

Mr. FERGY .ADAMS, in reply, referred to Dr. Pear- 
flon^a rtuggeation as to linking the fioncrete Woor in the 
centre of rim oorridora where the traffic w^aia hoariest 
kind laying liuolciicn then*. That was ilone in Ger- 
mfluyi in thnir artificial jitaircHse-^ ; they put a strip of 
luioleuiji in the tread with n b^as^ e^lge mundit. The 
tiorman State Architect had told Iiitu that it moat 
effi^Ciitlve- III ten to fifteen years they took up the 
Llnolmim and put a Ireah atrip down. f^tone ^stoinsaaeB, 
when worn down, wens nIiiio.it imp03>ib!e to renew, 
but if a fresh weariiiE surface was put down every' tea 
years or ®o, it whs very sati-sfnutory. la the corridor* 
too, thlfl uiethHKi waa eicdlvnt ^ it wig quiet a fid wa s 
beittnr than the juintleis iloorn. Dr. Pearaou appa¬ 
rently diiOipprov^ of teak floors for cottagir hospitals 
on account of eipeiise. Hs (Mr. Adams) had only 
Hugffe. 5 t<^i toak as ont^ of the lUHteriub fnr floor! ; he 
hud mnniion!*d other materials too ; it wojs not nt all 
uuci'^sary to have tewk floors. As lo ofusn-air wards, 
the people who objected most to theiW' were the 
patient's. (>ne i^adeat said 1 tlon'r minii dyings hut 
do let tlHf ilie warm ! Dr, riilesi had referred to thii 
tiew fomifl of tap : but the areliiteet musf not be 
bbmed ; he w'ns told to put in theJi4- things by the 
Burgeons ami doctors who wanted them. ,VIrr Dolby 
advocated a eloHs^fl stovo in the ward. It wa^ un¬ 
doubtedly very cheap, hut tlm majority of patents 
hated a dosed stove ; they likid to see the fircj nnd 
be thought tliat- wherever pnaiiiihU- an open fire ahnuld 
be provided. With regard to ptanuing, hr would sug-

Arthur Hill was bom m Cork on the Sth Jimc IS46. 
IBs fatliDJ'. Henry' Kill, ako an rLTohiteiR, 6<int hint 
early to tic loeal Sekool of Art, while h little kter he 
attended ft private ichoo! for hi* idueaiioii, 

rooeeding aJtt rwardii Quecit^s OoUege* Cork, whcm 

e gnidiuit4'd Baoielor of Engiiieering in the year 
IS6&, 

About this lime he went to l^ndoii, and *cTved lor ft 
ftbort dme in ihf^ oStoe of the Lite Thomo* Hcoiy 
Wyatt, who waa then bnilding the Liverpool Cotton 
£xc1iftug«, Qntilde pu pi luge i^ilitie* for the *tudy of 
ftrcbi tectuttr wer^ few in thosw day*. Sly fo therp how¬ 
ever, went to CJniveraity College, whore lie *ftt at the 
feet of Professor Hayter Lewii^, and gainrd, Ln ISfiS, 
ihu DoniiEdson Silver He l^veojiie a Life Stu¬ 

dent at the Eoyol j^jcndemy, biit^ i thinJe, rvo claBsoB 
were held then. However+ the Silver Medal waB 
awarded to him in JS71 for Mb iiioa«ure<i drawing of 
the round part oi tlie Triple Church. I believe be 
attended n. design ekaa at the A.A., of which he be¬ 
came a member In 1807, and he alao spent a cooBidor- 
able amount of hi* time drawing at the West London 
School of Art. 

The sketchlng/uronc of the poriod did not leftvo hFini 
imficfttliedp and he made several Contiuentftl trips for 
thb purpose^ chiehy under tho guidance of Edmund 
ghftrp, of which an excursion to tJie West of Fruioct 
enduig ki the puhliofttion by the A.A- of a book, The 
Dom^ Churi^e^ n /(ht CAuren/e, was the most notable. 
Indeed^ the Jove of Bketchiiig never left him, and he 
w'a* niie of the most regular nieTuherB. of the A.A. 
Animal Eftcursioii for the rest of Ids lifo. His xiiort 
seridUB study of old buUdings was, however, made in 
his natiTG Intui, whers he waa deeply Inbervated in 
ancient InBb arehiteoture^ and partiutihirly Id the 
Celtic dcvelopm^^nt of the Hommc^que. Ho made 
eareEul fnirv'o;^ of some of the best exampleip publish^ 
ing four mouo^ph* upon thsm, for which worlcs he 
recelvui two iufver niednls oh an acknawlotlgmeDr 
from tho Institute. Theao were : Ardfert L-nthedrftI, 
Cd. Kerry {1870); TemphmBboe, Ardfert, Co. Kerry 
(IS70); kihnalkz^r, Co. Kerry (1870)] Cormne'i 
Chapel, Co* Tippr^rary' 

in the early 'seventiea he abto eoiumeneed to pme-- 
tise with hi* lather, the firm Ming known as Henry and 
Arthur Hill. JJurinp the greater ^jart of this [}eri<^ his 
work was strongly liillm-nc^Nj hy the Gothie revh^l, 
early French nnd Euident JriBh featufe?i giving him his 
uhief InEpimtion. Among the best ^xampLra of t hin 
period were the fronti of Nos. 31 and 80 Patrick Streetj 
tfi^rk \ the fomiftr unfortunately <leHtroyed in the buTU' 
ln|^ whidh toi»k place last B-c^'evtiiM-r, and tho latter 
fdcoutiy pulled down to make way for a cinema 
the44rre. The Munster and LeiusUfr Hunk, at Kilmui- 
Idck, 0i>. Limerick, is an example ebowlngthe luBueute 
of ftOtUL^ ancient hxiaLw^ofk in its detnili. The Suhool of 
.Art, Cork [alniat IMS), was the lost important work 
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s Arriv'd oot Under the psirtliH^hip, nJid in this I faat^ 
Henry Hill took but smull psrL In thU de&i^ Gothic 
^vo way to the ideas of the ‘R^^naLftsance, and 1 do not

Henry Hill died in 1S81, after which my father prac- 
tiflud niooe for many yeaiti, carrying out some <si the 
most importHiit works that were doive in the Bonth of 
Ireland during that period. Tlic Mctropole Hotel, 
cortsid^ ruble additions to the NartJi Infirmaryp Vic¬ 
toria Budding (considerably damaged in the recent 
burning^}^ Kog. IS And Patrick Street (both des¬ 
troyed in thcac outbreaks), the CpfJt £x^wu'nrr oiSces 
and printing worbii -os well as a great many ahope and 
cotollif^ial bnildingB in Cork and the surroiiudiug 
country town^, were done by hint He shw did a cou- 
pidcrftblc amonul of small domestic arcliitecture, of 
which the ruoirt importunt examples aiu the Bed 
Ifous^^ Castlotowiishdiid^ Co. Co^k^Ecdga^th(hls ownb 
and Lftcadu\% in the iuburba of Cork. 

In the year 19CKI he took me into his ofiice^ anti the 
Science I^borutarica at University College, 4jork^ the 
XechnicaJ School and the Hesd Office of the Munster 
and Lei Hater Bunk were among the chief worha w'hlch 
we join Jy executed prior to the outbreak of the war. 

My father was always very jeealous in the cause of 
ikrvMtectnral Education, and held the poat for many 
years o£ Lecturer in Architecture at the Queen's [now 
Dniversity) College, Cork-

He has stayed 
with me In DuhUn; t have partaken of hiia hospitality 
at hift charming ^illa in Cork, ti villa liesigncd by him^ 
aelf with all the real eoiufor^ of a n-al homo* the 
plannitig of wJiich reminded me oI the work of the late 
Goo. Sherrin, who was such an able exponent of domes¬ 
tic Qfclntectnre. Mr. Kill had a tlLstirurt iK^fsonhlity, 
odheriiigp *veo in Ida dreM» to otd rimcii rather than 
modeni. Hi! was an artist in eveiy iwnae of the 
caring little for the biiamL-ss Hide of bis jirufessiom He 
was a constant attendant at the Architectnnil xVssoeia- 
tion ExeupdonSp and by his genUl infliuiri^ endeared 
liiru&jlf to all who knew hiiu.

It is to be regretted that Mr. HiiPs praedee did not 
Be ill a locality that would have given him more scope 
for his talonW.

THE LAND SETTLEMENT lUIILDINCf WOKE OF THE MINISTRY 
OF AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES.

■ftTien I had the privilege of reading a Paper hm* as long ago IIHh March + IDOti on-Leaded Spines, 

it was ill my then capacity as an ironmoTigeis^ bagman^ wlio^e relation to the art of Englwh Icadwork 
was commercial aa well as archaNjlngical. When I Ci,>innsuiiicated to tho Institute on 26th June 1911 
a Paper on the Heirloom Copy of Wren\s Parent alb, whicJi novr rests in our labraiy, it was as? an 
architeotural joumalL^t. I now venture before you as that most suspicious of eharaicter^, an eatuhlL^hed 
civil t?cn'ant, charged with the duty of carrying out the instructions of a Mmbter of the Crown. In all 
thn'^ capacities I have tni^l to sustain faithfully^ as an Honorary A^miciate of tho InstitutCi a practical 
sympathy with the aims of profc?s5ional friensb of long stiuuling. 

If I should appear to devote too much of my available lime to oigjmisation and too little fo actual 
biuMing, I suggest this ill halance is neccfssary if you aio to understjuid the Ministry's attitude in a 
much'discussed matter, the employnipnt of official architects both by Govemihent Departiments and 
by Local Anthoritiee. Tho work of laml sottkinent for ex-Sf«rv ice men is the outcome of a pledge given 
during tho war to Uien m Mb Majesty 's Forces and to women who worked on the bud during ?ix mouths 
of the war, a pledge clearly repeated at the last Geueral EkHjtinu^ that thu^o who had fought lor the 
land should bav€^ acci^ to it as small holder^t. This offer was, of oont^ie, iflubjc^t to their bebg fmuid 
suitable both as regards expi’^ritince and the po®so$5?i0ii ot enough capital. The administi^tiou of the 
Land S^tth ment (Faciliiit^) Act of 1919, which gave staiutory forco to this i>k*dge, divides itself into 
three main ssie|j;i: (u)act|iiisiLion of iho bud; divbioti into suitable Meas to meet t he varying needs 
of would'be small holders; (c) the adibptatioii of existing or the prcoiisiimi o( new hoiisi^s and fivrtu* 
hu tidings.

Huppily, 1 Iiave retained Major Maule as Chief Aiehitect, and Captain .!olm Lee jis a 
Snperintending Accluiect. and hope to keep them anti] ibo task is over, ami with them are now a staff 
of alwut twenty of the keenest, ablest, most devoted and moat enthusiastic fellows who ever laid pencil 
to iwper. and. 1 may add, ever coaxed or convinced a local authority to do that which is right in the 
eyes of a righteous arehitect. Without them 1 am persuaded that the cottreme difficulties"imd com¬ 
plexities of liie ta'(k would have lanniiHl me and the Ministry in the sea of failure and derisioa which has 
been known to engulf d\il serviuits far more able and experienced than I shall ever bo. A'ou will please 
allow me to nclmowledge here and now my debt of affectionate gratitude and lulnurntiou. I cannot 
btewk the Official Secrets Act and so risk probably five years in the Tower of TKjndon by revealing the 
words of a mjjort ol a Cabinet CoiiimitU»e which lately examined most closely into (he admiuistnition 
mid finance ol Witl Settlement, But 1 am allowed ti» be so far indiscreet as to reveal their opinion that 
if the Minktry's Su^ritending ArehitfiCLs had not shown great Jteal and efficiency in effecting Mono* 
mica when supervising the building work of Land Settlemimt, the cost of fulfilling the llovcmnienCs 
pledge to ox-Ser\nce men would be s ubst ontially greater t luui it is in fact. But t ii at is what one expects 
of members of this lijstituic. and uoilher 


you nor I are astonished. 

Let me now indicate hy a diagram the 
functions of that division of my Lepartment 
which deals with Land Setilomejil.and its 
ruIatioDshJp with the County CoundLs both 
oil the administrative and teclmical sides.

inj^ as “ Woavt'r’jj t^oviets," bot I am wholly inaponitont. 1 see no ptonpect o( success in any enter- 
pris*! which is nourisliod on loiiiu to-writing, and the holding of meetings at which every one, even very 
jujiior nicniljecs of the stuff, b encouraged to s|n?ak their minds freely, saves a vast amount of time and 
pajier and ink. But. wluil k far more important, it establislu<J a Biiirit of ooinradeship, mid makes it 
possible for a lot of nh]e men to pull together as a team. IncidentjJIy. it itnahles the head of a Depart- 
lueiit to weigh the value of hU staff in a way that no other melhtai provides, f am at lea^it convinced 
timl it b thL> way to get on with the job- It is the way 1 learned to work at the Bootl Production 
Departiiunt when Lord Leo waa uu'- chief. Tf my colleagues and I have put through the linst stage of 
oui taitk with any sorl of success iuhUt: Lord Lw as Minister of Agricnlturo, it will be by virtue of hin 
skilled leadership and uiivtirylng encouragement. And as, by n [licco of luck wbicli falU to lew MiuU- 
tiii^s, our Barlkmentary Secretary, Sir Arthur (iriffith-lJoacawen, who in that capiicity was a atoiit and 
sympathetic supporter of the Ministiy'’s staff, has succeedtid Lord Lee as Minister, It will be our fault if 
we do not finis h the task in an acceptable fnshioiu 

As the udxnmHinjnng diapram indicates, the Mmistiy'i architects form mainly' a superintending 
staff, und the duty of dc^sigiiing und building faUs upon the Comity Councils. In enter to administer 
I he Small Holding Act of ISKta the ConneiLs appointed Land Agents, whose main huamess was to seek 
out suitable land, divide il into small holdingji, (MUiiinister it, see U repailis, collect rents, and geiiPraUv 
do land agency work. In many counties the building work was conimed to dividinp and adapting 
existing furmhouscB and adding simple fami buildings. This was usually done by the County Land 
Agent, who was perhaps a Fellow of the Surveyors’ lustitation,or had otherwise aequirtHl some architec¬ 
tural experienco. Sometim*^ the County Arclutect, who did the achook, [mlice stattuns, etc., under¬ 
took the small-holdingfj work : occasionally, an architect in private practice was cominiisiomMl. It 
is ccrlain that some of the work was iU done, but the hulk of the building work in im»t counties was 
ooirfitjed to adaptations, and the uumlrer of new cottages built between 1908 and the war was only 
about 770 in the whole of England tmd Wales, 

Amongst the many «rtucs of County Cquncils is a strong setLse of econonay, more marked perhaps 
when they arc considering thrir salary list than when they are spending capital moneys provided by the 
Treaanryi hut idway? marked. 'WTicn the task of settling ex-Serrico men had to iw confrontsHl there 
WAS some difficulty uj estahE'^Iiiug the fact that the most ecouoiaiciil wniy of oarrying oiti a big baildinp 
scheme is to employ thonntghly i-oinpetent architects to design and supervise, The Ministry took the 
line that in such years as JfHi* and 19 * 20 . when shortage of matprlals and of skilled labour called for a 
peculiar llesibility of mind, a readiness to serai> old ways of writing specifications lUid a Wipacily lo 
acef;i>t new meLh’oilrt and employ them iiiLellLgently wero essential (lusilities in au architect, that such 
Qualities conunand gootl saLiiriw, and that cheap architiHtts made dear buildings. My maiii task in 
respect to the empkymf-ut of .VrchltetiL^ by tIoundLs, ilierefore, has been to nrge the engagemeul of 
nieu wilh proper quiilLfications at pro[M'r strhnrit's ; this lias meant in souit! eases awkward coiitrover^icw, 
and oven tho MiuLstry’s insistence oti the removal hero and there of an architect who has pmvctl lucking 

in skill mid. therefor*;, wasteful of public money. 

Full opportumty was given It* the Councils fur the omploynumt of architects In privuie practice, 
hut T am frm- lo confess that sjnull-holdiiigi urcliitcct.s a])iKnhted a>l hoe or the existing county architects 
when they had esprrit'iice of farm hull dings, have pmviih'd the IhmI solution. Small-holdings work is a 
fipecia] brancii of arcbiteclure with very different ptohlerns from ordiunn* honsing. First, tho fanu 
hitildhigfl are an esceiHiiiigly iniporluut part of the task, and each ugricultunil distriot lias its own 
tniditione and pmctices in the hoiLsitig of stock ami of erojri. so that mtensivo local knowledge is of 
great, value ; secondly*, ihf pmlHirtion of alterat ioiw to new work is abnormally high, and ileniuntls, 
therefore, an abnormal omounl of suiwrvLsion mi the si»ot ; thirdly, the work is so extiaordinorily 
Scatlcrcd over the county that in the present difficiiltlM the actual organLatioii of building repre¬ 
sents a far larger proiMirlioii of the whole task than in any other sort of work. 
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We Luv© found the best results from tb© intimate uiid coutijiiious Jissodution of County Land 
Agent and architect, both Tibole*time servmts of the Council, i^utkitigu, the j,amo building, and visit¬ 
ing the works together It is rare, though not imknosm. to find a iiuin with the required kiiowled-ta 
of lioth sides of the Siiiall-holdings problem, wbo can Hickle both land ujid hnildings. 

1 have been ver>* dbapiKuntftt at the lock of sucwbs, sjieayng generally, in coiu«ti.M where orohi- 
tocts Ml pnvoto pnwlicB hovo been employed for small holdings. It lends to delays in carrying out the 
work, lengthy correspondence about trilles wMch two colleagues would settle in tlirw minntes, and it is 
more costly. I have come to the conclusion most reluctantly, but 1 am quite clear I am right. The 
fact that in a few. a verj' few, ca,s« the employment of private prectirioneis has worked well doe™ not 
affect my view at all. But let me any ihnt I linjjt my opinion to tlio caso of thi:^ highly Boecialised 
sort of work iri the conditions in which it now has to be done. Jfy personal view, for what it ttiay be 
vorth*ifi that it do^ not hpp\}\ and ought doL to ap[sk\ to important public buildings m which archi- 
tecttiral obiUtira of a v«j- different onb r are required. 'Hie architect in charge of cottage and fami 
budding schemes n«Mls to be .-quipped wilfi artistic tnbmt, but uiuat he even more an otgauiser and 
ecommufil, whereas the arcliitect of a public building must fiwt and fore,most U an artist, a qualification 
which the methods of recruiting for Government offices, and the terms mid oonditiona of spri-ice tbenun 
con hardly be held to ensure. In short, the qualifications desirable in the architect of public huildiiifl^ 
are seldom found m a man fitted to be a good Govemmeut sj-rvont. 

I come now to thi- bliihling methods which the Ministiy lias encouraged Councils to employ. Until 
lately, the difScaltj ^hich every i>tLe c-xiH:-riM?iceii3u:iae li?J9 of gelling u limi lender p^tilifitW 
intense in the case of smalldioldUig work, on account of the inocoessibiUtv of the sites and the smallness 
of each contract. Builders were nattinlly unwilling to scatter Gieir organisations to meet our oecds

I cxdudo iht valuo of aU pbiiis pmmiofmlly appravi^d whicli have tioi Dfiiclipd ilia of iiotual 
buildihg, but this &it(?gory nctpramU a large bulk of serious work done during the last two wais, and 
about to oonte to fndtion. 

Our toDki task will proWbly be only 3,000 new eottage^ and L1«T0 sets of new^ farm buildings (in 
additiuTi to the aduptatjon ol Imiidretb^ of both)^ but they are spread over GS adnunt^lmtive eoitniits; 
]U remoLe Yorkaliire valleys^ on the slopes of Welsh mouotainSr ^ftd in the folds of iiiacct^sible downs. 

1 snbmit that our time has not been easily apeni^ and of the tola! pej^omiel of tuj Depart men 
jvuiiibering 450 people, the builduig branchy from chief arehiteet dow’u to junior clerk, numbers only 
40, scarcely a horde of officials.'^ 

Nor in the sa^w^rviMion of the CooiicUs^ work the only duty of llie branch.

Which, theii, of the pemianeut uuiterials were we to advise^brickp timber, or ordiiiarT concrete 
blocks ? Stone was obviously impossible, &avo iu rare cases. Was salvation to lie sought in cob or 
pi^e, or in metal-fmmed cottages, or in nm sorts of fcuicy concrete, whether blocks or monolitliic# 
reinforced or not ? 

A'ou are aware that it b a principle of our Goveniment that the buildiug work retjairtKl by all 
liovcmuient offices bIiuU be imdertak™ by one teehnical Department, H.M. Office of Works, and that 
rule w^as appti<4 to the Ministry's own farm settleuieiit estates, extending to about 35*iX>l) acres. 
Sanction was obtained, however, for theMiiiLstty*s Building Branch to uudortakc the egiiipment of the 
farm flcttlemeiit at Aiueshun% Wiltdiire. We there built 32 cottages to everj^ ^ri of plan and m 
I %'ery sort of material, five nf the in to the t^p+^cailons of the budding experts of the Deiiartinoiit of 
Lidustriul and Scientific Research.

Pis6 with thi> chalk Kollof Aiii^^bury b= abfuii ilie ^anie price ns brick* given always efficient shuttering, 
w hich ! think wc^ can chiim to have pi^rfccti d in a very sitijplo fonn, l^tse givo^ a veiy ^ound w tdl, but 
the plan must suit the mat trial, and ex|Hiriencc needwl to ucbii+ve this. Concrete blocks of chalk, 
12 to 1, made w'itb any ordinaiy' good macLine, are thoroughly sound. 

'limber houses well bniU we found no cheaper thtm brick. Various proprietary motliods of con- 
creh^ hlixrk bniltling w^mgbt no deliv^-mnce. The greiitest novel I y, de’^iisiKl by tbo Research Depart- 
nifenL was a concref e of clhilk and cement, 20 to 1, guite dry, and rAiimi£4i l>tdween shuttering, 

w hich jiroved veir satisfactory but no cheaiH'r tliau brick. Brick indeiKl held its own [lerfectly. 

At a later date it was amniged that tl^e Ministry should aba equip its^ three Lincwlnfihiro Fatm 
SS-ettlemenls—Hoi beach, Sutton Bridge, and VV>kintl<)et, and there we have ganaered the fruits of our 
.\meshury experience in really iiiexpejirivo sound buiJilingt f’hher in tiiuU^r, hrickt or in coutinuoii't 
cavity monolithic conori^Ut widLs enacted with simple shuttering. Our policy now is dictated smlely by 
tbo v arying types of building labour we have available, iind wo keep idl three iimtoriato going at ouoa, 
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ctuLUgii:ig tnji rainiLs rapidly as Ibc* clrotinistauces of availabk- labom and luutDriiiis cLaoifo. TJiis is 
{wssible at Suttoli Bridie, beoatise we havo an estate of (i,000 acres coituii^ into itussossiuti block bv 
block over a loiigisb period, and each block ihhhIs u very largo proportion of new cottagi» oud fonii 
buildings. In Captain Ellittun, iin orcbitcct of n bigbly practical turn of mind, ibf Ministry lias a Chief 
Building Managi^r to wltose skill anil entlnisiasm I owe a cousiditTuble debt. 

TUe value of baving some estates of our own to equip bus been incalculable. And tlie iiicideut that 
we could get no Coutnictor to build for ns in Lincatnsbire on reasonable temis tiou given the aichib'c^ 
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tural stuff a close contact with problems of Jalujur and supply whicb ksm been of iutinite tm to Ibeiii in 
thtir tusk of advising County Councils and fiuperiiitfliidbig tbeir work. A staff whoso sole duty is to 
slop m an office and jiore over pbns and Kpeciecations prepared by other people is bound to get out of 
touch with actualities, (ssiiecinliy at a time bke this when the situation cliangeu from month to tnonth. 
l-’or all that. I l^k forward to the time when a return to something approximating normal cimdiiiotis 
will enable tbo Mimstry to cease tht- direct control of building operations. My main objection to such 
control IS u financial one. Boildiiig is u ccmiticrcial lnisini's9, with ita risks and speenlativo asiiocts. 
No one can foresee with eertornty whether ho will complete ooltagefl at, say, £«00 or £I jJOO apiece ; he 
may be £200 a cottage out. If I wi>re to apply to the Treasury for sanction to a scheme of Land gettle- 
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m^ni m Lbe Camty af X I sliould tox th^it the estate would cost £90*0^0, and the equip¬

If my estimate k £lO,lliiK> too high tlm Treasury hm to burlget for more than i^ needed- XationaJ 
dnunco would bcj impossiblo if hi all Hepartjuerit;! there were floating micerlaintios like tbisp andj speak¬ 
ing as an iutiiimkt.mtorp J dislike being responsible for any cojumorcial uiidertaking. In the abnormal 
circim^ftanci*^ of tin* times it b deuionstrablo that our Works Department in Lincolnfihirfl is saving 
iiioney for the Treasury* but i shall be glad when wo can go oul of businoisst and employ a contractor 
and let biin carry any risk them is, 

1 w'ould add that the i+xisteuce of a temporary skilJedatafI makes many things poi$i^ihlia that will 
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impossible wlien GovemiiU’Oi DeiJAftmenU are ulile to settle down to their true which is ndtuinb. 
teriiig the luw ond not nuuiiug n business, lutd. ure e^jiiipped tnaiitly with n pi^rmnneiU admiiiisiriitJvo 
t-tafT and with only so imnr technica] o&eis os are needed to soiicruitend ttn; work of the toohuical 
oflicers of Local Authorities in the interest of eflicioncr and souu<i fmance. 

There arc other objections. Building. Uke any other busincsai, nocdii capital before a brick is bid. 
Money is no longer borrowiHl by the State at a low' rate of interest, tuid in any caso contractors' pbiit is 
a poor uiTcslitient for borrowed money. It U alHO at least doubt fui whether any commercial tinder' 
taking can work smoothly and well under the system of clmcks anil sanctions which innst necessarily 
and properly be applied by the Treasury in respect of expenditun^of all kinds, and eapociully on salaries.

In the Govemmcnl service there niusl nl.•cessuTilr 1» grades with certain salaries attacheit to them. In 
a commercial undertaking, each specific job justifies the employ men t of a specific man at the salary 
which his market value eommauds. The two systems do not mix. There were Itold spirita during tho 
war who said that all would b* well if Government Departments were allow(^d to have business men to 
mu them and if tlioso men were given so much money by the Treasury and allowed to spend it as their 
disetotion dictated. In so fur ns timt Itad to be done under the stress of wnr, it snccei^deil sometimes 
and failwl often. Anyhow, no tme serioosly iiro[KK!es to establisb it as a system. I apeak witli some 
detuchiuent, as I was a busmi?s>> man and have been iimunger to one of the biggest contracting firuLS in 
iho country, luid am now a civil ffcrvaut, I knmv botb siiles of the luctuxc, and nm satisfied that rigid 
Troasuiy control is absolutuly essential, iind that ri(pd Treasury control makt-s cominerdal enlerpriso 
impossible. 
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I tyiik the elution m for Beji^urtmunt!^ to hmp out of busiinofis. It is often m\d thttt it b inimom 
for the Go^^enunent to compete in biurinm. I see notliuig ejilier iiioml oi* impiotiil in ii^ but I think it 
higbl y iuoxpedbnt, miles? it b iiiiQvoi<bb)e, bccAnse it b ImanciallT 6pe«tilntive. 

I rome now to the sort of gottsj^ deeigus wo 
coumienil to Comity Coimcijs and emplo}' ouiwlvca. 
Wo lM>giiii with higb ho{i<«of nuuritAiJtiiiig a stotulard 
of dwolUng^ for suiutl 1toldei» vrhidi would justify 
our fU-sires for a new world. imjiI the MUiistiy’s first 
.tfmmof of Eqmyrnrtii nj HiriiiU Hoiduigg, issued in 
May. lyiS, prepared hy its .^^rohltiHrtural Jilan". was 
justly pnused. Towanh (ho end of 1919 rising «<wts 
had .soinewhiit dulled ns. and we issutd a Micuud 
edition wilh the more epticiotts typ«- omitted und 
inserted some new' Ones on a murkily modest stymie. 
In Sepleuiht-r 19!30 u tlunl editioo fc}llowed in whidi 
wo cut down the accointuodatiou to a mitumniu, and 
exhorted the (!i>ujities to adopt untny («onumical 
dedoi's wlueh were the nwuUt of our nwnexpeiienae.

well planrud arid seemly, and that old buildings 
ad apt id are treated with I ho rovetenco due to tradi* 
t ionul w ork, I lowcver h u mile. 1 do not pn^lend that 
we have always ssucceeded or that the MinuilTj’ isan 
be proud of everything done in the name of Jjand Set* 
ilement, but I do dain> that the lovel is reasonably 
high) and that a good proportion of the work hi eon* 
spicoously successful, having regard to economic 
liiiiitatiojis. 

As examples of tbo work done by ihe Councils 
and by tbo Ministry, I shall now show on the scriKai 
phologniphs and ptatLs of cntlages lunl fnnn build*

The mAjor part ol iLe work 
has yet lo be done, but I am persuaded that, with the skilled help wldch is giif^on so cntbasiastio^y liy 
u devoted staff , amongst whom the Superintending and District iVrohitects of the Ministry are a phalanx

TI luiddle-ugwl 
jieopb may sriH occawonally he l^trayeci into speuk- 
Jug ofit aa the '' last ceutury/" the f^Jgpre&^ou apfhearii 
almoi$t cocuc a? applied to a potioA *o remote in every 
from out own, fs not the age of Dickens now 
all but faded from tile menioiy' of the oMeat among us T 
And tbi? Lcinilou of Tofie and Johusou ia as diveit^ 
from that of Dickens as it la from that, of S^hukespeare 
Olid Milton. 

We of an age atiU tossing in the fever of world war, 
and suppLug full of horron^ i^ith uilt nerves wracked 
bv recniTEiit crisea in politics, uiannerA and art, tnm 
with relief to the coatemplatiou of on^ which, at fiiiy 
rateat tKLidiatsnoe of time, appears to be swayed by a 
pcn'ading harmony, an age whm {atiS «tifnt affoidfl 
ut once a sedative and a sEeadring inQuence to one of 
harsh eontuBsts and discordant tendencies. Unr great- 
gmndfathera had their worrits# and alarms : but, mal 
m they were to them, they cau be observed with philo- 
»ephie calm bydescendant'^ whose e^peirences are far 
mom cataciysmaU 

It limy b^ said that the eighteenth century is not 
quite BO mneh all of a piece as It may ajifh^r to a lirst 
glance- that tltem Li slmost as ninch diiFerencp be- 
tvreenthe ages of Anno md of (Jeorge III. as between 
these and thoagea of the Restonition and the Itegcncv* 
Yet the eighteenth ccnttify—efijs.^iiiliy if it lie ant^ 
daUvJ by a decade so ns to coincide witli the interval 
th?tween our own “ (ilottous Kcvolution of 16B8 and 
the French Re volution of 17&9- has a unity of itaow-n 
w hich Jiiiuor internal dilFcmncvJt do but enhance, and 
from this unity there disengages Itih^lf a llavour of 
Icieimlinm in’work us in piny, w lianiimiy all the 
more fcposeful that it. is nnt of the duTizljng texture of 
the Middle Ageaor tlu^ Rtnab^fani-e w-ith tlieir intenae 
ideola^ but woven cm a Wiirp of modcrutiou and cam- 
mon sense, of bvnavalence and good taste^ 

Urbanityts the dominant note of ita civilization. Jt 
ia ilwirefom in "the Town that wt find ito fullest 
savour, and w e may look to Mr. Chancellor a [nig^Sp 
displaying ns tlioydo London in its luauifofdaspiicta, 
lor th& qtiinltSMmrc of English life of that age.

and variety of infortiiation dOigeuily garnered from 
itmumcrable aourc«s and not to be found ebewbere 
between two covom. It b no mean feat to iinrold oa 
be doea within the compat» of 260 fMiges n poiiommii 
oi London nud Londoii life In their multiple aspecta, 
the London nf JIarley, of VValpole and of Pitt, of Dry- 
don and Addison^ of Swift and Pope, and of Johnson 
and (ioldsniith, of ThomhilJ, of ffognrth and of Rey¬ 
nolds. of Wren ojul Hawksmoor, Gthlw and Ware, 
Chambers and Adam, the Lonion of the coffee Jio uses 
and sedan chairs, flowing ikTokeautjd aacques, and the 
London of tlieclul)#. Iiackuey coaohes, powderetl wigs 
and monittrous hoo\m. 

Silf. ChancelloFs chapters on the social life of Lcn- 
doii. its riianncfB and humours, of London at wmrk and 
at play, are excellently done and full of varied interest.

Ttothfrrhithep ttic Surrey sdc was ud 
expanse p( niartho* and inark^^t gardtfiiis, dotted witb 
isoiatc<l cottages iMtd. toadzide iniiH like the Eleplmnt 
and Caallc and t!ie Dog and Diiek aeftf tin? present 
llcdlv^m. 

(t waft a new tow'n, (or t he Great Fire hfid mdnced 
all that lay between the Tower and the Teiiijile. ami 
from the riVer to Cripplt>g?ipte^ Aldeisgate ftndXewgnte, 
to the Bani^ condition as that in whicli the Gomians 
loft the towns oi Franco and Pohmd, a wilderness of 
doe t a ml sm mild ering om here; and in spite of the p roud 
boasU of tlie inscriptioii on the Moaumeiit, it was 
not till a getiemdon had almost ftaeawl tliat Gio baiid- 
ings, re-firectwl from time to time within the nfea of do - 
vafttation» attiiLned to an jthiiig npproachingoontlii ujty,

IC the old tortuonsne^ and aarrow'neas of the tho¬ 
roughfares wore bat in a very slight degree mitigated 
in the iiew^ city, in aani tatiDn, in th^ pacing and clean- 
ILneas of itft streets, and in the siibstantiiil clmractCT of 
the general run of its bnildinj^, it was far in adTanye 
of itH predecesstor. And if the pictiwes^nedCfss of its 
timbered houses and many priceless examples ot 
Ctothio ami Jacobean architectnro were lost, the citi¬ 
zens of London might be protld with reasoii of the 
handsome edifices and monuments of brick and Ntom^ 
which lined tholr street* and s^uatiw and look^ out 
over the river. If the diiapidation of certain buildings 
amcked but not dcitroyed by the fire was decined to 
noccssitnto their robnihling in the next generation, as 
in the cnac of St. Mary Woolnotb^ and if cauMfis j^ueh 
a* the snppnsed exigeucieft of tralEc lad to the regrot^ 
table dcztniotionof such relics of tho Tudor age aftLud- 
gatc. Aldersgate and the Holbein Gnu*way in Whlic^ 
hall, the eighieenth century did not fail to replace 
them, or to beautify London with buildings, pnbltc and 
private, worthy of n great capital. 

How great but how &adly retluecd a irraj^ure we stiH 
possesa ift fturrivorTe of these wc may judge from the 
cliapter on Afchitcctnrel Belies of t\in Period. We are, 
alas ! like to see it further dcplr ted by the dcnioliLion 
of Devonshiro House and who knows Low many City 
ehurehest We need not be far ndv^ftficed in iniddln 
age to have known Dyiiii?c*& inastssrpicce at Kewg^te, or 
Webb'fl housiain Great Queen Stn-et, the Ikll in Hoi- 
Ijom. and the Tabard in the Horongh, and how many 
i]iore are the mnnumenta which could bt? admire^l in 
the elgliteenth eentur)' but hitve beon ftwept away 
without giving place to anything of eijual artistic 
value ! The Koval Exchangf^. Bethlehem Houpital, the 
Custom House, old Fifihnmngera Hall, Temple Jhir^ 
Northumberland Houm': at Gharittg Uroad, Uedfo^ 
House in Bloomsbury &|iiiare» Monmouth Houbo iu 
Kuho, and Carl ion House on the Mall are name* taken 
almost ut mndoiTi from the casualty list, whilu othera* 
aurh as Burlington House, i-hesterfipM House and 
Aymli^y House, have been traiismogrified olinost bc- 
ynnd recogniriou. 

Tn inatters nrcliilectiiml atchitecta may not alw^ays 


SCO eye to eye with Mr. CbancelJor. He too modestly 
uooeptft tiadirional c/irAcr of cririokm sTich as those on 
St. Jolin^i, Westmiuflter^Str -iVnne^B, Limehoufte, and 
Devonshire HoiiiBe X and one could wish that he would 
adopt more generally the indepe^euce of attitude of 
which he shows himself capable iu his defence of the 
unjustly maligned atecplo of St;Gecir^e^p, Bloonusbufy, 
itself so iiidepeadcnt of tradition. The towers of St* 
Mary WooUwth caniiOt, aa Mr. Chancellor states, havo 
been adapted in little from those of St.Sulpicjj (p. 196)i 
to which they bear littk if any resomblauce; for 
Hawksmocrift eburoh wna finwhed in 1 when Ssr- 
vandony w^ still a student in Italy, while his com¬ 
petition de^gn for the nevr facade datca from 173-^i 
and ifa execution—in a Bonuswhat diUcrent form— 
Iroiu some years later. Nor U itacon vindng ftn^^ation 
that it was the Chiericati Palace (^pdtYicricatipp. 15*)) 
which inspired Lard Burlington*a remodelling of lua 
to wn tnajisioD. Other works of Vnlladjo inViceuxa such 
as the PulazzoForto would seem more probable models* 

The chapter on the arte in the eighteenth century b 
a trilk disappointing in its tucngrcncaa, re^iolving iUelf 
Into little more than n summary. While arehitecturo 
and painting are adequately dealt with in other easily 
acceftaibic sources, one would welcome n mere ample 
treatment of the minor art* of the furniture makers the 
gold^mitbi the potter, the eaameller ond. the wi^aver. 

The liberal manner in which the eighteenth century 
drew upon the Continent for assistance in all the arts 
strikes ontr forcibly in the enumeration of artiita- 
But sculpture and mtude are perhaps the only art* in 
which they were BUpremo and ijilLspeufliblc.

For dccofiitiDna wc employed latgcly tlic talents of 
the Riccis and Saqiierreo, Ciprianis aqd Zucebb, 
and of innnmcnible earvera and yftnmionM awl the 
artl'^tio ctafts were to a great extent in foreign haJuU ■ 
hut in the mistreat art, with the exception ot Giflcomo 
Leonid the uainea am all native English, for Vanbrugh 
was Engltah hy birth if Fleiuish by deseciifc. And in 
[lainting, the England w^hlch produced Hogarth, Rev' 
noldft, Gain!i|>aroughp Romnoy and BlakOr and virtnally 
invented the artft of water eolour and mezzotint, had 
all tha brilhanoo of o great Bch^^ol without thn aid of 
Biich lofltte as was added to it by a foreign coloiiv com¬ 
prising the name* of Van. llnyiramH Canaletto, FnsMi. 
ZofTaiiy, Luutliorburg and Bartolozri.

Mailers Helaiinf} to Housing, —A very large proportion of the time of the CommiUee hiis been occti- 
pjed in diidlng wiiji questions from member^} iu« to housing work, and the fee^ payablo for the ^ame. 
The Committee regret that, in several eases that were brought to tiioir notice, it was evident that loea! 
authoritii^ were (ryiiig to make arrangements with urchitects on a basis of foes leaa than tho -^cale agrml 
betw^eeii tho Inst 1 l ute and the MiiuHtry pf Hoallh. The Committot? oomfider tliat hi any such case the 
architect conoemed should not accept less satisfuotory temcj of remuneration without fiist uominuni^ 
catii^ with the Institute and obtaining its dt'Oiaiom This has been done by several architects during 
the past twelve moutb;. One ease in which there has been a very serious midctcutting of tbe bousing 
scale, ill response to a nc%vapaper advertisement by a local authority* has been reported to the Council 
rccomnieiiding action umlor the By-law dealing witli prolcdsional conduct. 

As a re^iiU ol Several oomphiinhf by membchSp ihc Committee have rocommendjed the Coniioil to 
endeavour to obtain an iiicmose in the scale of fees payable for road and sower work, but no success in 
this direction has yet been achieved. Tho Committee, however, are gratided to note that thehr aotion 
last year in drawing the attention of the Comieil to tlio inadequacy of the scalo for housiog wwk on 
^scattered sitw in rural dEtricts ha^ rwulttid in a speciul mereoHe in tho scale in respect of w-ort thus

a national interest in sciftnce as a fundamental part of a general eduontion and as applied to the needs 
of industry. .\t the same time it is realt'sed that war involves special problums which should bo studied 
by soioniitic experts acting in concert. 

Besfarch IForl:.-’—^It will have been noticed that the Research Committee, which was a Conunitteo 
of Goimoil, no longer appears in the KatEKDAtt. Tbo Council considered the Research i'omimttoe 
unnecessary and thal the lienee Comtuittee could do its work, hut amongst the former LommittGe s 
activities Besearcb on the Attnoaphene Cortoaion of Son-ferrous MetaU has developed, and aitli the 
assistance of the Ihstituta of Metals and the Industrial Research Department, atdeil by suhscriptions 
from a number of mij)ortaui trade associations, a wholfi-tiine trained soLentist haa now been appointed 
and is beginning experimental work on this subject in Loudon. The annual outlay provided for is 
some £S00 a year. The Institute members of the Comnuttee controlling this nsearcb include its 
chairman, and it » the intention to prosecute investigations inlu the tanuahiug of builder s iron¬ 
mongery and other metal fittings on the lines of the valuable work already done on marine corrosion of 
condenat-r lubes. This work will take some years, but interim reports will, it ia hoped, be published. 

The Research Committee likewise made investigatious into the manufacture of glass suitable for 
pavement lights. Sjiecimons made three yeara ugo iu ibis country have been tested for such period in 
Irtmdoo and by the side of the maiBrial usually employeil for Ihrt purimse. The results of the trial 
show that the glass formerly used for this purpose appears to be more anccessfol than the specimens 
made for the tests. 

Cambridge ,9cJ!too(.—During the Session the Committee have been in touch with the .^tchiteoluni! 
School ot Cambridge, and several interviews have taken place between our officials and those nKpon- 
aible for the courses at the University, where in the Engineeriug School considerable facilities exist for 
tests on materials. Mr, Motillin, under rrofessor Prior, has invited the Commitlee to suggest problems 
of practical interest for experimental work. 

Owing to the post-war congesticiii at Cambridge, it has been necessary to make a wry modest 
beginning, but detail? of a few fiirajjlo yet valuable problems ot research have been arrangeii, and 
experimental work is to Iwgin as soon as possible, 

JJuiWiHj; .Stone Te^to.—In 1911 the Science Committee arranged, in conjunction with H.M. 
Cieological Survey, certain exposure tiste on a number of common building stonea. Saniplt'e were pre¬ 
pared and have item now for some ten years exposed to the London atmospbore, and inspection has 
taken place from time to tinic. Tlw Committee have made a furtber inspection this Session, ond a 
rB]iort hi now in preparation on the whole matter. Data, including an excellent series of photographs 
showing the condition of the stones at the begin n i ng and end of the period, and al>o of magnified 
portions of the stone facw. ute in the Committee a hands, together with tests on specific gravity, 
porosity, freeriiig, analysis and staining. It is not possible to include in this reiM>rt conclusions from 
thiwe data, pending further deliberations with the Survey authorities, but it h hoped that a full account 
may apptw laUw in the Jouhsm.- The whole of the expense and supervision of this valuable work has 
l«H>n umli'rtakeu by the Geological Survey, and the Committefi whshm to take IhL? opportunity of 
making acknowledgment to H,M. tieologtcal biirvey, and to Mr, ,1. Allen Howe iu particular. The 
seritw of photographs and tlie report wiU eventually be presented to the Institute Ubrarj', as an 
addition t<j an earlier illiLstritted monograph on Buildmp btou(#s prtwlnced by thobcience Coinmittcc

Fuel Economy and Nmfce .-JkotejncHf.—The Committee have bad under condd oration the Report on 
Coal Fire prepared by Dr. Margaret W. Fisheiidein D.Sc„ for the Manchester Corporation AirPoUutbn 
Advisory Board, Thi.* Committee have likewise had the valuable assistance of & personal mtorview 
with Dr, Margaret W. Fishnnden, and have disoussed with her the general terms of her Report on tho 
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Coal fire. Tbe Committee can only briefly refer to the wliiob are chiefly interesting to onr 

members I all of -which points are useW to remember in the design ot the room amt the house. These 
|>omts are as follows i

± Inner walls enclosing flues io be constructed of m good a condnctiitg material as praeticable, 
consistent with safety. 

fl. Outer walk to he made as effectively insulating i^o^^ihle.

Thoi*© members who wish to deal with tlik matter in greater detail can do so by a perusal of the 
report published by H.M* Btationecy Office. 

The Committee likewise have had under consideration the Interim Eeport of tlie Srmistr}- of 
Hi^th departmental Committee on Smoke and Noxioui^ Vapours Abatement. Some of tbe con¬ 
clusion-^ arrived at in the Eeport are as foUowTi: — 

That mean^ which produce little or no smoke ate avaiiabki and practicable for cookings beatitig 
whaler ^ md warming Tooms. 

^Umost without e^ceptiou the witnesses have condemned either explicitly or implicitly the old* 
fashioned kitchen range and back-ljoiler iiieflicient, wasteful of fuel anti labouTt and productive of 
smoke. 

That with regard to tbe irjuestton of domestic heating in general them h an absence of full and 
scientific knowledge. 

The Ministry of Health and Local Autboritiei^^ with tbe aid of Ibe necessary experts, Hhould can*- 
fully investigate tbe relative merits of particular in vaTying circumstances. 

That tbe Govemnient should encoumga the co-ordination and extension of research mto dQmi=^tie 
heating generally. 

The Science Committee point out that Um Report foreshadow.^ proposal for legislation on thh 
subject* more particularly in cctspect of two aspects 

1. The lH>alth of the^e living m towng ; there k no duulit from ilio mviiical evidence that the 
clearer and cleaner the atmosphere the better the health of a coniimiiuty, 

a* Tbe great waste whiob takes place in the destruction of all classes of building from the attacks 
of various deleterious eul^lances eonveye<i in a smoke-laden atmosphere. 

On the second point the Committee lire desirouit of cotteciing evidence bo as to be able to kIiow 
E ome relative co^ts in the upkeep of buildingB from this cauBOi and it k hoijed ibat any particulars 
which are at the dkjioml of our mem liars will be forwarded to the Committee. 

Tife Testing , — The Comimtt<«o have now made jirrotigemenU for the preparation of microscopic 
Bectiom^ of tileSr and hopes that, from observations on these specliuenj?, they may be able to indicate 
tbe general causes for certain defects in tiling. 

Disease in Tiiairr.—Since the last itejiort and Ihe appeal therein tbe rommittt?e liavo receiviMl 
several specimens of diseased timher, alt .showing special characteristics in their decay% These speci- 
meii«i are now under luve^fjgatiuti at South Kensington by I>r. (labaiip who has almid}*' rcadercd con* 
aiderahle help to the Commitfor which we widb to express our thanks. The Committee are Ukc- 
wise in communication with Dr. Chandler, Secretary of the Advisqrj-' Committee on Timbers of the 
Imperial Institute, and wish to acknowledge the valuable help already received m teferenct! to Mew 
Zealand timbers. A great deal of infennatiou has boeit obtained and in ermr^e of preparation for 
Bubinkaion to the mninbers of tlie ln-stitute j it h hoped that oA^ktauce may be given to the members 
in the many practical prohlemis wfiich afise during the coui^e of repairs tc htiildings, rjiore partioularlv 
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ill casps of decay caused by *' dry-rot " and "wood-boriiig insecl'S, As an iilnstrutioii, it may be mo¬ 
tioned that the use of a valuable preparation for kilUng dry-tot has been investigated as regards its 
effect upon plaster to meet the case of treatment of timber forniing the constmotional backing of 
di^omtive ceilings. The plaster was found to be materially uffeclod, and this problem will be celerred 
to the Arohitecttiral School at Cambridge for further investigation. 

The Committee hove had the benefit of a lull report from Sir hkank Baines on tlie metliod finally 
adopted for destroying beetle (worm) in Westrouister Hall roof. The preparation used b being tried un 
a fairly enteiiaive scale in a country seal in the Midlands by a member of the Coininittee, who will 
furnish a report at a later date. 

The Committee would pittiicularly draw the attention of members of the Institute to the request 
for further cases of disease in timber, and likewise for specimens of timber actually in course of decay. 

JrMpcrutf forestry Oow/erefiee.—Members of the Science Standing Gouimittee otteuded the opening 
meeting of this Conference at the tiuildhull, when the delegates submitted tbdr reports on the forestry 
of those parts of th« Empire which they represented. This meeting was addressed by the Lord Mayor, 
Vbcouut iiihier, Secretary of State for the Colonies, and liord Lovat, Choirmiiji of the Forestry Com- 
mis^on, and the delegates of those parts of the Empire which they represented. Jfono of the other 
meetings of the Conference were open to the reprcBeiiiativos of the Institute. The report of the nieetingp 
of the Confortuice is now published by H.M. Stationery Office. 

Empire Timber Erltibi(foil.—The Eshibitiou was of great interest, and it has been arranged by the 
Board of Trade to form a small iMfmHiijent eiihibitioii of some apeoimeus of wood. The Catalo^o of 
British Empire Timber contains a large amount of uiformatiou which is of the utmost service to 
arcbitccts, and meuibers would do well to have a copy at hand for reference. Phe price of the cata¬ 
logue is ±s., and copies can be obtained from the Department of Ovei^aa Trade pevelopmMnt and 
Intelligence), 35. Old Queen Streei, S.W.l. 

Chemical Socirfy.—Sinoo the last Report the Comitiittee have approached the Chemical Society on 
the subject of substitutes for some of the expensive tnateriivls commoaly used in the conitruction of 
laboratory and hospital fixtures, such m chwnicol benches, and also on the question of stoa^rdizing 
some of these fitting) and preparing definite specifications lor drainage materials for this special work. 
These matters came before the Council of the Chemical Society, os the result of which a Confemoe 'bow 
oonvened at Biiriiugton House mpicsfntmg this Society, the Board of Education, the Industrial 
Beseareh Department and the Royal Imitituto of Britwb ArdJtects, when a Committee woe appointed 
to investigate and report, This Comnutlee Las vluted a number of institulions and collected soma 
information, and hopes to report shortly upon action iind experimental work desirable, when another 
Conference will be colled, 

HEUORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING ,\ND HOUSING COMMITTEE. 

Sir Aston Wchli. P.R.A., was again elected Chairnum of the Comniittco ajld Mr. Walter Cave [E,] 
Vice-Chairman, the Honoruty Hecretories being Jfr. W.K,Davtdge[J,j andiIf.C.H. B. Qiienuall [F.|, 
the latter acting durmg Mr. Davidge's recent temporary abstnee in India. In viowol the fact that uTider 
the provisions of the Housing, Town Planning, etc., Act, ItUft, the preparation 6f a town pianniug 
scheme is made cnmpulfiory after .lanuury lUdS for uli towns with a population of more Lliaii l2<1,000, 
the In-Htitute Cfomicil have, on the ri'commendfttiou of the C^tmmittee, issued a circular letter to all 
Allied Booieties in Great Britijin, .Hiiggwtiiig the appoinlment of a Special Committee for each arf^a to 
keep in touch with the Institute and the local autht>rities, with a view to the appomlmont of a com- 
peto.nt architect hi t>ach case- 

The Minlslty' of Health have now issued amended town planning regulations, which are being wn- 
sidered bv the Conimiltee and any necessary representations will he made to the Miiiistrj as need urises. 

The Cotumitiee are plfosed to report that the Ministry of Transport have already taken action 
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with reg^itd to the comtruetion of arteiiat rondg lu the neighbourhocKi of Loiidoti^ and th^ London 
County Council are also in accord with the |jropo9aU. 

The [io??3ibility of utUbing nneinployed labour in the construction of the^o arterial roads ha^ been 
considered by the Ministry of Trunsport and the London County Council, anti the latter have decided 
to proceed with tho EJtham By-pass lioadp the work being now' in hand. A portion of the Western 
Avenue is also to be constructed by the Hajumerwunth Burough Council in connection with their 
housing scheme- 

On the recommendation of the Committee, the Instituto Council have addressed a letter to Sir 
Henry May bury, of IheMiiiiatry of Transport:, expressing gratification at tlie action already taken m 
arterial roads and suggestuig that regard should bo had in every cose to the additional toads suggested 
on the development plan of the London Society, and ako drawuig attention to the Thamesa-side Devo- 
iopinent proposals and the desirabiUtj of a new arterial read along tho Ess^^ side of the river, at least 
as far aa Tilburg'. 

The Comniittea are continuing to watch the various proposals brought forward by Govemnieui 
and municipal authoritii?$ with a n^vr to auch action as the Council of the Institute may think necessary, 

ItEPOHT OF THE CIVIC SUHVEY JOLNT COMMITTEE. 

Tho Civic Survey Joint Committee have had under consideration the disposal of the diagrams 
which were prepared during the War in the areas of South LoiicaBhire^ Y^orkshire and Greater Loudon . 
The Committee have decided, after consultation with tie Honorary’ Directors of the Sur%'eyg, to ofifer 
the Lancashire diagmiTu$ to the Regional Survey Committee at Maucfaejiter, and the Yorkshire diagTHmH 
to the Leedj? Corporatitm. I^'itb regard to the diagrams of Greater London it h propesjed to offer the 
collection to the London County Comicil, subject to the conditiou that they are available for inspection 
by local authorities and members of tho public to w^hom they may be of flerviofl. The Committee hope 
that the Londgn County Coiinoil will cany on the work. There has been a continually growing appre* 
dation of the use of the diagrams m conneolion with questions of municipal admiiii^tration, well 
os town development. Meanwhile, the Committee are glad to know that the Sociological Society hope 
to formulate a scheme by which certain a^pceta of the work may be continued.

Svb-CfmmiUees. —Three Sub'Clommittecs have been aj.i|ic>mtod by the Committee to report upon 
various mattcra and tho Counuittee tenders its thanks to the members whohaveaoted on these Sub¬ 
committees lor their liclpfnl work. 
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Iluiiug the Session the Committee htie de^t with 43 cotopetitions. lo abt co^ee the CQiiditione 
were considered to be satisfactoiy, in bit cases the conditions w’ere te\Tsed to the sotistaction of the 
Coniiuittee, and in 13 cases the Connnittee received the conditions at too late a date to taka usefnl 
action. In 12 ciieee the CoimciL have bnnned tlio competitions on the recommendatiou of the Com- 
mittev. In tourcufies the Committee'^ advice waesonght by the promoters before the issue of conditions. 
There are two competitious at ]>rcsent under consideratioD. 

Ififemoh'oMal f7onipefiIioiia.—The Committee has had iinder consideration during the Session two 
lutcmutional Compotitiona in which tlie conditions were at varbnee with the approved rogulatious 
govcniiug finch competiliou.^. No good result, however, accrued from the exertions of the Committee, 
owing to f Jre disn'gard by Cent mental architects and organisations of the agreed conditions. 

The Committee is gratified to report that there Is a growing tendency on the part of promoters to 
Send draft couditLoiK for conipetitioiis to the R.I.B.A. for appro vnl, or in ask its advice as to pro- 
cednn^* before entering upon the appointment of Assessor and the drawing np of the conditions. 

The Committee, liowever, desires to point oot that conditions for competitions are frequently 
receiveil for consideration by the Cnwmiittee at so late a date as to leave inadequate time to nogotiate 
with the promoters with a view to the conditions being brought into accord with our regulations. It 
would be of great assisiauee to the efFective work of the Cominittee if the Council of the R.I.B.A. would 
indicate to the members and Licentiates the importance of forwarding nf once a copy of all oouditions 
for comiH>tilbns whieb are being promottKj, 

It is sug(>esteil that this might effectively be done liy means of a letter from the Institute to the 
whole of t he Allied Societies calling their attention in very clear terms to the exiting difficulty. 

Oltatva tiorcmmcnf Building Couipefition.—The Cammiitee considerwl a complaint from one of 
the competitors whoso design bad been placed '* stating that in common with the authors of the other 
'* pbced " designs he had received very discourteous and unfair treatment at the hands of the pro- 
motor^. After investigation the Committee ^'ported to the Council the result of their findings and the 
Council briefcii counsel to appear in the case on behalf of the authors of the *' placed designs " in an 
action lo come before the Canadian tonita of Justice. ^ 

/fetidon h\D.C. Baths Cmnpefificw.—The Cominittee has had under considemtiou the complaint 
of H Licentiate (whose design wae placed first m this competition) in which he stated that ho had been 
unjustly treated by the promoterH of tliLs competition. The Coramtitee gave full consideration to the 
case ami made recommendntiotut t o tLo Council. The Council voted a sum of lOU guineas towards tho 
costs of the action in the event of the licentiate deciding to take the matt(‘r into the Courts. 

rrr»t!iiwis/or /‘nific Conipr/ihmis.—The Committee has considered (in conjunction witli tba Prac¬ 
tice Commit lee) u revision and mercase of the scale for thU work, and made its recomineudations to 
the Council.

The cfitiinated deficit wm £3,060, w'herefis the actual deficit amounted to £J id. It is most 

This, however, h 
largely accaimted lor b}' the Special War Examination and the Licentiate Examination fees. It is 
anticipated that the foraier may be a sotirce of income to a smaller extent for the nest two years, while 
the Latter automatically ceo.^. 

We are pleased to noU? that the Institnte premiseft have bi?eji revalued^ itnd such valuation now' 
stands at £7^^000- 

We note that a sum of £319 3s. 7d. waa received during the fimiuoiwJ year from the executors of the 
late Sir Archibald DawTiay, and w^e understand that the balance of ^,5U0 has sitid* been received. 

We jigain note with pleasunfr that the work of the Institute has bceu carricil out in a mo=it efficjcnit 
muiinor.

THE FINANCES OF THE ROY.AL INSTITUTE. 

‘The finalidni sluteiuenl appended to thu Report of the Coimcih together with the report of the 
Hon. Auditorst who make aii independent mvestfigation into the affairs of the Royal Iiwititutts will 
enable members to realise that the measures taken lost yt^ar to strengthen our financial position have 
been pucc«^^ftd. By the extTCi^e of rigid economy in every direction wc wore able to through the 
difficulties of the war pvjiod without incurring debt. But Iho retuiii of pvac4^ and the necessity of 
reviiiing all our normal activities and embarking on new ont^ made an increase of revenue essentiaL 
The uu^asares recommended by the Finance Committoc and propoeod by the Cocmcil to the General 
Body were nioderate, but they have proved to be adeqn&te. The addition of one guinea to the pre-war 
rate of each subscription and fee, and a proportionate lucteoiso in the cost of publications, should 
iiicrease our revenue from £14,447 in 1920 to £19,425 in 1921. Onr expenditure of £15p455 in 1920 left 
m with a deficit on tho year's working of £1>OOS* Our expenditure in 1921 eJiould leave us with a 
surplus of practically £1,000* A careful suparviaiou of expenditure is stUJ necessary, but wc are now in 
a position to act with inure freedom in undertaking now duties for the good of the profession.

the Bui Idt rig Bxhibi tion. Last year, you wn II retncmber^ 
this function was etitniated to one of Mis Majeatr'g 
Misistetn, Dr. Addison, at that litne reBpoueible for 
Ministry of Meulth; in that connection, with the ad* 
ministration of the i^tate hoosing scheme, and $o more 
or less directU'—'mote directly than mane thought lie 
should have been—with the building trade and its 
materials. That on this occasion thedutj'should have 
been transferred from such diatinguiahed shoulders to 
thewe of a working meiiihct of the indturtrv whose live¬ 
lihood deptids ujion its prospiity may’ 1 think, be 
fairly tukco as significant of chanj^ng conditions. A 
fair trial has been given to ]H>lidcians in their adven¬ 
tures into the field of technical comtiietce. and public 
opinion is preity unanimous as to their disastrous 
failure. 

I am weU aware that it was deemed uecessAry during 
the fighting voaia to ^ve free leiji to extra vacate in 
the Govemmerit departments. It niav ha^-e been eo 
necessary. I will only observe that marvels of accom¬ 
plishment are c'a&y when'i money is uhsdnted; it is in 
combining effimency with ccddoiuv that the work of 
the skilful technician diil,^rs from tliaiof the amateur. 
But the wur is long sinc'e at an end an regards timi 
firnt Btngc in which civil interests must stand aside 
that the soldicni' prenifitory needs may be aatislicd 
at any cost The worker replaces the fighter, n pfliring 
the loss and damage sustained in the struggle titid com¬ 
pleting the victory. Of al] workeni thom i none more 
valuable to the community than the huiHer; his 
ciaft reaches, and affects, every section of our smiial 
life; and the grant building industry, with its ancii- 
Inty' nmnufacturvs, employs a huge pro|)ortion of the 
iwpulation. Its im[Hirtance is attested bv the niag- 
nificent exhibition of its products for which’ wc have to 
thank, and oBer our conpatulatioiis to, Mr. Gravilic 
i^rontgom&ry. 

It would be idle to pretend that nil is Vfell with the 
mduirtry, but i tbiok Wr m»y take tome comfort, if 
not full satisfaction, from a cirmisirison of its preseTht 
state with that which existed at the o[icning of this 
exhibiiton last year. It was on that occasion, as vou 
will tetuember, that Dr. Addison uiimunccd his inten¬ 
tion to expcilite housing by enforcing drastlo measures 
against all who should venture to indulge in what he 
was pleased to term ” luxury " buildings; a proceed¬ 
ing which may be com|«red to stopping the mmute 
hand of a watch, in the hufw of accelerating tln-npcc t l 
of the seconds hand. The result has been wlint I fore¬ 
told, the minute hand of gene ml building lias bi'en 
checked, is sull checked by foolish restriction and ingu- 
latioifS. the iiicniased eniploynii'ut w hieh would indi* 
late lafnd progress in houdug is not perceptible. Tlcru 
in only one way to enlarge the scope for employment, 


and that is to free the industry from all (^vemment 
in^ference and encourage ev-ery kind of bui ldingoper- 

atioiiH 

For all that, stgua of iiupro vrtnent are not wanting ; 
there is a tendency to fail in prices ; in most trades the 
coat of production is reduced, for that Wat of all 
reaaoUs, better value given by workmerii for the wages 
receivi|d.: the understanding between eiuployers and 
^pitrutivea has steadily improvihd, llcspit^^ Dccaajonal 
diderenecn. Tbs inaster-biiJldi<r of the higher type is 
now juoniineht, who honestly derures good persona] 
relatiom witli the men and their unions, who does not 
regard them as mere " Imtida *’ for hlv itervice, but os 
fullilling, etimlJy with Iiimaelf, functions which are an 
essential part of a single organisation. To such wen 
t he operatives a re beemning resjMrnaive, slowly' at first, 
for they have long-estahlished simpicians to oveioome 
--iiieiuoriea of a time when little cofljurleration was 
shown to their grieraneee—but the leaven la working. 
The convocation of cmploi'ers, operatives and profea- 
aioiial Dien in the Whitley Council is beueficial in this 
resficct, but the machine is rather cumbrous, meetings 
iirc infieqmmt and it is not always easy for members to 
attend t heui. In Lond on, we have supplerneuted i t by 
n Building Industries Board, com posed tiJ repiescnts- 
tiTcs of the cmpfoyiers, operative-?, architects, and aur- 
ycyoni, which can be called ut a few days' notice ; and 
it has brought us all into most friendly imerconrw. I 
would like to s«e such inti mate and familiar gathenirgs 
es^.blishcd throughout the counln', where the ililE- 
cultics which ufleet us nil can be iscussed, without 
the rcEeryc attending fornjsl debate. 

The British race is pefulinr in itsoddictiun to com- 
ptoiitisc and the acccptaucc oi working airajigcnienita 
which thr [hnrties thereto realise to be but toniporarv 
ond unsrahle, rath^ir than to the st'areh for it jicrma- 
nent, sciiiiid and logical hnais of agrcenieiit.

If the actual cost 
proves lo be lower than tile tender, the difference ews 
into the builder's pocket; if higher, into thsi of the 
owner. The method has the merit of Bimplicitv : it is, 
in effect, a bet un an unforcacen ond mmoceitailiable 
fLturv. where tlic layer o t the bet owe pts the risk It 
differa, you will observe, cssenlially from the pmess 
of sale and piircbiue, when^ goods of known cosi to the 
vendor are cxchang^ for an agrveti sum, 

^This element of risk ia of vital iniportnm.'t to both 
the employer and the opt-ralives conoerned with fho 
erection of the buiUliug. Although the Inttar ni>ithei 
aitJfer by any ultimate Iom, nor hctiofit hv tho iirofit, 
on a tramiactioii to which thev am not parties thev 
largely control both tesults j but. while thiir wsam 
an. dinumslied by an amo^t which the builder could 
laiy jad hs not to tvserve it m a margin to cover pos- 
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ffible toss, the}" ar« not inorea^=»ed if the oaterpriaQ 
provftfi rcmuncrtitiv&t though they hiivie conttthy tq 
it^ ssucoes^s.

Lime. 

Before I he days of Port land ceuieot all oiir Imildings wi fe en'cW in lime mortar. The area 
of the top of the iS-mch brick cone to the domeof 8t. Paul's is about ISO square feet,and this suataiii# 
the cupola, weighing 7(M1 ions i hence the lime mortar joints must bp carrying more than 4 ton? in-r 
square foot, a weight whicb we should hesitate to ]>lace on nmiiy waits of modern brickwork. Cement 
is soientiticaljy iimnufaciureJ. and made to conloriu to definite and rigid specifications. The lime 
induHtry, on the other liand. is nmch as it was a bundl'd years ago. Lime is an incouvonient material 
to store and handle, and probiihly with Improvement and increased demand could be much cbwrper; 
but in .Anicrica. where the lime industry has made puormoUii ilerelopiuetits hi the last twenty years, 
Lbe bamt stone is hydrated and marketed as a dry hydrated screenetl powder, which keeps fairly 
well, (bn's )lot cxpaiid or fire, and carries as much sand in mortar as the ludiydrated lump material. 
\t the priiseul time.on aolual matmul oijly.alxmt £l a rod for et|aal eomiition of transport can be savcil 
by the use of liroij in lilace of cement in brickwork. Muri‘ imi>orlant, however, is (or oughl to Iw) llie 
saving in wages in building in lime, as a man can work with it modi mote rsipidly. A bricklayer of at) 
years’ experience recently questioned put the saving in blwnir at one-tliird. 

The pipiliort.s of imptovitig our weaker liuics are becoming forgotten. In IHofi a patent was token 
out for Scott’s i'emtnt, foruied by the mere uddilion o( a little gyp-stim to stone lime. Tests are avail¬ 
able showing that the st n-iigth <hf mortar cnu lie thereby inon* than dcnibL'd. Street used such mortar 
in 18T8 in building the Law t’oorts, but 1 have not found anyone converFant with this material at the 
present day, 

8'rONE. 

Piihlic interest lias been lately much aroused on llie qutwliou of the decay of stone in our mitional 
bnildin^. ()nr Science romimttee have had thLs subject in hand, and, thanks to the pmerous co- 
ojienvtion of H.if. tieoJogical ??arvpy, the result# of a ti'iiycaiu' exjhwure test o)> a number of common 
balldiug stones are now under coiisiderntioii. 

The disinlegmttng iulluemwi wbieh afTect stone in buildings give rise to great expense and trouble, 
ami the nsiKKUi.w etuploywl are by no meuiiii idwasu satisfactory. Most tnwstoues take a skin hardness 
after iiunrryitig, dui- fsKsihly In the dtqHMitioa of solid liodies ije.ar the surface on the e\a(pOration 
of the "quarry sap.” This skin once removetl never jieeriLs caiMiVile of re place nient, ami theft' is 
iitwaysadiinger, in applying solutions or eheniicals which result hi pri'Cipitatton, of obtaining a skin 
whicii by further diimteynition hecointfs detaohed from the stone, leaving it worse than iiefote. I 
fear we slitill W told that much of our OKhiteclura! oniamenl in stone involveti the use of material 
ill a ttiamier vi'iiich can only lead to decay thronyh ItHlgement of dirt and moisture mm in a com¬ 
paratively iiuioouous atmosphere. Probably ihe pliysical characiers of stone im* more inqiortant 
than chemical difTerences in composition. Bath and Portbiid stone are very similar chenitcallv, 
and lire both oolitic, and it may he left to the minenilofpst and crystallographer to explain the great 
difference in llidr weathering propertii'S. Again, compaciHPSii is no critorion of dumbiliiy i for 
e.xaniple, KcUoti stone, with it# large, roundiHl grairai, weathers in town utmospbores better thau some 
atones more dense in chanioier. The durability of a ^itone often ilepciid# much moft> on the cliaracter 
of a small percentage of cementing material than on that of it# main ingredients. Scientiits have yet 
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told US little about the real meaning of odbeision and cohesion, nnd we seem a long way from any 
St and arils by which to measure these important propertied- 

BbIOKS ANO TlbiKS. 

We ace all conversant witli the disuHtrontt d'dccls which often occur only after someyeuts hi roodug 
tiles. I'his subject again our ^ence Committct‘ has been endpavouring to tackle, and has colh^clcd 
a number of defective samples, thanks largely to the assistance of Mr, (.Treville Moiitgouicry. A 
careful n^port is wanteil on the conditions of miinuiacturc and an investigatioit into the subject of 
shelling, lamination, and the effect of shipe angles, and ctimatic ooiidilions. Why should the old tiles 
luift 150 yeanf, while many modem ones are hardly aide to stand a .single decade *? 

The u'ntiderful condition of certain old tiles after a century of wind and weather is ascribed liy 
some to tho mellowing of the clay before use. This mellowing can only mean ^Hmtegralioii and 
chemical chaiigi^, including tlie removal by solution of undesirable ingredients, and there eeems no 
reason why the chemist should not seriously tahe up this subject with a view to romoviiig the loss and 
«,mbui3A.'isuienti rosulthig from delectn in oomposition. As regards pressed tike it must be remomhered 
that almost any sulistaiice tends to lamina to imder pressure: even such a homogeneou.s inalerial as wax 
will show this effect, 11 would bo interesting to discover whet her any relation exis is betwee o dura bjlity 
and plasticity, a property much intluenoed by hydrated oxide of iron and eartxmaceoiis matter as well 
os by the amount of true clay substance—kaolin- Bricks use<L in such vast ^nanliiies iieijuire more atten» 
tion as regards impuiitieij such as appreciable fragments of lime and objectionable soluble sulphates. 
The danger of lime b bricks and tiles, of course, arises from the great expansion resulting in the presence 
of nioisture. When in minute fragments the porcuaty of the materia] 1$ usually tiufllcietit to admit of tlua 
expansion, Imt when Uine is present in pieces of appreciable sisn* oracldug or bnisting must result. Lime 
cart'iiilges, indeed, were us^ before the days of gunpowder for blasting. Fortunately lime is very 
eiLSily detected. 

The " salting ” of bricks agjiin, due largely to sulpliate of mnla, often lias disastroii.'i effects on 
decorative work, and tliis ofiloreseeat material may be fonned by fanlty hriag and bad coal even if 
absent in the original clay. 

Tiubkr. 

Timljer in its converted condition is a iimterial upon whicli many reseurehes iirv nrgently neetleil. 
.Most of our other inateiiaLs are of ndneral origin and their decay is due to oxidation or other ehemical 
rrvHCtions which limit the filhl to the work of the chemist, physicist nn<t mineralogist. Hero, however, 
we havu nn organic edible Hubs lance open to Ihe ravages of insects and fungoid grow'ths. We ate all 
convorsout with tin* defects produceil by iKvring beetles or wnim, tlioiigli ihe work of these imiustrious 
insects is ofti>n negloetcd. ^ Many of nnr fine oM roofe and much hidilen sinictural linibtr falls a prvy 
to these creatures, and we ore all much iniU'bted to the reHuiirntbcs of Sir hVank Haines m tho extermi¬ 
nation of biivtle at Wtvitnuiiisltfr Hall and for his rendering this exjiciicnce generally available. Dr, 
Italian,of the Natural Hhilory M«-ti‘Uui.h»s rvisently issued a vulua We pamphlet un the vaiiouH kuids of 
lieetitf and their habits, hut there l« miicb yet to Ufani. Mora diro ami urgent is 1 he terrible licoiiigi* of 
dry-rot caused bv the fungus ^ferulios, which ahuost amounts to a natioiial plague,mudi occentiiatiHl 
siucse the war ust thc result of llie use of sappy and unsfantaied timlver and tlio inovitaWe neglect of 
jiroperly which has ofttai iiUowi'd delorioratiou toextondso far I hot iiiHiifticiimt protection from weather 
Inis resiilued. Whai the aimnnl cost of this pest is it would be unwise to hassard, but as a mere unit 
among our many brothron I have seen probably ii doJSttn cases ini'Olving repaita amounting to many 
thouHuiids of pounds In the liwt twelve monilis.

The results of thLs experiment do not promise to be satUfiictorv, 
but it should really now be possible to produce a tratisfuirent medium able to rosist abmsion. which

.Mr. Eilwanis*B IxHsk, with thcr dct^dtfully harmless 
apivamnev of iu tiUu, is like a iKimbshell dropiied bito 
a group of sdumbroiLsIy iiieHneti gendemeu, dlous- 
toijieri to tjikc their Iciaure and their arts eomly—so it 
In bttlc wonder if the hasdly ti wakened cridcs should 
displuy iheir annayanct; in bull-like (one might almost 
write " John-Bu3!‘like foi»ns of ili^iit.

MESOPOTAMIA; ARCHITECT I* BAL IMPRESSIONS OF A RECENT TOUR.

A t tbtj present ixsoteent, Tchea the [lolitical feie and future governance of JfesfipoiiUiiLa are 
mutters of uusdons speotilatiou, it JUJiy seem rash for u mert artutt to offer hie imprefstons of a 
short visit to that loiid of the rivers, uiiose plains have, from linie immernoml, uitncpsed the 
advent of so iiiaiiy an««flsn'e invaaons, Ajwyriau, Persiaiv. (ireek. Bonian, Arab, and Turkish, and 
whose history rings uith the futefal ctiimoare ol the rise and fall of so many great and powerful dynasties, 
Assyrian, Babylonian and Sassaniftti, It is, howler, to the visual asiwct of existing things, and the 
urchiteotuTOl vestiges of Mesopotamian history, that I venture to invito your utleiition, and I should 
perhaps expEin, ut the outset, that my tour in that country was nnderlakcD without the least reference 
to its architecture or archaeology, hly task was lo mapeet tIi<»o sad vesiigre of the war-our miUtaiy 
cemeteries, to report upon them, and advise as to their prmaneiit form. This task-and happily 
for me—implied travelling over a great deal of tliis most interesting hind, and visiting not only its 
principal towns but spending some time near many of its most ancient and notably historic aik'S. 1 Iwd. 
however, very littlo leisvire, and therefore have to ask your indulgence if what I have to show and 
describe to you, together with my eommctits and impressions, are somewhat suporfiotaL 

In the few weeks tlmt intervened bclween my appointment by the War Craves t'ommisdoii and 
mv chilly embarkation on a military transport at TilbuiT, on 81st October 191^, I had lit tie leisure for 
ATcliieoIogioal study or preparatiem of any sort, other than technical and official, for the opportuiulias of 
mv tour. The w»r[ and Iho happenings of ihe initially tragic mid finally glorious campaign in Mesopo- 
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tAinia, Imd taught us ail soniAtiung about jils gMgraptiy. TiVe were all aware of its intimate <»nnniyt T<m 
with tniidi of Old Testaait'nt iibtoiT, and njost of m, I hope, knew something of Layani's and Rawlin-> 
Bon'a liiidft in the British Museum, and the wondera of Assyriun art to 1 m> seen there. Nineveh,Babylon, 
Nimroud, Kliomabad and Ashur, Ur of the Chaldees, Cteeiphon, and Setenoia were known, iierliape, 
in a minor degree, though rtmeat Lis lory Lad niudo the second of thi^e detuiitely and |»ainfiilly in* 
ter^ting by ito mere locality, BaghiUd, Mosul, and Bimsora were familiar to ell readers and lovors of 
The Jmbian —tlial is, 1 bope, to every one in this rtxmi ^ and the los t-jiamed, under Hio oitrtnLled 

title of Basra, Is now as well bnown by name a'j Southampton or Singapore. 

It was for Basra, of course, that I was destined, and, after some four rather uncomfortable weelti 
on our very orow'ded old K and 0, boat, crammed with olficers, and with wives and children, and 
prondly bearing no fewer than IS Generals, we made Bombay. 1 bad the good fortune to get ttaiisforreil 
immedbtely to a welUfound and charmingly oflicered ship of the British India Co., and six more ve^ 
warm days of sailing brought mo to Basra at the begiiimng of BecemLer. 1 had reflected rather dismalij 
at Port Said that at that point, and about a furtnight out from humo. I was within 7<K) miles, tw Bios 
the crow or the aeroplane, from Baghdad, and that I hail still, by the route ordained for me, well over 
5,000 mil*- still to travej in order to get there, TL© journey by aeroplane Lmi been done in seven Louis; 
that by sea took me three wet*k4. 

When we bad passed Pao, swung over the bar at high tide, and urnre forging up the wido waters of 
the Sbatt-el-Arsib, with its margins of tall leathciy reedi, its forests of palm groves, and dilapidati'd 
bonds and mud walls, I woj? keenly on the watch for bnilduigs of any kiitd. There were none to be seen 
for miles and miles, except what at fii^t eeemed to me to be occooinnal shabby ruined houses of mud, 
which appeareil to be without roofa. This appearance, as 1 soon found out, was illusory, hut the mud 
roofs being Hat and without cornioe or parapet, the walk seemed to bo merely cut off and imcovered. 
The creek of Mohammerah, with its picturosque jumhU- of graceful Arab mahailas, with tlieir forw'aid 
raking ma^its. charming corvis of Lull and high window'wl poops—a retijinLjccnoe, I think, of old Butch 
and Portuguese ahjps—-©oou gave place to the hi^-built and pretentious yellow brick {fatace of the 
Sheikb of MolianmieraL, who politely responded with one gnn when wo dipped out Hag to him- Basra 
soon appeared as a huddle of masts, spam and funnels, backed by palm trtow, over which soared the 
four great standards of the wireless station. 

I w'os kindly met, and lakon in and done lor, and next day bi^gau my official inspections. These 
lasted more or less, with various interludes of short journeys by car or motor launch, for almut a 
fortnight, when, having had a loathsomely ug^y hut comfortable stern-whiiel cl earner, and its seraings 
and Indian crew, allotted to us by the Commauder-iii-Chief, the Birectorof Works and tnyaclf ateauied 
off up Tigris on our gradual progruss tuivord Baghdad. 

I should here remark thai tJioH verside place we call Basra, with ita thffie or four miles of wooden 
piers and quays, repairing ducks, yards, sirliug and sheds, is not fio^ra at all, but a compound of the 
town of Ashar and the village of .Maghil. Tlic real Etosra lies a mile inland, forsaken by the over- 
shifting river, but reachable hy a creek which divider it from Ashar, and is kfiuw'n by the name of the 
latter. It retains a good deal of its old waUs, mostly of smi-dricd brick and mud, to which the purl i»Uy 
enodroliug ert^k forms a moat, it Las dirty piol uri*stciue kiraara, narrow shabby atroets, wide shabby 
])laccs <irirregnhir squares, a liutlured distiiablouking mosniine or tw'o. It is difficult todiscrinunato 
clearly helw-oen Basra and the old parts of /Vshar, which are much tlio same. Takoii as one place, 
it is o dilapidated, ill-buUt, ont^at-olhows town, strongly Turldsh in general effect, like the shabbier 
parts of Salonika before the tire of 1917. 

There are tho sanio tlat-toppcicl houaes with square projettiiig jealously latticed windows on the 
upper floors, atid a few narrow barred windows below : there are the occasional smartish new houses 
of tho wealthy, built in pale yellow brick much like that of Staines, hut veiy- inferior, and liaving large 
heavy doors of Indian wood, sometimes much panelled and carved, and giving glimpses, when open, of 
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quite inapoauiff courtvani} with elttbomte wooden gallericsi. But the general effect ia of dilApidation, 
dust, and heat, the briglitest conceivable of blue skios, the blackest of siiadowa, yellow hrickwotk! 
luftiiy mud hovels, hoi^s nnd balconies painted pink, ycUow, green or blno ; the whole piotonalij' 
redeeuntd by the chartoing lines and colours of Arab dresa, and the shifting kaleidoscope of huiuaiutT, 
with its ttttetidunL animal cort^igo of camelii, horses, mules and doiikeys. 

Dust everywhere, when it isn't mud, as it very quickly is within a few minutes of the heavy raiu> 
fltortms ( hut conic swctqjmg up from the Persian Gulf. At Basra, and in " Jlesjiot ” generally, tlic dust 
of uti torthy to-day is the mud of a muddy tc-iuorrow. Ashur Greek, which is as muddy as the rest, is. the 
bast bits of it, at any rate, as picturesque notwitIialanding aa much of A^eiuceand most of Amsterdam. 

1‘roiii Basra a sunny afteniuon and ft jiart of the evening brought us up to Qumah, on a palm- 
studded delta boLween Tigris and Euphrates, which Join thete to form the Sbatt-el-Arab, and the 
jH-puliirly reputed and quite indefemsibW Garden of Eden, There are serpents there, Tm told, ftml 
Evft} 1 dare say, hut no garden. There is, however, the Tree of Knowledge, a nalihuk, perhaps 2(Ki 
yeaoi old, withered and absolutely dead, hrotou olT dose to the tarth a few weeks after we saw it by 
roysteiing domobilbiwi and deiuomlLscd Britons, who cliin bed, inebriate and glorious, in to its uninviting 
liranchcs and fell with it to tho ground. It has since been set up again in concrete, and I received a 
photograph of it lost Wi<i<k. 

, . Qumah is n jiiece of arcluti'cture, and one of the most tdittnuhig objects on 1 ho 

Tigris, with its beautiful blue*tiled dome, its pioiuresque outer walls and Courtyard, and itn happily 
placed frees. This is the tomb of the Prophet Ezra, held in great reverence alike by CiiriBUatm, 
.Mahouiefluns and Jews. 

Not far above Kut, and alter various halts for inapeetion of many sad vestiges of war, treadi- 
aeored haltledebD and ^oups of graves, wo saw with some excitement", in the distance, on Iho dead 
fiat of the left hank, the startlmg silhouette of Ctosiphon Arch, the sotn- remnant of the un-at ualaoe 
of the Ghosroes. 

If you will refer to the aduiirahle tlrawings Xoa. 3 ami 4 of ilr. Lionel Muithead, luado in ]8lW, 
you will see that at t hat tlale the greater part of the facade, tho arch of the great had, and the fronts 
of ita wings, were intact. Jfr, PJleu£ Spietif, in hia accoimt of liassauiaii arcldtecture, savs that the 
right-hand or north-vaiittni wing, which is misisingiQ my photograph of December iDlP.'was blown 
down in IdlHb There was almost no brick ddbris on the ground when I visited the ruiiw. but much 
indubitable Cieeipbon brick in village waUs, culverts,and the tombs of a neighbouring native cemeteiy. 
However, during the ages that have succeeded the sack and min of Ct^sriphon—a large town with 
oxteuded walls and many Jluildings—simitar bricks were prolmbly to be had for the mew getting. AH 
along the hikse of the left or south-west wing, which alone rcuioins, the luicks for a depth of abom a 
fool—and they are mostly almut 12 in. square by about 21 hiohes to 3 inches thick—have |»en pickwl 
out. The bricks are of a c| iiiet red colour, much like some of our seventeenth-century bricks, and witli a 
similar rongh faeo—very hard, nduiirably burnt, aud set in adminible cement, 

The palace was built by Chosrocs 1. Fergnsson gives the date as about a.o. 55(1, ami since the 
iirsi Chosro(«' reign was from 531 lo 570, IhiB is prubahly about right. The groat vaulted haU was 
over ICO feet long by 68 to 84 feet wide, aud vaulted with a roughly elliptical harrel vault 85 feet Li^h 
to the crown of tho arch. The total width of the palace front was about Si3 fcc-t, and nearly or quite 
IH) feet high. Tho side walls of the hall I found to he 28 foot tliick. Tho remaining front wall is 
about 1G fuel (hick. The great arched ciitmnce of the hall apiware to havi- been always open. It is 
coujecturoii that it was screened by a great curtain, which 1 can hardly believe. 

It sceuis to me that tliw hall, facing caiit by south as it does, could only be penetrated to the rear 
(<Ufl by the low early mornmg siui, and its builders were suii-worshippors, so that the lirst rtya of tho 
risen sun would be wolcome. During the hot weather and after early morning, almost the whole of tho 
interior would be in sliadc; a great part of it w-as so when i look my photograph at about J1 o'clock on 
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thfl SEst Deciembfr. the hall probably served not only as a magmhceiit vestibuJe to the variooa large 
chardbers of tb^ palace, but as a hall of audieDce and for feastuig* the otMieisrfty of shade imder the betue 
sun of Mesopotamia is obvious. 

The purpose of the ten side dmmbens, about BO feel loug by 20 feet nide^ and the method of 



lighting and ventilatmg therOi is a matter for conjecture. They may have been guard roomE, treasure 
roonis or deepiug ehambei^ for the winter# or even prbons i fKjme of them may have conlamed tho 
staircases leading to the upper floors. They have now entirely disappeared# and it k only the bonding

of Uieir whIIh to the outer hal] vails, and their foundations, that iTidioate thetr form. Themuch-aro&deil 
front liaa no window openings. It fg a more dead fafado of imitaUve Itoman design. 

The conslmction of tho great vault u vur^ in teres Ling, mid afTnrds a Hue Held for speoulation as 
to the methode employed in building it. It must be remenibercd that timber of a kuid or of lengibs 
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{tafficient far scaffolding iu tbe Wwstem waj", and plank? for centcrbg, wora iini> 0 !$sible to obtam. 
It is therefore extremely probable that, as has boen conjectured by aoverul authorities, it was built 
without anything that ■we should call centeriug. 

M- TUculafoy s section shows that f hearoh ringii all incline towanln t he inner or north-west end of the 
hall, though, according to iny own ohservation, he makes the angle of indumtion much too acute. The 
fact that the riiig.'i do ineluie leiuU inevitably to the supposition that the thick end wall was first buih, 
and that each sncoeeduig rijig leaning back against its predecessor received so much sqpport that 
centering, in the strict sense, could be, and was, dispensed witiu 

Yon will notice, however, llie sis paralkd rows of hides on each aide of the vnuU. These have ^ven 
rise to much oonjcclure, Mr. Pheni Spiers ttiinks they were holca to admit the chains snepeudiug bnipa, 
It is statwl that in the sack of the palace in a.d. 647 a number of silver Iain])is were amongst the boo tv. 
The fact that several, tlioogh by no means all, of these holts coiiiain earthenware tul>es, lends colour 
to this, My own conjecture is that, wlmtever their subsequent use, they may have been originalh' the 
holes into wliich scaffold iHjIes were fixed, " punnet holes,” as we call them, and their leguiarity of 
spacing horizontally and vertically abets this view. Scaffolding of some sort there must have been, and 
thw quite probably consUled of pultti stems, which arc still occasionally used for this purpose, atid for 
rough bridges, etc., iu Mesopotumia. 

These could hardly exceed from 35 to 40 foot in leogt h, and would need stiffening by a good deal of 
cross-bracing, but it seems to me extremely likely that the vault wa,s stayed from the ficaffolding, 
without centering, and that tlie admirable ttuality of the cement used, with tliis asristaDce, secured 
the process of building. The Persians of tlioSassaruau dynasty, il tbtfy did not employ Arab workmen, 
us they probably did at Clesiphou, most likely relied to a great extent, do tho Arab builders of to-day, 
on the wonderful sticking power of their cement. 

It is obvious tliaf in the sixth century good luel was obtainable for firing at Ctesiphoii, as it nnist 
have beeu two tbousaodyeais before that at Babylon. Its absence to-day, when ull woods and forests 
have Jong ago vanished, is one ol ilis mam reasons for the softness and friability of the pasty-lookUig 
modem Arab brick. Tliero is no aviulahb fuel but desert scrub, which is borne on donkeys frequeutly 
from a long distance, .knotber reason, I behove, is tlie bisufHcient puddling of the clay, which is fuU of 
salt or saltpetre. You see it Reaming like hoar frost over the dry earth along the Tig^. As to mortar, 
there is plenty of liineatone at Hit, on i ho Euphrates, and also, I boliovc, farther north and w«el, in the 
Jobol Hamrin ridge, and round Mosul, but it is diflScuU to convey in quantity, and therefore costly, so 
that, at a little dfidatiiM^ Iroiu a navigable waterway, building is apt—in Mesopotamia—to be verj’ poor, 
and the average native material is mu d for walls and roof-covering. 

1 have dealt at some length vrith Ctesiphon, as still being, though now u more fragment, the mo^t 
striking and interesting ruin in^lijsopotaniia.and the ma^t striking vestigo also of thesbort-ljvvd Neo- 
Peisian Empire, 

Tbedistant view of Baghdad, with its largesquarc-toppedliou.-ics and its uunorcts rising aliove the 
palm topsalougUio banksof thvbroadriver,is imposing, and I certainly found it exciting. Butits river 
uspoc t« are i ts on ly stat ely ones. Int ensely picttinesque it is «t every turn and con taining many beaut i- 
ful domes and minateta, but most of its streets are voiy narrow, and some of them very ai|iialJd. Tliere

built at the end of the eighth c^^niury probably, RinceHaroun 
reigned fnnii a.o, 7fcf6 to bfi'o, imt I doubt if much of the origimil 
structure remains. 

You will notice the rows oi projecting cn;>cket^ or acrotcria. 

These are features winch ap|>ear in both these examples^ and also 
in the similar tnmb roof over the grave of the prophet Ezekiel at 
Kiiih on thei^ciithem Euphrates. In these Jiist hvo in.^tiMict^ the 
niches are astride those of the conm below, ioi^teAd of arch over 
arclifts in Zcjbeide's, And in E»ekiel*a tomb the mch«* are expressed externally by shallow arches, having 
less therefore of the vt^etable eflftnjt of the round brick niches. Ae to the crockets or projecting 
heade to niches, I have my own surmise. A pari from their dccomtiva effect in arresting the un 
effect frequently gained in Western church spires by crockets, h\" small donner windows or decoralivc 
baneb^ it must he remembered that Arab builders have pot the luibit of complete external ^uffoldinp 
such as we employ* They built chiefly from rongli stages inside their walk. It is obvious that it

] hav^e now to deal with whatp to me, h one of t he most ioteresf lng biii]d.tngs in Baghdad or indeed 
in Mesopolaima. ThL^ is variously know^n as the lilian Ortniah. or the Anqf Khaii, a superb brick 
warohoRBe for storing merelmudiBo brought from a diatatice by caravan or boai> and built in 135M by 
ifarjivn ibu'Aixliillah ibu .\bdul Hahinan, a freed ?i1ave of a snlton, w ho bocainie rich. He founded this 
klmn as an ondowment for the ^ilarjau mosque near which w as built two yeani earlier at hb cost, and 
boiicath whose dome he is buried. Jlr, Miiirbead's clrawing jTo, iu gis-es an excellent impression of the 
interior, wdiirh is a little over 40 feet wide. 

The roof i^ ver>' tnlervi^iiig, and rt^seuible^ that of the ruininl pabci^ of Taq-Eivan in Persia, being 
It brick barrel vault intersected by n double tier of dormer window’s at intervals, reducing the roof 
praoticaliy to a series of broad trans verse arches* bctw^eeti W'hich the upper-dormers are carried by cross 
arches, the only extra light, plus perpetual ventilation» being the brick latticed opening at one aid* 
and a small high-placed window' ut the other. This is really a noble galleried hail. It would make an 
admirable church. Along lt.s aides are tvro floors of lock-up chainlM!!^ formerchanilise, the upper rdom$ 
reached by the gallery. Its rent is immensely high, and its teuaut makes a good thing out of the fees 
for letting secure housing space to canivan contractors and merofuwita^ I believe. Extemally it m so 
built up against and smothered by the shops of the bazaars that little but its very odd-looking roof 
visible. 

Four mde^ or so upstream from Baghdad, on the right bank, and attuinable if you will by an 
antique dotible-di^cked old horse iniin. h Kazimaii], a most notable place< a kind of little Musulmah 
oskthedral city, its narrow md tbeatrically picturesquo slreers and unlikely houses well its 
roost attractive bazaars being crowded muud and up against tho sacred courts of the great mosque. 
Here are the toinbf^ of the 7th and 9th Mhia Iiniims, Musa ibu duTar, and his grandson Mubammad ibu 
MIL Tbiis is one of the great pilgrimage places in ^lesopotumia, or Iraq it is easier to call it, md the 
mosque is one of I ho Cbeat, if not the ven' in that oomitiy. The slirine axis tod in the tenth 
cejitTiry, its buildt^r unknow-n j it was plundered the populace of Baghdad in the eierventh, but 
restored sixni ivfrer, Niisr-ud-Din, Shah of IVrnia, caused tlie t^viii douu^ to l>e plated wuth gilded 
copper* and the minarets also to be ricbly gilt. 

Some 35 to 70 miles up the Tigris* on t iio left bank, is the unoient and most curiously intorestiiig 
towm—Sainaml—lying a fow^ miles north of the ruins of Opis, 

Sikinarm is built dose to llie river kmk* which heroh? ooriiposed of a sort of natural concrete or 
coarse conglomerate of pebbles, Thb has Iwn cut into, and, so to speak, built up and fortified with iis 
ow'n material in such n way that it is difiicuU to dkcrimitia|& acouraidy betwroen the works of nature 
aiifi of man. My slide shows the cliff dike bank, with the ancient nu^cevaldookiug gsito tower of the 
Persian enceinte. The town, abi^otutrly enclosed by its bastioned w'alLs of tniid and brick, with their 
curious Gliihelline-looking batilements, is a conipiwjt, rather pkasanl-lookinglit tie place, huddled round 
a big nios<|ue with a gilded dome and tall minarets.

Kome half-mile or to its nort h-ett^L and bard by fbe romaius of the great wralled court of a 
demolislnHl mosque, is the moat singular tower 1 ever saw. This spiral of solid brick seems to bo in aU 
probability of Persian origin, like the ruined palace a few htmdriHl yards away on the river bank, and 
ijorving some ritual purpose of sun worship. Its top w'ould certainly be an admirable place from which 
to greet the riaing smu It has a spiral path about 6 foot wide winding round it from the base to the 
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summit, where there is a sort of little ciretilur pen. Having tyiled to the lop, I 4iould Judce it to be 
some to SO feet high. From thin height one sees the extraordinan' lAln-mith of aligned inoundji, 
which i^ent aerial photogmiih phms, and notably those published explained bv C'oiuind Jh^Haelv

From Saniaira, which has a station of thm naBie on t he German Baghdad railwaT, that runs along 
the oppo-utu bank, it is easy to get aa far towards iloauJ a* the railhead nt Kalut Shergat, ilistani 
so^ four milK^ from tl^ site of ,\shur. ancient capital ol Assyria. \Ve were, perhaps fortunately, 
defamed two nights at Shergat, on account of rain.

1 have, so far, dealt with the towns und 
sites on the Tigris. I now propose to say a. lit tie, aud lo show a few photographs, rebting to those upon 
the Euphrates, nf which I saw less, hut which, of couree, include that tremoudous centre of hLstorical 
inten'st — Babylon. I shall at once disciaim aU mteution of offering you out of my scant knowledge, 
and after my lew boors' visit to tile central site of Babylon, anything more than a low obaenations 
upon the architectural mid sculptural remains there, and a few photographs of detaibi. 
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the south of tb# rite of Babylon and is a salient imd sut- 
prising feature of tbo liuul scape, i^ir Henrv Layard 
tbongiU it probable that the brick tows>r. sloittered 
and ruinous^ was the culjuifiaiing feat iiri^ of a great ilvc' 
temioed palace, whUe Hir Henrj^' fiawlinson believed it to 
be Ihe ruins of n temple of Xefoo erected by Nobucbad- 
ti€r/.£ar and bnitt m seven stages repreiicnting the seven 
planetary sphert^a, each sphere being represented by a 
typical colour in emmelled bricks. Layard i^ay^ that frag¬ 
ments of stone, inarbJo mid basalt are scattered about the 
mound. The Tower of Babel may. however, liave been 
at Babib to the north of the niolEi cent rat rniiia^ The 
Kasr, or palace, with its remains of roads, of gatewoi-s, of 
Xohnehadnezaar's hanquetiiig hall, md of the fatuous 
hanging gardens, supported by brick piers and arches, 
absorbed most, of our attention, and notably the great 
piers of the gate of (he g^xldejjs Eshtor, and the splen¬ 
didly preserved and beautiful reliefo in brickwork of bulls, 
horses and miieoniH, which adorn tlnnu. 

Xext in imjjurtance to the artbt. as diatjnoi from the 
artihfflologi.st, is the celebrated lion in black basalt. The 
bricks—that is, thOBC of Nehuchadnez^ar^a date—are 
niOi^tly about Sitiches tliick and from UiiichF'g to IHinches 
square, p^le buff in uolonr* hard and well burnt. They are 
all stamped on the undeirricle with ids iiauieuiid attributes^ 

Those laid on pathways and tormcca, m well, I prestuno, us those laid over flat roofs, pier-toij&orsnr- 
fjict'M open to the weather, tseein to have been laid and set in bitumeni i am able to i?how von Irugments 
of the brick and the biinmen 
which I was permitted to bring 
aw'ay. You will see that the 
bitumen adhering to the brick 
is marked with reeds^ It h, 
thereforCp o^'idcni that it wa^ 
laid over reeds, lean oidy siip-

I have only one more Euphrat^ town to speak about, and to show' by photograph, and tJiat is Hit, 
whiob lies about 70 mika west by north of Baghdad, on tho fringe of tho great desert. Hit is unn^^^ual a^ a 
Mc^opotamlBn town^ in being built of and walled in with lime^^toue rtihhle iii.^tead of hriclot and mud. 
It h plJed on a nionticukof ruck, and at a inik^s ilktanco looks simngidy Enropeazn Bpiinish or Iraliaii. 
Its narrow, ^toue-boilt little streets wind np nnder stone arched givtew'ay^. The great preoccupation 
of Hit is its zrnportant bitumen indu-itry* Close to the town, and pervading a large area of ground, aro 
the hi turnon wells* There are, mdiijed> black hvgoons of thb mtx^l xv^k^ful but nasty^louking product 
uoiistauLly surging up tuniibi tuft.^ and islets of coarse gross and scrub, utid what I suppose must be 
caikni refineries^ of a primitive order^ *sttnl the shores of these Btygiari bke^^,sending ui^ to the heavens

difficulty 1 and very late at. uight.

/rfre, GtiatHVi^^Adolplifl OeThardT, at the ftgeolTlI. Ills 
cancer wnA so typical oI that of tUu arnhitevt of ability 
in France that wc rtcord outline for the InfoEniadoii 
of niemheis. 

He was Gmnd Prix de Koine in 1&63 ; coiiiph^tt^ 
his studies andennoi# at thi* Vilhl ^fedicisr and on his 
return to Paris was furtbuitli appointed Inspector of 
\Vorks at the Bcole d«s HitauK-Art^r laiter he wan 
promoted to be architect stiecessively of the Ecoltt dea 
Arts ct Metiers, of the ColU^ge de FrancCi where he 
suL-ceviletl Ancekti and of the Cliateaudc Conipi^gtie. 

An tong hJs private work^ were the reniDdelUng of 
the old HotoJ-Dieu at Poitiers for the n^quJrementaof 
the f-wvendty i, wlierv he reHton^d the ojcterior and 
fh'dgiUHl the altomtiona and e^ctension^for the Faculty 
of fecjoftce. He was the author of the monumeut to 
Kudlc Augieif, Place do FOdMii, and of tJmt to Claude 
Bt^niaidr opposite tha College de France^ of which 
fTuillatiTnc wftii the acidptor.

ON RUNNINO STREAMS THROUGH 
TOWNS: AN OBJECT LESSON. 

ikiWE years ago the Corparaticn of Bradfottl organ- 
iaed a competitiau for tho beat scheme for improring 
the lay-out of the central portiun of the city. When the 
intondiiig com|^>tFtorz received the plan of the dty a* 
exidting, on which to haoe their proposals, one feature 
in it cDoritfted of the course of a atfedni apparentlv 
meandering through ilp shown moutly by dotted liuL% 
and labelled Bradford Beck+” Tn the cour^ of a virit 
to th# city to Htudy the gioimd, I learned that people 
then living in Bradford could remcQibt'r fiahingou the 
hanks of thij rt^mlet, then an open brook. Since then 
it appeared that it had l>»en gradimlly built over so aa 
to bccomo practically an underground watered urae, 

Bradford appeared to me then to be one of the moi^t 
dull and and towns, in outward ap^^earance, that T had 
Kver bren in ; □ deoert of atony ^tfeetej without any 
relief to tile eye. It atouce occurred to me thtat one of 
the b^ thioga that muld be dona to improve tliv 
aniimities of the town would l>e to resurrect the Brad¬ 
ford Beck arifl lum it into an open ruiinlDg rivulet as 
a rtHleeming feature in the dty accncry, I waA tho only 
competitor who took lids vitiw i siiid" the ci ntral por¬ 
tion of my plan, which h here reproduced, shows the 
acbeoie I proposed. At the left-hand lower comer of 
the plan, w'hiire thp.- Beck firat mlrTS on the plan, it 
would be i!!ec£i running round n curve Wtween con¬ 
taining w^alls, with a little circular garden ond a foun¬ 
tain on the ground level, witliiii the h^^nd of the curve. 
Higher up, where the originM] c<iur^ of the Beck goes 
ofi at an angle, 1 propoaed eoutiiiuiiig it iu a ntw chmi- 
lic!^ with a Curve following r.hi» line of one of tlu? pto- 
poHcd blocks of new buildini;^ ; and planting this ojaai 
portion of it with a row of idipped trees along the 
nmrgiri.

Tho picture thoalte of tcedav seats 3,50tt peoi>le more or losa as a iiomial llieotre, ttod has colossal 
brothers having a eapacity of 5.0t)O and over, with a degree of dignity and value of design wliich very 
few real theatros possess. ' After all, is not ihe picture theatre a development liud an advance on noruukl 
theatre designing ? Theatre design, which has stood still for a hundred years, more ot liss, still injt* 
petiifltea the nld defect* despite the possibilities of modoni construotion. and the moving picture has 
overtaken tha thctvtre, passed it, mid Incidentally applied to theatre design the impetus which con* 
servaliism and lethargy in design had stilled almoat to death, at any rate in EiigLmd. In Germany

in N«w York repeated a dozen times over. It has recently lieen my plifOsutt? to inspect build¬ 
ings, and 1 hope, incidentally, to-night to lay before yon the restilt of my aiialyids of their merits and 
defects* 

Since the time of the Grteeks, theatre roQjttuf, not theatre sealing, has been lln^ critical JifiicuUy to 
be faced by the arcbitect, and it is remarkable how' lew^ c^EampU^ of isucct'«=sfnl roofing then? exist - 
Eighteenth century iheatrical dciirigner^ piled iipf icni and rietsof boxes in an endeavour to secure the 
irniximmu scaling cajiaeify^itliin the circimi^cribed otea j>ossihle to roof, and with a great measure of 
success,.long 03 the so-called architectural ordera were omitted froni the de5dgii (except, |>f?rhaps, to 
decoral0 the proscenimn opening), and so long aa the ^emiciTcnlftr or scptnentul shaped plan was 
persbilcd in. (Batli, Bristol, Sadlers Wells.) 

The chauges introtlac4*d in recent y*atTs of putting the stalls in place of the pit oiade a break in 
traditional theatre designing winch kd( to many rt^gretiable rc.?iiiult 3 *diic very largely to a hail pe^riod of 
taste which has extended !t> our own Jays. Not only were heavy nrdcis and details of great scale intro- 
rluced which obstructed vision and ixicnpietl a pace and whieh were so high as to cut through balconif-ft 
in Oil endeavour to make the intMrior one storey in appearancts hut the dome* a feature which 
needs u maximum o( support, was gaily draggerl in and snspetided from heaven by goodni-^ kntiws 
whikt meaiiii. A dome wiiieh is bad acoustioally and which does not arise from tho planning is doubly 
condemncdt but tmfortunatel}- architecta^ although lo^cal hi planning, arc far from logical in dKom- 
tion. Most moflem desigticrs do not seem to have got tHn'oiid tlioj^tagc ui preconceived Idtrm ; thus 
Egyptian theatres (ho called hccatisn the detail w Egypthvn), Assyrian theatrics, Greek theatres, 
clc** arc the rage.

Projection is really the cmx o! the theatre plomuiigp or one ought more properly to say of the 
theatre section. It is best to lay down tbo projection and to build the theatre round it* The projectiou 
may be very easily worked from tbo back of iho theatte in a building without a balcony, but becomes 
iucrea^ingly difficult where one or two balconies are inlroducedf Iwoiiuse of tJie angle of projection, 
which results in either or both a tilled screen and a distorted picture.

Size op Theatres. 

The auditorium of a theatre to seat l.fHJO on one floor will need to be approximatelv SO feet hy 
120 feet, and for J ,500 people 120 feet by I SO feet; with balconies, these figures can bo doubled. Outside 
this a ejiato in proportion for entrances, lobby, resting room, etc,, will be required. 

Sites shouli:!. of course, have at least two outride walls to streets, and where the capacitv is 2,0(Ml 
or over Isolated sites should be selected or allowance made for lateral open spaces on the ground itself. 

On b-Istohky TaKATltE.S. 

The one-storey theatre, iis Iwfore stitted, is Rssentially the chpai>est both to construct mid to 
vcQtibte and to run. \ very ingenious section adopted in .America ciuables every inclj of site to Iju 
utilised as seating room by placing the entrancfe under tlie higher part of the raked floor, and leoding 
into the seats by tunueU after the fashion of a modiJiod aniptiitheatre. 

pucU a theatre is etaily emptied in mm of emergency, need not be high internally, and even 
provides spaces for shops on the exterior walU under the seating. 

Two-Storev Thbathes. 

The two-storcy theatre imuiediately introduces complicatioia in planning which the one^storey 
theatre i» free from—exit stair?, balconycourtlmctions,etc.—and is oven more complicated in the thre^ 
storey theatre. 

Balcony Design. 

Balcony d^ign has been radically ehangwl, and instead of the restricting colmnns or timid canti- ' 
lever con.-ftraclicui of the theatre of the last century balconies are now diwjgufN;! to carrj’ l.fMO to 1,500 
perrioiu on anytkmg from 12 to 20 rows of seats, as wtill probably a row of “ log^ ’* surrounding the 
outer rim of tho balcony curve. Buch a stniotnro projecting 50 to 100 feet, and riHing at an angle of 20* 
to 30", presents a problem which outweiglis ajiythmg eke in theai re design. Uatmlly, such a Ixtlconv ijs 
fed at two or more levels through Its tliicknoss in the ntPwuier of the seaU in an amphitheatre, and 
th« largt! spaces left are utilked as retiring rootm*, smoking rooitB and lounges generally. Verv fre- 
(jiumtly a large portion of the lower ceiling is omitted and great play made of mezzadnes and* welk 
visible from the auditorium itself, thus certainly improving the value of the rear seats anil helping 
ventilation. Thisc great balconies aro built only partially on the cantilever principle. A groat lattico 
girdor lU or 12 feet deep k first placed at the nearmt point to the front of the balcony which will pro^de 
snflioient depth. The cross beams are llien placed running forward as eantileveiv to the front edge. 
Through the spaces of Ibis great lattice girder the tuimols feeding the seats have sufficient heatlroom to 
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This IS certmulv the mo&t; economical fonu of gallery conatruetion, Ani], compared 'nith I he huge 
cantilevers which it replaces, h very simple. 

Exits. 

Exit^ to a theatre should Ijeexceeflinglj generous* and certain Aiuerican theatres are objoctdc«»sons 
in this respect* the entire rear walk beuig ojiened out fis exits. It is usuallj by the faizullar way iti that 
people will endeavour to escape in case of panicp and for i bis reason entranceskionId he verj^ ample and 
extra exits provided into sidy streets as m^ar aH possible anil c^-rtainly visible troui the usuai way out, 
iitaiR sbould lead from each floor entirely tminterroplefi by passage or by secondaiy cou- 
vergitig sLreaiijri of people from aiiother level. In American theatres the esca[»e stmm are gcmertiHv of 
irtui, siispciided outride the inum walls of tlie building, and am fed at several diHercnt levels without 
increasmg pertf ptibly in width* a method which euabl*^ ^likable sites lo bo fully aUUseti* Imi which is 
very unsatisfactory. 

Another inetliod^wdiich ha« been tried in C'alifomja is for all the entrances and main exits to be 
by rumpp aertainJy very good hut expensive to the area occupied.

Ferdino tme Iheatrr. 

The working of a picf uie Ihofttra diffeis coosidfrahly from the usual type ; mst^ar] of fixed per- 
formaiicea, t lie contmuoras performance giyen in most picture theatres is a source of eontiuual entrj' and 
exit. Whilsl. m many casea entrance is unreatricieil. it should he allowed only in the short inteiraL! 
between the pictuieg, [iu<l in this aiisea the necessity for large waiting spaces outsido the theatre proper, 
but boyoud the onlranoes mid Uio pay-boxes : for inslaiice, a Ihoatre seating %fm may discharjfo 5flO 
^'ople afier a partiQulcir picture, and ibtse seats. Unless immedlatoly refilled, stand idle until the next 
ifttoryol. It is obtHously impossible to book sufileic-ntly rapidly to fill this void in the two or three 
minutes inten'al,so generous queuing spaces iiiiLit lio provided. 

Decorative Effhcts, 

It eatmnt be said that picture theatre designs have evolved any special expression either in ijitemal 
decorative ileaigij or us external expresaion, beyond, iH*rhaps, the more or liss glorified niche as an 
entrance doorway, 

Despite the progress m pbiuiing already made on that of the ordinary theatre, the intenuil scheme 
is_ver>> hirgely based npou the out-of-<late work of the last century, colossal ceilings, with heavy oma- 
mmit; dom® and cAudelabnim, wtlh a proscwiiuni opening either arched or aijuare. and eqtitiUy 
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colcks.snl in chiiraotcr* fieem ^till to he the stun total of eifeotfi. Many of the smuller theat res: are di^tinotlT 
bad m taste, restless in ornament, badly designed, and m badly modelled, generally consist]ng of etorft 
omament Ininped in oreUmfnate<1 to a fixed EumavaUabkH, and extenially, a wide opening, with or 
witlmul a vaknije, ianlHl all over with ferocions posters of petrified filmincidenl^ eniarged and coloured. 
Whi^n will film siili^men ftCkn(JwU»dgo Ihart film art and jKister art are totally difTemit thin^ ? 

The ven'fines^t theatres in America have hcirked hack to a kind of Pompeiian Adams motive for thoir 
internal details, very tastefuK well meddled and well designed (Centuiy Theatre), partioukrlv those 
designed hyMr.Cranemf and Mt. [jainb^oE Xi*w York, whose work I am principally illnstratings 

The ilieatre iiiteniall_v needs very sjjc-dnl powem of dmgn ; no precoaceived ideas of symmetrical 
ek'vation-S are of any valne. The design mu$i build up from the [dim ami in visual vff€?ct concentrale on 
the pruiiceniuui opemiig, tlma gradually \m reduced in value backwards. A s^yinmetricaUeiling, Circular 
or square* is nearly always an impossihility, and besides, can oever bo seen except, perhaps^ Itoiiia lew 
seats at the roar of the balcony. Ltktnviac the Hauking walls, cut up as they are by sloping floors and 
balconies, provide only, as u nils, a comparatively sniall .^paco near the proscenium, where any iinre- 
stricLed w^all space ifi availahle. Tiu^e may lie treateil in a large w^ay ti retiim and support to the 
pruecenium, but Iho rest of ilie rear spaces are best loft m a foil to the riclnufsfs concentrated around the 
focal point I the Pr(wccwi uiit. The funnel shape of the (ioodycar Theatrt^ at Akron. Ohio* eliminates 
many of the old prejudicial, and approacluw the logicsJ views espressed, Extemaliy the Epecial cha- 
racter of the [iktun;^ hotid^eki now* n?ei>gulscrl by masri of postera, and artkticully osciUat^si l^cLween 
the extreme of badm^=^ and a lyjH* of cbwiciil purity equally uiUKijjon^^ivo to the use of the building. 

Some buildings show an opening atutounded hy several storeys of what may ho an office building ; 
otfaoR adaptation.'! of Italian palaces, and one of the latest b frankly a Grf-ck Doric Irontispiece 
fittuidiiig on a glass valance. Mowevur* amongst tho hotter dt^igntHd small tln^atrtis, a type of front is 
being evolved which expressed! ver_v rationally and artistically tlie building and it^ purpose. And no 
doubt bi fore long, ua ibe pmees;^ of evolution progrCii3ie5, the picture tlieatrc will he u thing of beauty, 
aiirl equal in slaniling to anTthing designed for other fmrposes.

AH stich buildings muat be eoacelvcd and cAmed out 
in a ftpint com|itttible with their purjjoso and require- 
iiients: sa^'thing ehiborate or bizarre La mdustriol 
fliructunia ia out of keeping and iimkes for extra va- 
pace. Tho straightforw ard design tells its own tale 
ill rf^veahng tlie pur|>ase oE iho building, appealing 
Uilik^! to the practical instincts of the busine^ man and 
the tasto of the critiCn In short:* it Is the Htnesa of the 
thing that mattoT?; when wo accomplish that itiaal- 
wiiys natLsfactory. 

We live in an era where s[N>e[a1ismg is tlie onicr of 
the day, niui in certain trades we arc complied to rely 

rt great extent on the specUliiit for obtiiiuing tha 
\n-$t rcsiilU ruLluu than oil our own know leflge. But 
i.ht* architect, wliilat knowing his own limitaiums, must 
always rciiiaiu the controlling director in the scheme 
and Consult with t he s^iecialist as to the best moans of 
arriving at. the mquirumenUof each |Hifiicular prujiH^t. 
In dealing with ecoiiuiny in building it should Jilways 
ftt* renioml^rod that economy and ch!5ai|itiesa Jif tho 
Ir^tt4'!r word hii.s any meaning in these liays} nro not 
^ynonymomi tenuH. Obeapncxi of itMU cannot be 
b lokorl upon aa ocoooiny. Very often chca p work and 
cluiiap lODtoriol are the most costly in the long nui, 
tequiriug constant renewal and upkeep and cauiiing 
con tin uat i niU’^tlon. It does not fellow tha t the lowe^ 
tender received is the best bargain for the client, and 
it niny ho thni the nmq at the top of the Ijst has al- 
to^ed Lt remailer perc^ntagu of profit on his work than 
the lowesl offorer^ Furth«!r, thr orgnnUation and capa^ 


hilities of the latter far carrying out the work may not 
be such as would enable him to execute it in the nhart- 
eat poaaiblo time, which means a delay In the iiianctary 
return on the outlay, with consequent lo^ to the olient. 
The whole mattot hinges on value receiveiL Oue con¬ 
tractor has flilowod lor giving only the bast mati^rtal 
and the most careful workmanship in accordance with 
tho apeciftention; while another only intends giving 
tho poofeat ho can get ofi with^ in both. On this hnsi-i 
competitlcm ie not on equal tenus and such a poaitlon 
Is often croatod when unlimited tendt^ring is resorted 
to. Ptiblio bodica, Corporations and so forth^ too 
often—on a Hint ter of principle. I siipjiosa-^lnaiift ou 
accepting tlm lowest tender* without any mgurd to tho 
qualLftcationjH of those tendering, and in recent yeurEi 
this bmdeney has bcconio more pmnounectl. Whether 
this is duo to the greater repress iiUtion of Labaur on 
theflo hodios or from other 1 * 0113*3 I am not prepamd 
to say, but one wonk§ have thought that lahanT, with 
sto gTiiLatcr knowledge and e^rieuoo in the quFiJity of 
work, would hav<‘ nisdo iba influence felt in the direc¬ 
tion of getting the fullest i.Tiliie for outlay and in giving 
encouregiuncnt to Labour at it3 beat. 

Wlii^n tho client insists on tho cheapest offer being 
occepteil, h* naturally argue^s that the contractor has 
to work aecorriing to the plans and ^tpecifientiona, and 
it is the hiislni^ of tho srchit^t to sec that these are 
fignHy ct^ntplifHl with. In theoTT this sounds quite 
reasormhle, but what a ban t practice t I may at nnco 
say that, with a jjoor or inilifferent contractorl no mat¬ 
ter how clear niui -oorapreheosive the plans and spqci- 
hf'Ation iTtay be, no matter how striet the supervision, 
Uulosa tins tradesmen employetl Iiave got tho brains 
and hand3, combiuerl with n willingue-fei to turn out 
^whI work, it ia all In vsiin. 

Netliingcan lie ttioro disheartening to the contraetor 
who lays nini-^lf out to u*ve only the best In labour 
oud material, with a nKisonabli; profit for his trouhlo 
nuil outbiy* than to find that anothef liui secured the 
contract wdto ha^ no intention, or even, with the best 
intention^ has not tlu'^ capacity or or^jusation to do 
the Work as it should be done or a^i he would Imvc done 
It. I bnve olton been intere«tc*d in observing the dif¬ 
ferent types of workmen employed by dilferent con- 
ttnetora. Ou tlie one bund you finii a iiiaa, tesptjctful 
in. bis uinunert careful with and taking a pridn In 
hlB work and anxious to pleAse, On thu otber band, 
you find the indifferent type, careless and imle;pendenek 
CJUryiiig cm hLs work, in a way, hut fetrlliig liore^l all the 
time. You may take it ui a general rule that the 
better the master* the lletter the mau. 

With regurd toqunlityof workona buiMuigEehi^me, 
l>e it Irtrgi! or smuU, the la^nwmal elcraenE always telU, 
from the top to the tnnn win^ carries the hotl. Work 
once iiidifliLienUy done can never be mtored or 
brought back to eniial wotk of tho fimt quality; it mav 
be patched up and glo.*»eii over, but the iiihVrent tlc- 
fects will more *r reinaiii.

Thin want «f harmony ot which L h.'tve spoken was, however. Inn ridaijve ami sLiperticiiii. Tlio 
profession, as 1 have just said, is entraordinarily lojiil, very frt'e from jenlousy, and ready lUid willing 
to work together for the coinmoM gwil. Wo have only to look for a inouieTit at tliu divisions which 
ravage otla r lila-ral profcs-^ions to see, with a justihahlL' coniidaeeuco, that we are already far morn 
advaimod tluiti they lowarrlrt tin* id(*al of unity : that our tusk is, in comjiarisuti with thK>irs,ii light 
Olio i and that we are actually on thu verge of adiifiviijg such a solid and i*ff«ajlilal orgaiiLsatiou of 
lirilLsh iircliitccLs, as exists in no other (irotesiiuii in tho world. It is a griiit and inspiring Ihfiiight. 
Tho uiuiomplLshnlont is williln our rouob at this nioincnt. Lot its put aside any ainall diflForcnws 
of o]iiiiioii as to methods, and iiiuko ono final, conragflous stop-all together—to make tho Royal 
Iristitnlo of Firilwli Afcliitect-'r the single orgaiiistiticui for the whole [irofession. The cnTori ia well 
worth while. We are already unique—the gnitilest, mtwt efTeclively orgrttiiscil, hoily of arcliitocts in

I do not pmpoco to nivjtit tim dilatory 
incthoFis of Piirliauieiit, In'foro gottuig Kegislratioii in bund, 'rnie, w'l) shall need tin Act to b*gali!m 
it, mill as soon as the fiuat touctieo aro put to UnificaliMii, wc lunsf. gi^i. our iBiU drafted, and pash it 
forward. But it may fake sonio tiiiio to get it Ibruugh latth lloiiiO^ ; nnd tlic'hr is no ri'o-'Oin why w'o 
bhoulr) not Set Up tbc Bcgtster at. uliCC, with mir mvii Begufrar, and base a iinicldnery in working 
order to wliicli the tios'enunent will only need to give legid coni^rmatioii.

Empir<-, of the different classic of the Iniilitiite, of the AAslstmits'Uiiioa, and uf arcliiUtiLs uiiattimlns] 
lu miy ^iely, (o fortn ii Coiunutlce which shuahl proceed to organise the Uiiificatiori and it(-gls{nitiiiTi 
of the profession. Tliis CoRimitteo was natiiTAlly m l ury large one. It tiud for the first lime, an 
occasion whioh will I tlunk be marked liorcafter os ItLstorical, on ‘2Qth July IthitF ■ nnd appoint^} as 
its Chainnaii the Prcsideul of the Eoyul lusiitute, and »s Yice.Chairmaii the rresideut of the Sociely, 
with the lion, Secretoiy of the Institute os its Hon. Sccndair. 1 take thu ti[i port unity of acknow* 
ledgitig with profouml gratitude, the loyal support I have reedved Iroin lln>se Iw'o colleAgura, J^ir 
I'hos. Rothen ond Mr, Keen. The hard work these gentlemen have dune is known hut to few, hut it 
has entitleil them to the hwirty thanks of (heir profu^siou. 

The proceedings of the Comnattee were notable for complete, and perlia{>$ unexpecttKl, abKvnce 
t*f fliHcord ; tlity then* and tlien set. up a SitleCommittee to work out details, and elected its members, 
to the number of nineteeii. Two ulternativo proposals were discussed and referred to the Snle 
Committee: the/irs(, the alisorpLion of all architects into one great body : I he secotui, the federation 
of tiu* existing bodies, and (lie formation of u central Council of their representatives, 

\\iUi no loss of time the Sub*Coiiiniitlee set to work, I he rt’corcl of their discussions fomiing a 
Hubstanliul vohiiuo. On Sth April they phuluced the exjx'Ctiil re[>ort on the machinery for working 
nut the two iilteruiitive proposals, which have become bnowii aa “ ttehemo A ** an<l “ Soliemo B.” 
In order to prevent delay, this Hei>ort was communlcaleil at once to all memhera of the pareut 
(.omniittee, so timl ttie3' niighl be able to cousiiH their constituents ujion it, ludnro niiHding to receive 
it foraiallj'. 

The main l'ominiltei> met again on l‘2Ui May last, and procecd&l to discuss the Bepirl. U is 
worth noting that thb (‘ominittee has adopted the methods of the new diploiimcy, apprtivwt of— 
but not followetl by - the Peace Conference. Their meetings have not liecn private^ but open to the 
press, w ith thi? result thiit the whole course of their diatusaion can he fullowi^d in t he imbliKhcd roports. 
TLc rtisult hii-H fully Jtwtifniid tho proceJuro. 

After fuU debate, the principle of “ tJeheme A '* was adopted, iieniiae eo«tmdi«nt€; nnd the

The eflfeot of these rtsolutions k that ttie Soeii^ty o£ Arehits>ctfi hm iigrced to amalg^muto vAth 
the Hojal inat:itnt.e» aod (onu ooe great Organisation; subject only to satisfaetory urrangeiitents 
wit 1 1 rogiird to ola-^FiitiuuLifLm. 

The Council of the Eoyal Lii^ilituiB luunudhitely accf^pted tbtise r^olutioti^r appomiiHl a Ootii' 
mittof* to draft the liltemtion? in the Ohartor and By-Lawst needed to give effect to them, and linec-tt*!! 
n eoiifereiiee with the Society to arrange details. 

In the meantime, the Aiisociates of the Institute had met Mr. Keen and tnysell to talk over the 
pnHiiion» in so far as it eoiicems their own class. Aa you kiiow^ e scheme liad been preparetl for 
fusion of I he Koyal institute and the Society in IDll; this pjpoved ahiirti va hy reason of the opposition 
eBpecially of Che Associate ciosSi which now consist.^, practically, wholly of men who have passed 
ih& Exanunatiorie^. I felt therefore that they had a right to be eonsnlted aa to thtdr btdore wo 
went too far. It is pleasant to record that a high note of responBihility was struck at tliis meeting. 
The grott iiniKiriiuice of ihts movcuioid was fuliy recogmseih and the fiicfc that some self-sac rifice 
WiW nt'rces-sary hj uietnhers of the Ho^'^al IiisiiluLe in order f i> attain tha end in view% I ajii oonvinceii 
that we liftve the Ass4iciati^ behind ns in our efforts. 

The Prt^ident and Secrutar}- of the Society, with Mr. Hailgrova, iheir Past-Provident, liavCt ?iifcCo 
I hat, met the Boyal Inslitiito Coiimiittee, and agr(t<ifl general lines with them. 

ft is hilt that it is iiuilc^irahle to make any serious ulLerution to the Associafi:rfl das^* A ciTtain 
nnmfier of imdoubteflly qnahfied members of the Society will join ns as Fellows of tlie Boyal Iiml iLuLe, 
others will Join a new Uiofis of “ Srmnhers H.I.B.A." in wtudi we prti[iose to meorporate onr owti 
L icetitiates. Memb™ of Allieil Societies, on the report of their Couiicik, will be adniUt^Hl to the fmm' 
ClasSp ako uiiuttached rjnulifuHl men after scrutiny hy I lie Council of the B.I.ILA. In or<ler to 
alrciiglhim ( ho AiWticiati^^ we propose to iiu^tituto u special e^aiiijjiation for *' Menihci^ " di-airing 
adiuik^ipn thereto—from Aj^soduUis f liey can prsice^ni to the PVJbwrship subject iu the present qmdify- 
ing reipiirewienhs.

to be unduly pt«yimislic and to reduce thigriioioiifl Assembly to tears at the outset of tbo firw remarks it 
is my priipTlegc to ninkOt I mmi lake it as a postulate that these arc the ilarkesL hours throngb which the 
human tma luvi yet passedpand it in markeil by the same phenomena as all olher black crises in the hUtoiy 
uJ dvilisation. 

Tlierc Ls a seotion of the community which frankly says : Ijet us eatt drinks and be iiierxy^ for 
to-morrow we die,'^ There is another s^iciion w ith the hunger of evil centuries in their eyes who would 
sivisi^p down and ]>1 under the w«9:ilLh of the world.

You must comt^ at length to iiu interpretation of Inimim life in d] its mpriad phiscs of 
eniatlouand aspiration that is etitirely dissevered from ^cic^ntiilc law* You must comeat length lo I ho 
elfUTuty^wide djfltrehce betw^?en the aiikt (even in tho vague, reco^dsed sense f}f the word) and the 
inventor.

the title of hijs book. He Las not, however, succeeded

But in the present- eA=se the writor is 
eviilently a muster <if I Ah Hubjecl. and writes in a 
dehnite and eonviticiiig Jityk; that can mwur only 
when aceoitipaiiii-d by thorough kno%v3rtlge, 

Tke bt>ok is arranged to trs^ut of tln^ subject 0 1 re¬ 
pairs under the variyus tradu headings, #nch st* brick¬ 
layer, lih^fi turjH-nter, plasterer, etc. in the lirrt Iiulf 
i>f the volume the nutbor deals in a satii^factary 
loaiuicr witlii all tlic *fdjiiar\’ items of re[kair wfirk 
undiT the earlier trade headmgH, such inserring a 
danip-prouf euniici*, pnliiting a brii.'k wall, tvs'ttiiig a 
Tungi- or cupjior, relnstntaug a broken ilmtn pipe, aiui 
repiLritig ilet;aycd rimbens, no>oring^ etc. In the latter 
half of tbu book, when dealing with such niaitet» ah

FURTHER EViDENUE FOE UYNxlMIC SYMMETRY IN 
ANCIENT ARCHITECTURE,

I T will bo uodoTsto^d that within the limits of an evenii^j's talk it will be mipos^^iblo to o?tplaia io 
detail the complete plain of a building such as ihat of tho Parlhorion, wbotR refiiiDment of coiu* 
position is carried to an extreme. I iiavo^ therefore, limited myself to ibe most e^Renttal p^rt 
of the structure, the temple proper or the room which contained the statue of tho goddess. Within this 
room I shall confine my remarks? to that part which immediately enclosed the statue^ This is the area 
dolinod by the column centres surrounding the nave and abo the nave it5?ell+ Other proportions of the 
btjilillrjg insij bo briefly mentioned. 

It would seem, judging from the pluti tks it is now possnble to present it^ that this part of the ct^lla 
area was considered by the iirc-hitect, or the architect in collationition with the sculptor, as of the 
utmost imporUnce. It is tiiguificaait tliat the statiie-enc looting part of the general plan of the building 
should be found to he basetl upon that area which constitutes tbe cnix of the dynamis fiyiiimetry idea. 
This areu is represented by the difference between root 4 and root 5. The root 4 area is composed of 
two s<junres and thtf root 5 stuipo is fised by a diagonal to these two stju&rei^^ Numerically root 4 
equals fl and root 5 equula i 2arj. Tlie are* in question, Ihetefon?, ts represented by unity, or a side of 
one of tile two squaresp and -lifll^tuon* exactly ’^J3b0(i8 plus. This number, being less than unity, is 
the reciprocal of some numlier repmseidlog some arei^ greater thajj luuty. Divi^iion into unity whows 
lis that the iiumber or area in question if?

—two sqpares plus a root 5 rectangle. It will be noticed that this myeterions hgui:e. whicb is really the

Till* point owmIs stressing that wo arc now uuspecting syiniiietry hy unalysis. The Giwb! prnhahly 
Tiover hud occasion to approach the subject from this angle. All the pro}>orttons which we 13ml in 
classic temples develop logically from simple areas, ant] no insf nintont more complicated than a string or 
roirn would bo necessnry for the synthetic openitiou. The plan of the teii]|ile ms it Htamls to^y in 
something in the nature of a getimetric pimle, iiml to tintl a clue to its solution we must employ every 
immns of analytic approacls w'hich mgonnity devise. 

To return lo the an^as tliemsrh'cs, Urnctice in the suhtlcties of manipulntion of these shaiH-^ 
teaches os that we may n^ri] imy figure of the dynuiiiic seriss as divided or multiplied by ton— s.i*.. 
we have in thest- areas a natural decimal system. If w« multiply hy 10. we obtain *i‘3r4)(J8 and

The decimal inuoipubtion of this specific an<a fe what we actually find in the plan arrangcinenl 
of the Parthenon cello, 1'he nave h i^iirroondtd by twwity-three coJunms, ten ou eikcli fiank and three 
on the west end, not counting the angle coLunms iu the latter case. Tin* east end is fixed by the wall 
and doorway. This arnmgemerU means that the area df^tined by the centres of these colmmet is 
<livid(fd into ten slrij.)s, trach strip Iteing fivni by nn iutercolunintutiou iind one strip by colmnn centres 
and till* east wall. \\ e obtmu thme strips Ity ^Imwing a line from centre to centre of opposing columns 
across the nave. Flight of these strips of area are etiuaf in width ; two are not. The area definetl by 
the east wall of the statue room aikI the centres of the first opposing columns to tltc wi»st <*f the w'all, 
and the area defined hy tlie angle eolumii centres and the centres of ihe first opjxj^mg cotuimis to tlii' 
east are unctiuul in widlJi and lM>th are uneritial with thi^ eight reguhir intercolonmiotions. The two 
nncijimli^trips we may dciigiinte as cant and wfeft strips. The west is widertban the east strip,but the 
two udtled together o(|uid exactly two of the regnlar interooliinmiatitin strips. Iij contrast to tin* anglu 
and second colnmu centres of the peristyle the angle and second columit centre widths of the cedla are 
greoter than the regnlar itnercoluttmiatjojiK, emmideralily bo. 

If we take the length os ilelined by (he cmI wall of the cella uud the ceiitrr.^ of the angle columns— 
i,e., (i3'3012 feet—and ilivldc it. by the width, 36*33 feet, from ceiitri' to centre of opposing culunurs 
ncsr(*BB the nave, we obtain the ratio 3*36063. 

Penrose says the mean for the eight regular intereoInnmiationB is H*55 feet. It is clear 
from the above ratio that each of llicse eight regnlar si rips will liuvi* the rt>ciprocul mli» 
*33(j(J(i8, this ricijirifcal being that of 4'336—i.e., each of these areas will bo comiposed of 
two s<iuiir<^ plus a rool. 5 area t 2 plus 2*236 (see Pig. 1). 

For the {mr[)0sc of making tin: general plan dourer the two s<|uaft!s are ploecd in tiie 
ciintre of the above arrungeinent.

In the distribution of the area elemoats of the eight regular strips w^e have tw'o squatty in the eeulrt* 
AHil two small root five shapes on either end as in Fig. 1* The purpose of ilijs arnnigemeni becunit*^ 
Apparent when we corL^idur the strip at the weat i-tid of tlit* great rectangle. Here, tustend of the 
above arrangement^ we liave two large .squares defiiiiMl by the centres of the angle colunius and the 
centm of the columujs imnicdiately to tlie north» south aud east, and instead of two aqoartiir in the 
centre tJiere are four root five rectangk^, Fig. 2.

The prosiieiico of these two areas, '206 and -aiJ-lp on the ea^sfc and west ondu of thegr^t reotangle of 
the celJa column centres leaves no doubt in my mind thot tins distribution of form elements wsns in ten- 
f ional on the part of the architect. 

There i.s an elemei^t in i hhs pUn .^clieme which makes it exceedingly easy of verificatiou. The large 
splrip at thb wcat end of the great rectangle, represented by -30-1, more accurately *3D3S»G2, added to the 
strip immediately adjoining it to the cxi^tly equal two squares. -afH phis ‘23G equals -5 or ihe 
reciprocal of two sqtiart^s, one lying on the other. These two aquorea represent the area defined by the 
centres of the angle eolumm and the eentre^a of the ^second eolumna to the east* But the w'esi side of 
the porou:^ otone hose of the slattie of Athena is fixed hy a lino drawn from centre to centre across the 
nave of tbjsse two second columns. This W(!^t side of the porous atone base h a light l^-^ uneven, due to thi * 
apparent fact that the masoiiii preferred to cut them to fit mtJier than the pentellic marhb blocks^ 
Kvon a casual jns|>eel.ioiip however, rnaken it clear that the west side of the porous base is uii a line with 
the tw'u eolamn centres mEiirioned. 

It w nho clear by inspection tlmt thi^ width of this poroiLs stane statue haiie is equal to one of the 
regiilar -336 intercolumiiiutions. Precisely in the eenito of this statue base h a reciaugular iioie w hich 
is genmlly admitted to be the centre of the .\thetia statue. If we druw^ a north and south line through 
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the cuautre of ibiB hole we divide! thp -230 Jirca in^.o two i>i|ual puiTB. Divid(^l by 2 the firsnit

the eiatoe of Athena stood cxcM^tly on a side of a rtctaiiple of the whirling aquarei!^ iuiii ihis sJiape i& 
defined by the ceatres of theeoJumns surronndmg the sacred spot. 

One aide of this rectangle fiuTiLHln>s ti line cal tn the' traditiouxil llreek pro^>Grtion of extreme nod 
mean ratio. Througlioot the the story has lMt>n ponsj^tent iliat this ratio used in Itmple 
buildiag. Many attempts have bcwn made to discovtTltiiw ihi' pro|Kirlit>n was but th^^y lia’i i* all 
failed- It is now clear that it is a dt^Hvative of another and more important pro|H>rlioii'—i-f.* root five 
—and* by itself* means little if anything. 

Pn ahin| F onr inBpection of the cella protKirtionji furllu*r» we Jiiay i^xcfude orinelude the base liloeks 
on wbicli the colottme ^taiid. fn eiiUer case we tiiikd the enclosed areas pmportional arrangemcnli^ of 
the bfi^ic form of Rguare and root five and a definite Fiyiijjiiclrical pari of the cella or of the I'litin^ 
building. The entire eclla propertiont frotn wall to w^all east and west and north and ^outlu is ilefiiieEi 
by the ratio 1 -559. We may regard the fraction *55D either as one-fonrth of root five or tis a roclprocal 
of 1*7889. In the latter we have four times the recipiwsiJ of nuit five. U ishonld he reiuoiriberTed that a

If we extend tlm coluniu ventre net angle previously deiscribed to include the base blockrt upon 
wbicbtlie colmumi stand we have another scheme in square and root five.

If we exclude thi^ colunui hate?f and retain tinr itavi? only^ w Inch h bi^autifully defim^ as a siiiikeii 
rectangle about three ceniimetres lower lhan the of the flfXir uf the cdb* we gel tin- mrio2'51N)17* 
the fraction being ono-fourth of 2'86068. The nave ratio im^y be regarded as root five divided Ijt 2 — 
that ia, 1-118 plus 1'472. This would bo tw^o root five figures plus a sqiiam and two -280 shape#. In 
both the above cases of cxclti^ion or inclusion of the column base blocks the area in Ihe rear <if tlic ponjus 
stone base of the etatue will be two squares, so we may< in tdllitTp check tlio i^chemc by this eiruple area. 
Consideration of the tiava proportion omphasiiets a point of extreme interest winuli loimia to be true of 
moat if not all Greek budding# of the best period. Tbia point is that the pacing stones of the ternpb?# 
in their final position were cut more or less aeciirutely to fit a definite proportion. The Purlheram nave 
is a good example. It is apparent by inspection that this fmnken rectangle is dlvidedp cast and west, 
into irii equal partB, and that the north and south divisions are two to every inlercoIumimitiuiL Ivjiowing 
the ovemll pioportioii of tbo navo^ it is a simple matter to determine Ihr pnqK.irtioi].s of each nf tlm 
paving blocfe. AVlion this is done we again find u rhythm repeal of the entire scheme of the building. 
Also the paving block proportions over tiie entire ground plon may tie c-xaniitic-d in tlie saino way.

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Whcti we fiod one block larger or Fniulter than it ebould be we find that some kind of a compensatory 
aUowanco exists at some other spot. 

UI The overall proportions of the grotmd plan of the Portbenon may include the eutbynteiia, the 
bottom step, the middle step or the top step, in everr case we find a definite anangement of the basic 
theme analogous to that of the celln. Tho top step proportions exlnbit the dai^r of hasty and ill- 
considered genmlisations which have been prevalent in the past. Moat writers abont classic arcbitoc- 
ture scorn to be fond of referring to the stylobEite proportion of the Parthenoii as 1 to 2-25—that is, one 
to two and a quarter. Tins is entirely niisleading, as Doet^eld found in bis search for even multiple 
measureinents and it results in an error which no one familiar with the buihling would tokrate. The 
ratio is 2-2514 plus. XVe are confident that this is the ratio, lieeause we may place all the column centres 
of the peristyle by it and determine precisely its relation to the general and detailed proportions of the 
building. 

From the duia now at hand 1 am convinced that the proportion of the bottom step wm the otio 
actually used as a correlator Tiiis ratio is 2-146. It is composed of *618 plus -882 multiplied by 4— 
that is, *618 plu.*? 1-528, i wish to emphasise this latter proportion because of its definite appearance 
in the temple at AegLna and eiscwhere. The fraction *382 is the difference betwewi 'filS and unity. It. 
is also the reciprocal of 2*618 or 1 ’618 squared. The atylobatc ratio of the ApoUo temple al Biisstto is 
2*618. The stylobate ratio at 8onion is 2*3119. The fraction *369 equals *618 divided by 2. 

Tlie proportions of the ffwfade elevations of the Parthenon may be fixed either by thi b<iltoiii stl^p 
or by the euths-nteria. Tho bottom step supplies llie ratio 1*7236. The eutJiynteria, inoUirUng ftiiilh 
and height, la^ 1-7032. The fraction >708? is equal to -286 mulliplJod liy 8. The flank elovation is 
equal to 1'7033 multiplied by *2 plus *236. We tnay diride Irani or Hank elevations by any logical 
member such as cornice architrave or stylobate, and in every insianci- obtain adefinite and riitional part 
of the major scheme. Likewise wo may consider any detail by itself anch tm column or column head, 
the profile of the echinus, the abacus by itself, the metope or the metope and tiiglyph combined—UJ this 
case the mean metope width : ihe mutule with its guttae. the profiles of moulding?, tho pattern forms 
on these mouldings, the coffers, singly o^r in groups, nr the antafixac. 

It is worthy of remark that the gultae of the mutules nre arranged on a 1 -569 scheme, that is this 
adjustment repeats the plan of the eella. Our limit of timo thU evening will not permit w lo consider 
the eonstructioii of the antafix of the Parthenon. The same block Of marble which con tail led tho lion- 
heiid spouts at tho four oornvnJ oi the building also included an antafix carved in the «ime block. 
Fortunately, I was able to oblaiii rubbings of Ihese as well as careful moasuremente. Modern 
have assumed tliai Greek meanders were bid out by a square with its areo dividixi into oven niultiplfas. 
If the Piirthcnoii is a standtird, this pructico iff entirely wide of the mark. And, prohtibly. just this point 
empbusises the difference between modem design thought and the prticticM^ of claadc eraftsm™. Before 
we can plan the double meander over the panathenaiu fricM or tho single meander under the eormce 
we must divide our aresis into dynamic section.*!. And this means that thehoriTOOtal divisions are not 
tho same width as tho perpendicular divisnons. Tho diEference is slight and subtle, but it is just the 
difforcnce between the best clA«isifl di^ign and modem designers uf England to-day. 

The architect of the Parthonon, Iktinos, is known to have built lUiotlior building in Greece, either 
before i>r after tlic construction oE the great Athena building on tho acropolis. This was Uio temple of 
\poIlo Bpikurios at Bassao in Pliigaleia. The site is on tlie bleak and almost inaeceBsible Mount Koty- 
iion in .\icftdia. Fortunately the hnilditsg is in a sulficienliy good state of preservation to enable ns to 
dotermino the symmetry of Hits groimd plan and of the elevation as for os the architrave. A peculiarly 
happy chmn of oircumstances has thus resulted in tho savmg of two examples of the work of the mAn 
who ifl probably the greatest urchitocturat designer in history and, as luck has it, these bmldmgs are 
ideal examples for proportion comparkon. Every student is familiar w-itb Hie sophisticated curve 
system of the Parthenon. Indued, so much has b^?eu written about these curves rimt the 
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person haA como to boliave thtU the superiority of tlie building bs largely doe to tliem. But there are 
no curves in the buildins at Bassae in the sense tlmt there are in the Purtbeiion. Tbe lionaontai Imee 
nre straight and there is no entasis to the eolumn. Yet the structure )iud ft ^*01 repniutiort in aiieiunt 
times. Paosanifts tells us that, next to the temple at Tegea, it was the lust in the Pdupount-sus. The 
Tegeu building ia Inter ntid supposed to be by Scopitf. Kuou-mg Lis stylo ve can iiuttgiiio sometiiiug 
of the quality of an areliiteoturel design by him. If the judgment of Pausmiias h sound, mjd there is 
much reason for accepting it. tlieu, lieforo the rebuilding of the older regua temple, theBi^aostructuro 
must have been tho most eonsidfimblfl in the Peloponnesus—hetti-r, Uidved, tlwui any thing at Olympia 
—and this would include the great Zeus tcropte there. But wc may ignore the opinion of Pausantiiswui 
depend upon our own judgment. The structure as It stan^is is evideuw tlmt it must Lave possesst'ti 
Bupcrlative Iwauty before the croaion of tiomt tlie hand of man and earthquakes dishgured it. Pentofie 
visited Bassue, but he seems to Imve lost iiitirrest in the temple wlira he could fiod no currw. He 
appears to bare been slightly peevish about tilings at Phigalda. Ho sp^^ks of the bleak sitnalion and 
tbo lucL tliat tbere wras no indication Of verdure on tbo luountain top as late m SGth April. He had had 
lui encounter with brigands and bad been relieved of most of his pat measuring instrnmcuit.s. He mimt 
have been luiiioycd. .Vt any rate, wliatevcr the iudneuee tbal induced the nuglcct, ho left no data for 
the temple. Cockerell also visited Baasae. and as a result prodneed the very clever Imok wo know, Ilo 
was too brilliant for accuracy, however, os the scant miywurement? ho fumwlies on his drawiiig^ show. 
Wo might stretch the iiomt a bit and accept his figures for the length of tlic styioliatc, but the width ho 
sapplies is impossible. Blouet, the architect of the French Scientitic Esiiedition to the llorua in 
seems to have been more acourat«> but he was jnsl as stingy with liis data as Cockerell. The result of 
all this is that wo possi’SS no complete and reliable record of tliis cxlrpmely iutcresting temple obove 
tlie cloiinfs at the glen or ravine (the rneamtig of Bassae) In Pliigalcia, 

Bi><;aa 50 of this 1 visited the temple site in January of this year, hvetl some two weeks in an open 
but on that wild. Jdttoriy cold, I ml fasemating silnation, and made measnremenls for my pur]wHie. 
Before leaving Athens 1 had glanced at Blonct s work, but made no notes because the data weresoatighl. 
On my return 1 found that wiiat few mcasiirenieuts he gives agree very' well wilh the ones I bed 
obtiuucd. Our figures for the angle eulutim oeatres of tbe iifristylis are iho snme.flS are tbofio for 
tho step prejectioii. Ho neglected the entliyotcria. His Naos length is practically the sunio as mine 
as are also Ida other figures as fiir as they go. with a few exceptions.

The ineqaalides are more apparent "than real, how¬ 
ever, as the measurements show we can he fairly oertnin of accuracy within, say, 3 conlimelros for long 
lines. Tills is suflidont to fisi, mimistakalily, the ebamuter of the jilan, particularly when the soipimce 
is maintained without \'ariaticjn as we Lera hud it. 

The lenglli of the ceJIa is 16-364, the width 6-322, and the ratio is 2-472, or a dmilar figure to the 
overall plan. It will be remimbered that tiio dominating factor in the cella arrungemeot of 
the Parthenon is *236. or the difference between root 4 and root S. If vve divide (he overall lengtli of 
the liftssao plan by 2-8*1 wo obtiUii the length of the cella.

Before ohtainjng the Bas$(» data i was mieertaiii w hot her we had tccovt-rnd the actual process that 
the Cireek designers uni-d in fmug their proportions. There wam no doubt whatever in my mind about 
the proportimui t|iein.Melvt>s; I o'as uncertain merely about the method of manipulation, Now 1 am 
cominced we have almost the exact process. 

It may bo said in jmssing that W. If. Duiamoor, the Amoricun arehileot, has succeeded in ohl-dning 
Aoourate njcAsuremenLs of the earlier Parthenon—i.e,, the building which was in course of ertictiou and
